DF Today’s date is January 26, 2001, the time is 2:03 PM. This is an interview being 

conducted in reference to BCA case number 89000535, which is the investigation of the 
disappearance of Jacob Wetterling. Conducting this interview is BCA SSA Dennis Fier. 
The interview is being conducted at 333 South Seventh Street in the law office of Kevin 
Short. Being interviewed is Richard Allen Feit, F-E-I-T, who is represented by Kevin 
Short in this matter. Richard, what is your date of birth? 

RF October 4, 1944. 

DF Your attorney, Kevin Short is here with you, yes? 

RF Yes. 

DF And you have consented to this interview concerning certain allegations that have 
surfaced regarding the Jacob Wetterling investigation and naming you as a possible 
suspect. 

RF Yes. 

DF You understand that you are not under arrest. 

RF Yes. 

DF And that you are free to leave at any point in time during this interview. 

RF Yes. 

DF And that if there should be a question which you feel you have some question on whether 
or not you should answer, you may confer with your attorney at any time. 

RF I understand it. 

DF Richard, what is your home address? 

RF 6622 Ashton Circle, Shakopee, Minnesota. 

DF Your home phone number is? 
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RF 952-402-0366. 

DF Are you married? 

RF Yep. 

DF What’s your wife’s name? 

RF Janelle Louise Feit. 

DF How old is she? 

RF Ah, fifty. 

DF How long have you been married? 

RF Twenty years. 

DF Does anyone else reside in the house with you? 

RF Yes. 

DF Who is that? 

RF George Pierce who is a non-related friend who’s 77 years old. 

DF How long has George lived with you? 

RF Since approximately 1986. 

DF How long have you been at this residence? 

RF Ah, about twenty-one months. 

DF And prior to that where did you live? 

RF In--at 10380 Rich Road in Bloomington. 

DF Recently, you were found in possession of some, allegedly found in possession of some 
pornographic materials which led to certain documents being filed in the courts, is that 
correct? 
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Yes. 

Okay. Based on that there was some media coverage um, which named you as a possible 
suspect in the Wetterling investigation based on a certain composites which had been 
publicly ah, publicly distributed throughout the state of Minnesota and elsewhere. 

Yes. 

Have you been able to determine where you were at on October 22, 1989? 

To a fairly good degree 1 have. 

Where was that at? 


Ah, at home with my wife, Janelle and this friend of ours, George Pierce. 


Have you talked with your wife and George about this particular date and where you may 
have been? 

Yes. 

Have they been able to with some degree of certainty place you at home on that date? 
Yes. 

Of your own independent recollection, do you know where you were at? 

At home. And doing what we normally did on Sunday afternoons. 

And what is that? 

Sunday routine which hardly ever varied. And my wife and 1 would stay ah, well we’d 
stay up late Saturday which meant we slept til 11, 12:00 on Sunday morning. George 
loved big breakfasts, he’d cook us a big breakfast. He loved the traditional Sunday meal, 
he cooked a traditional Sunday meal and we would clean the house during the day. Ah, 
around this particular period of time ah, he was going to be going in for hip surgery and I 
remember that he was pretty much unable to help us with the cleaning for those—that 
period of time before his surgery on November 13 th . So when George found a calendar, a 
little diary if you will of 1989 and we saw the date of the surgery, then it all clicked 
together that okay, the-three or four weeks before that we had to help him a lot with 
things he routinely did. 
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DF So you haven't been able to positively say that you were home on that particular date for 
certain and prove it. 

RF No, I would say Fm about 90 percent, 95 percent ah. sure that that’s where I was. 

DF And you have George’s calendar here which you have showed me and we looked at, the 

hip surgery occurred on what date? 

RF November 13, 1989. 

DF According to the notes in the diary here. At that time, in 1989, where were you working? 
RF Detector Electronics. 

DF What was your position there? 

RF Marketing product manager. 

DF They are located where? 

RF In Bloomington. 

DF And were at that time? 

RF Yes. 

DF As a part of your employment, were you required to travel? 

RF Yes. 

DF Did your travels take you to the St Cloud area? 

RF No. 

DF Ah, to the St Joseph, Minnesota area? 

RF No. 

DF Where predominantly were your travels while you worked for the— 

RF Virtually one hundred percent of the trips I took required ah-air travel and they were to 
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various parts of the United States down to Houston area, out to Philadelphia. Because we 
sold products to the heavy industrial customers and they’re in the east coast and the gulf 
coast. 

DF Have you been to the St Cloud area? 

RF Only passing through on Interstate 94 on our way to Yellowstone Park. Never stopped. 

DF And you say you never stopped, in thinking back—never stopped there for gas? 

RF No, because it s—if you fill up in the Twin Cities you don’t need to get gas until about 

Fergus Falls or even Fargo. 

DF So the best of your recall you have never stopped in St Cloud. 

RF No. 

DF Only passed through on the interstate. 

RF Right. 

DF The times you have passed through there, have you been alone or have you been with 
someone? 

RF It s always been with my wife. .Ah, George came with us one time on a trip up to— 

DF How many trips have you made to Yellowstone? 

IvF A lot. Ah, I think in 1999 we went five times. Drove out five times. Probably 1998 we 

went out four times, in 1997 we probably went up there four times and ah, 

DF How about in 1989? 

RF I’ve been to Yellowstone Park at least once every year since 1955. Now ‘89,1 went to 
Yellowstone Park but I went out through South Dakota so I went south down to Sioux 
Falls and across to Rapid City. So, I didn’t go up through the St Cloud area. 

DF What months do you usually go? 

RF In the summer. A ou know. And usually between Memorial Day and Labor Day.

DF Ever in October? 

RiF No, oh, yeah. I—we went to Yellowstone October of ‘97. 

DF In 1989, ah, can you describe what your appearance was? 

RF Yeah, I think my hair was longer at the time, I had a moustache, ah, 1 was probably a little 
lighter than I —that I am now. Yeah, weight wise. From twenty to thirty pounds lighter 
than I am now. 

DF What do you weigh now? 

RF 220. So I probably weighed about 180-185 at that time. 

DF You had a moustache. 

RF Yes. 

DF Okay. And your recollection is that you had that moustache in 1989 and have- 

RF Yes, I-I started growing a moustache in 1980,1 shaved it off about December of 2000 ah, 

in preparation for some job interviews. So I had it continuously from 1980 to December 
of 2000. 

DF Is this a full moustache? 

RF Yes, down to the corners of my mouth. 

DF The vehicles you owned in 1989 which we spoke of earlier and, if you could, just tell us 
what those vehicles are. 

RF Um, mine was a black ah, ‘88 Oldsmobile Tornado and my wife’s Jonelle’s was an ‘87 
white Nissan 300 ZX. 

DF The Tornado’s are two-doors. 

RF Yes. 

DF Is that correct? 

RF Yes. 
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DF Do you by chance have any recollection of what the license plates number— 

RF No. no. 

DF Wouldn’t be able to recall that. Flow long did you keep the Tornado? 

RF Two years. We traded it off in 1990 on a Corvette. 

DF Did anyone else use your Tornado from time-to-time? 

RF No. 

DF It was strictly your car? 

RF Well, other than—other than if my wife. You know, if she needed-her car was basically 

two seats and if she needed to take some people to lunch one day then she’d take the 
1 ornado. But -and we al-we do that today. We switch vehicles depending on what our 
needs are. 

DF Did you—back in ‘89 hear of the Jacob Wetterling kidnaping? 

RF Yes. ' 

DF Do you recall what day you might have heard the news releases on that? 

RF No, not specifically. 

DF Do you recall what the first information was that you heard? 

RF Well, I think I probably saw it on the 10:00 news. And ah, like 1 said, I can’t say-I know 
it w'as the 22 nd now. But before that I wouldn’t have known—wouldn’t have been able to 
tel] you what date it was. We always watch 10:00 news and go to bed about 10:30. And 
it was a routine-had our dinner and ah, my wife watch television downstairs, I go down 
the family room and watch television downstairs so we can watch different programs and 
then I watch the news and go to bed. And that’s when 1 first heard about it. 

DF Did you have any particular discussions about Jacob Wetterling with anyone? 

RF No, I—I—you know it’s a tragedy but I don’t think it struck any chord of anything really 
significant that we sat around talking about. Lots of things happen in the news. 
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DF Did you have anything to do with the disappearance of Jacob Wetterling? 

RF No, I had nothing to do with that. 

DF Have you ever been to the Tom Thumb store located between St Joseph and St Cloud? 

RF No. 

DF Have you been to any convenience stores located between St Joseph and St Cloud? 

RF I don’t know where St Joseph is so I don’t know what— 

DF Okay, St Joseph is located about seven or eight miles west of St Cloud. 

RF No, 1 never would have been there. I—you asked about gas, 1 remember we did stop at a 
gas station so--about ten miles south of St Cloud one time coming back from 
Yellowstone. Right on the interstate. 

DF Okay when you say south, would that be toward the Twin Cities then? 

RF Yeah. 

DF Have you spoken with anyone other than your attorney and myself about these 
accusations against you? 

RF Well, yes, with—my wife and George have talked about it because it’s suddenly come up 
and so we discussed and tried to find—figure out what we were doing at the time. And 1 - 
I think I talked to Kevin and I told Kevin what we did and then Kevin talked to George 
and I think George independently told about the same thing. I mean it was a routine. 
Getting to that point in life where everything starts falling into a pattern and it was the 
pattern we had. And Sundays were kind of special. Satur—George in-in compensation 
for living there does all our cooking, helps with cleaning, buys some of the food. Ah, 
during the week he cooks all our dinners, Saturday is free because we never know what 
we re gonna do on Saturday but Sunday is kind of reserved for this—dinner and ah, 
relaxation. 

DF Do you remember what your phone number was in 1989? 

RF No. 

KS Is it in George’s calendar? 
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RF Yeah, it is, ah. 941-0597. 

DF 0597? 

RF Right. 

DF Were you in the military? 

RF Yes. 

DF What branch were you in? 

RF The Navy. 

DF And what years was that? 

RF In 1962 to‘65. 

DF And where did your travels take you in the Navy? 

RF Ah, went to boot camp and training school in Great Lakes, Illinois, I was assigned two 

years duty m Key West, Florida and that was it. I joined the Navy before my 1 S h birthday 
and at that time if you joined before you were 18, you got out the day before you were 21. 
So I put in like three years and two months. 

DF Were you honorably discharged from the Navy'? 

RF Yes. 

DF And you got married in what year? 

RF 1980. The second time. 

DF You were married before? 

RF Yes. 

DF What is your first wife’s name? 

RF Karen. 
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DF Where does she live at? 

RF 4404 First Avenue South. Minneapolis. 

DF Do you have children? 

RF No. 

DF And had no children with Karen? 

RF Never. 

DF Okay, do you have Karen’s phone number? 

RF No. 

DF What is her last name now? 

RF Feit. 

DF It is. She is not remarried? 

RF Not as far as I know. She’s still in the phone book as K A Feit. 

DF We have been trying in our conversation to solidify some type of an alibi for you. 

RF Mm-hm. 

DF Urn, and you have given me as much as you can remember I presume? 

RF Yes. 

DF Okay. Is there anything else that you can think of at this time that would help us 
determine your whereabouts on October 22, 1989? 

RF No, I’ve been racking my brain pretty' hard the last 24 hours. And ah, of course there’s no 
documentation that still exists because of purgings and you know, can’t keep everything 
and --and since it was a weekend I can’t tag at anything I might have been doing 
professionally. So, this is the best that I can come up with. 

DF Okay. I m gonna ask you one more time—did y'ou abduct Jacob Wetterling? 
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RF Nope, definitely not. 

DF Did you kill Jacob Wetterling? 

RF No. 

DF Do you have any knowledge as to w'ho may have either abducted him or killed him? 

RF No. 

DF Mr Short, do you have anything that you might add here, that you'd want to put on this 
statement? 

KS No, I think that that urn, there w 7 as one thing. Ah, I don’t know if the recording reflects 
the fact that you have ah, Dick, you removed your moustache in December of 2000 just 
about thirty days ago and w'hy’d you do that? 

RF Mm-hm. Ah, in order to urn, change my appearance for purposes of interviewing for a 

new job since I was unemployed. I—1 dyed my hair and removed my moustache to try' and 
look a little younger. 

KS And that’s because you lost your job you had for about twenty 7 years and you were gomia 
start interviewing for a new'job. 

RF Yes. 

KS Okay. 

RF Yes. (Inaudible) the moustache. 

KS That’s all I have. 

RF Kind of lost (inaudible). 

DF And also we spoke about a notebook that George had which you have in front of us and 
which we’ve looked at. And I assume that you have no problem with me looking further 
into that notebook. 

RF No problem. 

DF Okay, the interview' will be ended, it’s 2:24 PM. Same persons present. 
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have a seat. You know me, I’m Vince Kranz (sp?), Pm an investigator here, 
you know that, know me as a Sergeant. This is Pam Jensen, she’s from Steams 
County and Ken McDonald from, BCA. 

KM How ya doin’? 

VK They’re here to ask you some questions. Alright? 

HG Okay. 

KM Ah, just to let you know right out there, obviously we’re not talking to you as any 
type of criminal activities so your not under arrest or anything like that even 
though you in an institution like this, you don’t have to talk to us if you don’t 
want to. But I really appreciate you kind of hear us out a little bit on what our 
objective is here and 1 would imagine you would have some interest in it as well. 

I m not gonna beat around the bush, we’re not gonna sit and play games w'ith you 
ah the reason why we’re here is ah we are investigators on the Jacob Wetterling 
case. We've developed some information that maybe you have some information 
on that and that maybe you would be whiling to ah exchange information for some 
type of thing you may want, okay. Urn, that’s why we’re here and typically when 
w ; e do this there s always some type of, if you do have information obviously 
you've been around the block a little bit, we’ve got to build some type of trust, 
cuz we’re gonna give a little, take a little, give a little take a little for it to work, 
okay. And it's my understanding that ah information we have that may be true, is 
that true? Okay. That’s something that you’d be willing to work with us a little 
bit on? 

HG Not for nothin’. 

KM No, we’re not gonna do it for nothing. 

HG Well I don’t know I imagine my attorneys are (inaudible) 

KM Well, ah to tell you the truth, no. Urn. 

HG Well somebody must have contacted them. 

KM Right, right and it wasn’t the attorney, okay. 

HG Who was it? 

KM Urn, well we periodically review letters and you did write a letter at one time that 
mentioned the name Jacob Wetterlina and that’s what triggered 
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HG (inaudible) mail going out to my attorneys. 

KM Nope, we don’t 

HG My attorneys are the only one that 1 mentioned anything to. 

KM Okay, who’s your attorney? 

HG Well at the moment Paul (inaudible) 

KM Okay, the only letter that we’re aware of at all, ya know. 

HG Or my private investigator, which would be the same thing. 

KM Well in our, in our mind an investigator is not an attorney. Okay, I’m not gonna 
play any games with you, this is the letter that we read, okay. 

HG Um hum. Right. 

KM Okay, so that s why we re here to talk to you about it, and basically your saying 
in here the same thing I said, that you may have some information but your not 
gonna give it away for free. So, that’s why we’re here to see if in fact you do 
have information that’s legitimate information we would be willing to start 
exchanging to see if we can, ah obviously you don’t know me from beans, I don’t 
know you um, obviously you’ve been in the system a long time, you’re not stupid, 
you know you’re not just gonna give up for nothin’, but the hard part is for you 
and us to work together, ya know for me to trust you and you to trust me.

KM Other wise nobody is gonna get anywhere. You’re not gonna get anywhere and 
we’re not gonna get anywhere.

(inaudible) 

KM Right, so what do you want. 

HG One of the first things I need is ah complete anonymity 

KM Okay. 
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HG I mean I you, but I don t know him. 1 know this wouldn't go any further I don’t 
think.

HG And that includes warrant and anybody.

HG Huh— 

KM Can you give us a little bit to even show that, ah, lack of better terms, let me know 
your full of shit or not? In other words, something we can take out there and 
substantiate? It doesn’t have to be the name of the person or whatever, you know, 
it doesn t have to be your key piece of information but it’s gotta be enough for us 
to know for example, 1 have no idea what you know 1 , but for example if you 
know who abducted Jacob and you’ve talked to him, if that person has told you 
something— 

HG I 11 put it this way, and the reason this can still be admitted because if—if—if you 
told me something directly— 

KM Mm-mm. 

HG My testimony s admissible in court. I’d have to testify that circumstances. But if 
you told him and he told me— 

KM Mm-mm. 

HG -that makes him the one that have—have to testify_ 

KM Sure. 

HG And it makes me the admissible, which leaves me in a position where 1 can 
remain anonymous. 

KM Right, okay. 

HG That s the situation. This particular individual, this—this is ah, most—about ten 
years ago. I was sitting at that table doing some artwork and, you know, if you’ve 
ever seen these cells, but right in front of the table is, you know, it’s a series of 
cells, well this group was in here talking with a friend of mine, and ah, you know, 
the guys are crying and shit like that, which caught my attention. It’s a little odd 
to see somebody around here, you know, ballin’ and stuff like that. 

KM Mm-mm. 

HG 1 mean, it s not my business so I'm ignoring it. But one of the dudes is a good 
close friend of mine, so I’m workin’, he comes out of the cell, calls me over and 
says, come here man, check this out. Just do—just do this_ 
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KM (Inaudible) to shut the door? 

HG He said this dude just told—he did. He said where'd he put the body. 

KM Okay. 

HG And I said I could use this to get outa here. Well 1 mean 1 don’t think nothing of 
it. I mean I had other things I was going and I just thought, oh no. I just blew it 
off. There was a little situation with my attorney and we were talking about 
something else, another case and ah, he made a comment that, you know, this 
might be useful. And I thought well, that particular situation wasn’t, but later 1 
was listening to the radio siltin’ in my cell and I heard they were talking about the 

mother on TV (inaudible) waitin there. And that’s w'hat made me remember this 
incident. 

KM Okay. At the time of that incident did it mention the name of Jacob or did you 
know which case they were talking about? 

HG This guy, he was definitely talking about this particular (inaudible) he seen it on 
TV. The guys were talking about it. The dude just starting breaking down. 

KM Okay. Did this, we’ll just call him unknown individual, did he provide details to 
your friend as to how he did or where the body is? 

HG Ah ah, just what he told—he told where it is—if I was in vour shoes it’d be easy 
to find. Not hard to find at all. 

KM Do you know where he’s at? 

HG Well, I I know where he said he was at. I mean 1 couldn’t give ya’—1 couldn’t 
take you to it. 

KM Right, 

HG I don t know my way around this particular area but 1 mean— 

KM So what are you gonna tell us to get this ball rolling? Where he’s at? 

HG Well, you know, the best thing I can tell ya’ is if I’m wrong you owe me nothing. 

You—you invested in a absolutely nothing. 

KM That’s true. 

You know.. .if I m right, you just busted open can of worms.

HG They re not in a position to (inaudible). I don’t want a parole. 

KM Yeah. 

HG I mean, you know— 

KM Transfer transfer something can be discussed. Now we’ve already talked about 
that. 

HG See, I don’t want a transfer. 

KM 1 know. 

HG (Inaudible). 

KM They wanna stop transfer. We talked about it—they said if—if you gave a us 
something ah, really good, substantiated— 

HG (Inaudible). 

KM There is—there is. 

HG (Inaudible) something wrong I'm completely finished. 

KM ^ our not gonna get any bigger. If you gave us that, you know, I—1 can’t speak 
for them but they said that they would—I can’t say that they would stop it either 
but they said they d seriously consider it. I can’t imagine, ah. you know, that if 
you gave us the biggest case in Minnesota that they wouldn’t— 
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HG Pm not interested in (inaudible) either. 

KM The trouble is here s here's the stage we're at, I be—basically can you trust us 
you know, in case like this. Otherwise— 

HG It works both ways. 

KM ] know. But you see, if—if— 

HG You gotta trust that I’m telling all the truth. 

KM Right. And if you say, you gotta give us something and go say, yeah, he’s not full 
of shit and then the ball goes back and forth, you know and. .it.. 

HG Well, you know, I’m not asking somebody to let me (inaudible)— 

KM And 1 know— 

UK No, we know'. We understand. 

HG (Inaudible) you asked for it. 

KM Will you tell us where he’s at? 

HG (Inaudible) huh? 

KM Will you tell us where he’s at? 

HG Will I I’ll tell you what, this is what I’m gonna do, I’m—I’m in the process of 
filing a post conviction, alright? Like 1 said it’s a legitimate post conviction. 

Now obviously in exchange for this info you’d be willing to go back to a parole. 
Let’s just use that as an example. 

KM Okay. 

HG Would the parole board say okay, this guy was helpful, at least (inaudible) ask the 
parole. If you re willing to do that than you’d be willing to do what I want. It’s 
the same thing. 

KM Right. 

HG I m not asking for anybody to let me go, I’m asking for a fair opportunity to prove 
my innocence. 
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KM Mm-mm. 

HG Whkh means 1 want a new trial. When I file this post conviction, what I would 
like, and it would have to be in the Attorney General’s Office, obviously, that 
would— 

KM Who is handling your case? Is it, excuse me, is it Ramsey County or AG’s 
Office? 

HG 1 haven t (inaudible) we re still in the investigative part— 

KM Okay. 

HG —(inaudible) the other. In fact I'm about ready to change lawyers. I've talked to 
Miles Lord about possibly— 

KM Okay. 

HG -taking the case here. 

KM See, our trouble is, you know ; , if you get shipped somew'here— 

HG That’s what I’m saying, you need to stop that for now. 

KM Well see I—-I can t stop that unless we have somethmg, otherwise, you’re gone 
and then we re w'e re both losing. Your losin’, we’re losin’. 

HG That’s exactly my point. 

KM And, we don’t wanna lose— 

HG (Inaudible). 

KM Okay. If you gave us w'here he’s at—if—okay, do you know any details about the 
crime? 

HG I know' who did it and 1 know w'here the body’s at. That’s what I know. 

KM That’s two important things obviously. 

HG That’s really important things. 

KM I know'. 

HG 1 mean, you know— 
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KM But see— 


HG I m leading you to where you-you build your case and you got your (inaudible). 
KM Well— 


HG And without a doubt I can give you enough to build a case and you’ve got it. 

KM The trouble is you have to give us one of those. We prefer—we prefer the body 

part. I mean, you got two big things. It’s not like you have something little to' 
give us. 

HG But I’m not asking for nothing first. What I’m asking for is someone to say 

okay, look here, if you give us this we will move do this. If you won’t we won’t 
give you nothing. 

KM That’s where we’re at. But right now I don’t have the power to stop anv transfer 
and 1 can’t— 

HG No. 


KM -convey information— 

HG His boss—his boss does. 

KM Yes, but we— 

HG It’s his boss who (inaudible) in the first place. 

KM The point is we have to tell his boss something good that you told us and right 
now', you know, right (inaudible)— 

HG Your asking me to give away my bargaining power for a transfer. Fuck I’d °o 
bum fuck Egypt first. ’ 

KM How—how will you do this then? 

HG I want my life back. You you wanna be—if you wanna work with this than you 
put that on hold and squash this. 1 don’t wanna (inaudible) any fucking transfer. 

KM Mm-mm. 


HG Care about the fucking transfer, I’m saying for you to function, to have be able to 
do with this we can put this on hold, you know? Put this on hold and let’s deal 
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w ith this. If he s wrong, we owe him nothing, get him the fuck out of here. If 
he s right, hey, see how that's wrong. That sounds right to me. 1 mean I’ve_ 

KM (Inaudible). 

HG --gone through this in my head a number of times. Believe me, Tm sittin’ down 
in a locked in cage. I've got nothing to think about but this. Going through this 
through my head so many times it ain’t funny. What I’m asking for is nouhat 
much. It’s actually non-(inaudible) for you guys. 1’msayin’? The Attorney 
General is to get involved, ah, the Assistant ‘tomey General— 

KM Mm-mm. 

HG See somebody from that main office— 

KM Yeah. 

HG -is gonna have to sit down with us and just say okay. If you can give us this we 
would be willing to do this. 

KM Mm-mm. 

HG Alright? If—if what you got is wrong, all bets are off. We won’t do nothing. And 
they handle it anyway they wanna handle it. 

KM The trouble we have, and—and I’m don’t mean— 

HG If we give you—okay, look here. I can tell you where this (inaudible) need me no 
more. I just—I’m my (inaudible). 

KM Well you gotta look at here— 

HG I’m not gonna— 

KM Why would we—why would we do that to you though? Why—would 1 have 

anything against you? 

HG No. Sure don’t. 

KM I mean— 

HG You have no reason.

And a lot of times if they don’t 
give us a little something like me mentioned to substantiate—

KM I know but you gotta give us a little bit first so they can—I mean—we can’t—I 

can t go forward and say, you know, , ah, he says he knows it but— 

HG Does this seem logical to you? If I’m wrong, what have you gained, what have 

you lost? Nothing. You owe me nothing. If I’m wrong you owe me nothing. 

KM So why wou— 

HG You don t have to do nothing. You know—okay, look here, if you tell me this. If 
you give us what we want, okay, we 11 agree, we’ll do this. This is what you 
want. This is what we’ll do. 


KM Okay. 
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HG Now I m askin this for the Attorney General’s, you know, somebody from that 
office that has the authority to go to the prosecutor that is handling—that will be 

assigned to my post conviction—the judge and say look here, he was instrumental 
in this— 

KM Mm-hm. 

HG Okay— 

KM I understand that— 

HG And we’re askin’ for you to give this guy a new trial. You know, we’re 

recommending a new trial. You know, I’m not asking because it’s a welfare 
thing, I m not bringing (inaudible). The evidence, you know the issues that I’m 
raising on post conviction 1 have the tangible proof to back up, you know when 
you do a post conviction you (inaudible) like you, sir, you have to prove your 
case. I m saying this is what happened, I have the black and white to prove it. 

But because of my case I have a two—you know, I’ve got a double (inaudible) to 
beat. 

PJ Can 1 ask you one question? 

HG Certainly. 

PJ Why did it take this long for you to come up with this, or bring this forward? 

HG Because I had totally forgot all about it, to be honest with ya. When I was told 

about it 1.. .you know, I, it was, it was— 

PJ I think it was fairly substantial to forget about it— 

HG Right. 

PJ -it was on the news, I mean— 

HG Right, right. 

PJ -everyday, usual. 

HG Right. He was there by me, I just—I thought well, you know I’m not that fucked 
up that they (inaudible). I just blew it off because its none of my business and 
just kicked it to the side. You know, right now Jet’s make it (inaudible). I’m 
doin somethin right now that goes completely a hundred percent, thousand 
percent against any morals I’ve ever had in my life. 1 want my life back though. 1 
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want to be able to prove though that I didn’t do this though, okay? Do you 
understand? I don t want just a parole—I don’t want you to go to the parole 
board and hey, look in their manual thinkin he deserves a parole— 

KM You know— 

HG That means I’m fuckin’—I’ve got— 

KM You know what s gonna happen though, unfortunately here, we’re gonna go back 
to the warden and he s gonna ask, what’d he tell ya, and says, well he has 
information but we have to top all this before he’ll give it to us. 

HG Just put it on hold, (inaudible). 

KM He s gonna, he s I imagine he'll say no. And then (inaudible). 

HG I, see, I m in the process. For what my words are tryin’ to do, we’re talkin’ about 
it right now anyway, (inaudible) you know. 

KM Mm-hm. 

HG My w'ords will go to the Attorney General’s Office and say, look here man, my 
client has some information, are you interested? 

KM Right. 

HG You know' what I m sayin ? He s already talked to the prosecutor up in that 
county, St. Cloud or whatever. Or a prosecutor. Do you know the prosecutor 
that’s in charge of this thing? 

KM Mmm.

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KM Yeah, but they would— 

HG That s why I thought you was a prosecutor. 

PJ No. 

KM They would ah, they would know. 

PJ Somebody woulda had to come forth to us, the ones that are workin’ the 
Wetterling thing and say that hey, we got this. 

HG Mm-hm. 

PJ ^ ou know, I just can t see how w-e wouldn’t be—when was this supposed to have 
happened? 

IdG Just before Halloween. Well then maybe he’s lyin’to me. 

PJ Well, that’s what I wondered, I mean you— 

HG Well you know I guess that’s a good reason why I’m tryin’ to get a different 

lawyer I guess. You know, cuz he come and told me some (inaudible) shit. 

KM Well, actually we’re just expediting the, the, the— 

HG I know and 1,1 appreciate— 

KM We’re right, we’re right to the next phase of it— 

PJ Yeah. 

KM Cuz they would have to us next anyways. 

HG Well, this is what he told me. 

KM Right. 

HG He told me he talked to a woman prosecutor that’s supposed to be involved in this 
thing and she said that all we d be willing to do is ah, is send two of the detectives 
down here to talk to me. That’s what I thought this was. 

PJ No. 

KM No. 


Sjtf? 
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Is that—do you know who comes for this? 

She might have said just that but I woulda’ thought she woulda’ came forth and 
said, hey we got this guy that wanted to talk to you guys. but. 

We]], like J said, I mean 1—(inaudible) was supposed to, I mean whether he did or 
not, 1 thought he did with you guys. 


HG I wasn’t sure what this was until I got here. 

PJ Yeah. 

HG I, I asked, that’s why I said, are you the prosecutor? 

PJ Yeah. 

HG Cuz I figured that you were the lady to talk to. 

PJ Hmm. That s seem kind of weird that we wouldn’t have known about that. 

KM Well, we re at a stand still here I guess, and it’s—what, what about us don’t think 
that we would follow through with getting you these things. 

HG No. I, I m just trying to be honest with you. But you, you, no disrespect, but 

you guys really not in a position to do what I want anyway, so. You know, all I’d 
want is, is for the Attorney General’s Office, we work this out, say okay, if you 
tell us what we want—what you have, that may be substantial. If it will do 
what—you know, if it opens up the case, tells us who it is, solves the crime.

PJ But we got to know somebody to contact and then ask, we haven’t talked to any 

of those people. 

HG Right. But it would be out of the county attorney’s hands. It would be—if I’m 
filing a post conviction this is a—my cash is the Attorney General. It would be 
his office that’s assigned to this, ain’t they? 
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PJ Mmm, see, I don t know. I guess Pm not familiar with all that. 

KM Pm not positive on that. 

HG I m pretty sure that's how it works. 1 mean somebody from Mike Hatch's office, 
the Attorney Genera] s Office, State Attorney General’s, that would handle 
something like this. 

PJ But I don t know jf he could even say to the warden, okay, changing his plans. 

I m sure that s a big complicated thing to get you to move based on just that I 
don t know if any of them look at something anymore, you know what 1 mean? 

HG Well you know', you d have to stop it long enough to deal with this. That’s all 
I’m savin’ you know. 

KM That s the trouble we’re gonna have. We’re gonna walk back and say, he’ll say 
w'hat d ya have and I said, basically where w'e w'ere to begin with that you know 
but. 

HG Like I said, it’s not costin’ you nothin’. 

KM 1 know, but it s gonna cost us if, if, if you get transferred somewhere...we’re kind 
of screwed. 

HG Exactly my point. That’s what I’m sayin’ you know. If I were in your shoes. 

I d go back and just say (inaudible) you know he does have some information, we 
believe we d like to put this on hold until w'e can find out. 

KM But how can we say that we were positive that you know. 

HG You’re not positive, I mean Pm like—what’s, we’re (inaudible)— 

PJ That's why we’re asking for something little, you know? 

HG That s why I said, transfer me if I'm wrong. 1 mean I wouldn’t tell you today 
anyways (inaudible). ] need somebody that’s in a position to give me some kind 
of a guarantee that you know I will be there to help you with this. You. you two 
are not in a position to help me there. You two have been positioned once this 

person says yes, we 1] back you. This is—that’s what you want, we’ll go do that 

if you sit down and talk to these two. 


PJ Mm-hm. 
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HG And then I 11 open the door right there. And if I’m wrong, what did it cost you? 

It costed you nothing. You know? You have absolutely nothing to lose and 
everything to gain. The reality is, so what? I have nothing to lose and 
everything to gain. I can get my life back. 1 can get a chance to go back to 
retrial and get proof for my case. I can go home. If you guys can solve the 
fuckin’ case, it’s probably the biggest in this state. Ever, you know? More than 
likely a child serial child killer. 1 know he’s did it twice. The odds are you do. 
too. But this person s did it twice, this type—this is not a burglar, this is not a 
robber, people like that are sick.

Well, 1,1 got a lot of law, what ya call, stuff out of the law library. I mean under, 
under the newdy discovered statute, newly discovered evidence statute, there’s a 
five point thing you have to meet so it’s like a (inaudible) test, two points, 
(inaudible) test. You have to meet all five of these points. If you meet all five of 
these points, it s newly discovered, if it's—and you know it’s got to be at the same 
time, somethin that w'ould have made a difference in this trial. And it does. My 
case is an issue—my trial is a issue w'here I had an individual testify against my 
case, there w ; as no evidence in my trial but this person, 1 mean it was a credibility 
issue. His credibility as opposed to mine, who you gonna believe? Me or him? 
See what I’m sayin’? Well I got proof that this guy, his alibi is bullshit. And the 
cop got up on the stand and lied about the alibi. 1 have the black and white to 
show the police committed perjury. See what I’m sayin? 

KM Mm-hm. 

And you know' you can not—look at L.A., we got 80 to 100 cases overturned that 
other court, this is a solid issue. See what I’m savin?

Yeah, I'm cooperating and a recommendation, ya know, ya know what I’m sayin’ 
in other words yeah, ya know' you cooperate wdth us and ya know, based on the ya 
know, not the, we’re not asking sayin’ hey ah this is fictitious issues that he’s 
rasin, we still want to recommend a reversal, ya see what I’m sayin’? 

KM Well, I don’t think they’re in that position to do that is my understanding. Last 
time I talked with you, it was our understanding that, that the AG’s office would 
convey or tell them that you were cooperating on our investigation and the 
information that you provided w'as true and accurate. 

Um hum. Well ya know believe this I’m stickin’ my ass out here. 

KM Right. But that’s, that’s 

(inaudible) 

KM What we talked about before too is being fair and exchanging information and 
we came up with our end. 

Well not, not really I mean ya know you did somewhat yes 1.1 agree. Your °onna 
get everything believe that I mean I’m talkin’ don’t get me wrong.

1 m pretty sure I made it perfectly clear this is ya know', this is exactly w'hat I’m 
sayin , this is sayin that they’ll make a recommendation, or not even, they’re not 
even gonna make a recommendation they’ll say that he cooperated. Ya know, 
that’s part of it without a doubt, that’s definitely part of it.

KjM How about you tell us who that is? 

111,111 tell ya man, I know it sounds like, I’ll tell you everything you want to 
know, nothing else 1 mean, I mean 

KM We’ve gotta start going back and forth here a little bit, I mean we’ve pulled a lot 
of strings and did a lot of work to get that letter today ya know it’s not easy. 

Well ya know I was gonna do this, ya know 1 was gonna have him, 1 got your 
guys number, so I got your card, I mean you know who that is but 1 mean you 
know like yourself you been out of states for ] 5 years?

Ya know what I’m sayin' he said matter of fact the, the guy what he was sayin’ 
was ah he told this other dude, this other friend of mine apparently we were 
watching it on t.v. ya know apparently I don’t know if it was a news bulletin or 
what it was, cuz 1 was outside at the table. 

PJ Um hum 

I m at this table, I m drawn, I'm off (inaudible) I happen to notice this guy. he’s 
in his cell and the one (inaudible) well he comes out, well he apparently called 
and he said look here, this guy just confessed to that, right. He says he mid me he 
did it that he s the one that did it, he kidnapped the kid. And that’s he’s buried on 
his dad s property, ya know. I know, I know that, all I can tell ya is ya know, 
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you guys need to trust me for a minute and just be a little bit of patients cuz 1 
mean your gonna get what you want. I wouldn’t have come this far if I would 
have not had intentions 

PJ But we get people every, I’m not lying to you every day I get a call or a fax or 
something, a lot of them are incarcerated people, ] know' this about this and ] 
know that about that. Ah, it s just a roller coaster for us ya know. 

I understand that and I, I, and 1 and I know' as far as you know this could be just 
another one of those. 

PJ Right and actually 1 need just a little bit so I know it, god ya know he’s not jackin’ 
us around or w'asting. (inaudible) little bit of work, w»e all have a little bit of 
work. 

(inaudible) drove down here I understand (inaudible) 

PJ (inaudible) w'alk into your facility and 1 mean there’s connections that gotta be 
made and talk to you, ya know like (inaudible) 

These guys open that door so quick it aint funny. I’m been here long enough to 
know that you guys didn’t go through to much, phone call, banc down here "and 
that’s it. 

KM Well 

No, I m not, Like I said I'm gonna give you w'hat you want I mean I don’t want to 
try and make a game out of this, I mean I, I’m certainly not 

PJ So this property of his, do you think this other guy know's where on this property 
this would he, J mean. 

No, no because 

PJ He wouldn’t know that. 

See what your gonna have to do is once give you the name 
PJ Okay 

Lou 11 have to look up, okay w'here is this dude’s father’s property. 

KM Some body gives us that, so we know' that.

I don’t know if it’s a farm or ya 
know it’s gotta be a certain amount of property for you to take and be able to bury 
a body without somebody known that your diggin’ a fuckin’ hole. 

PJ Urn hum. 

So I m suspecting it's a god damn farm or some kind of, and in that area it’s a 
rural area anyway so what it just 

PJ You don’t know if it’s in that area though (inaudible) 

I would say it would be withina 30 to 40 mile radius without a doubt. 

PJ Your just kinda guessin’, your just kjnda 

That part 1 m guess yeah. But 1 m sayin’ once you got the name, once you eot 
this name then I know my thing would be, I’d say okay where’s the (inaudible) 

KM Can you tell me how he killed him? 

No. He didn't tell me, if he told him how it was done. He may have told him 
more. What he told me was hey ya know 1 mean ya know grant it now, there’s 
people who are gonna go out there and confess to crimes they didn’t commit ya 
know, I thought that about too, but I thought wait a minute the guy. I mean they 
showed his mug shot on this t.v. several times ya know what I’m sayin’ after that 
time, (inaudible) if 1 was confessing to a crime that I didn’t commit, let’s be 
honest (inaudible) but what’s the odds of me being in here for another child 
killing, this, this is him. As sure as I’m being here or I wouldn’t be siltin’ in this 
chair right now (inaudible) va know. 

KM Have you ever talked to him personally about it? 
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No, no because I just thought we!] that’s not the smart thing to do. So ljust ya 

know, at that time ya know (inaudible) I blow this completely off, this is almost 
10 years ago. Ya know. 


PJ I don’t know how you could keep a secret like that. 

It not a secret it was told to me and 1 thought, well 1 (inaudible) it’s not my 
business, I just 

PJ You didn’t think you could get something for this earlier? 

I never thought about it. that’s what 1 thought at the time 1 never gave it another 
thought. Cuz that's what my buddy says he says hey you can get out of here with 
this. 1 thought, well he told you not me. 

KM Why didn’t your buddy use it? 

Well cuz he could get out, he was out he was short. He didn’t have that much left 
anyway so I think he just figures he got a date, I don’t have a date, he had a date 
ya know he’s gom’ horn anyway, ya know, that’s a big step, ya know to do 
somethin like that, the average person, that’s a bie step. Ya know, like 1 was 
tellin’ him like he knows me. 


PJ To you it may seem like a big step, but to me it doesn’t seem like a big step. 

No, no but 1 mean ya gottta look at the ya know I’m not a bible carrier, I’m not 
Joe citizen, I mean ya know I’m not nicest guy, ya know what I’m sayin’. 

PJ Neither is he. 


No he ain't either but I’m sayin’ ya know, that’s not something I would do, see 
what I’m sayin . This is, I’d never done this before ya know what I’m sayin’, I’d 
ya know, here’s a man that has known me for 15 years or more I’m (inaudible) 
and theie s a reason for it. You couldn’t have (inaudible) the only reason this has 
even popped up is because 1 was talking to one of my lawyers in this room rieht 
here and ah, back in March 1 was in here years ago, another case that I was in on 
or aggravated assault an ] 8 year old kid. He just got was in a coma, 

He lived for 25 years in a vegetated, not vegetated but a as a quadriplegic, 
permanent brain damage, he was bad ya know it’s nothin’ I'm proud of and 1 wish 
that, the point is it happened, the guy lived like that I wouldn’t, I did like 5, 6 
years in prison and now the whole time he's been laying like this while after 25 
years the guy died of complications, it comes out in the newspaper okay. Their 
talking about because of double jeopardy laws ya know, you hear about this, you 
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can t turn time back ya know there was nothing I could do about it but they were 
savin in the news well you know we can’t charge him because the guy died of 
complications and stuff like that. My lawyer says no, he says 1 tell ya what those 
two or three other people that talk, if you could use that this might be an 
opportunity for you to be able to get out in two years. I said no^because #1,1 
would never do that and # 2, that's not their fault, I beat the guy up. Ya knowc 
I’m responsible I did the time that’s ya know (inaudible) they were with me ya 
know', I didn t think about it, I w'ent back down to my cell, 1 went down stairs in 
the hole here and on the radio 1 just day after, 1 mean on the radio all of a sudden I 
heard them, their talkin about Patty Wetterling... and I thought, I immediately, 
what he said clicked in my head and it just kinda like the two come together 1 
thought, oh wait a minute, I got up and then you got a copy of the letter. You 
know, 1 wrote my lawyer. 1 wrote you, 1 said hey ya know, w'ell you can read. 
I’m sure you read what it said. 

PJ Yeah. 

Well that s the house that... oh that's right I forgot about that. But what about 
this? , well ya know I had somebody else get on the computer, punched himself 
up and turns out there s a lot on that computer, unbelievable information. I’ve got 
a cousin that s a computer nut. Get on that computer you can find a lot. 

Anyways ah I know' the guy was livin’ in the area, he’s from the area. And 1 
know... 

KM How do you know he’s livin’ in the area? 

He was livin’ in that area, that’s where he was living. 

KM How do you know that? 

Well because the case that he s in here for, he killed another kid, right a 
girlfriend’s kid. And it’s not far from that area. 

PJ By “far” do you mean like an hour or two? 

Yeah. Yeah, W'ithin 50 miles. 

KM Do you know what County his dad’s land is in? 

I don't know' that either. That’s, 1 mean that’s not w'hat 1 would generally know 
about. All I know is that... 

PJ Well you know, we got the place there, in that area, at that time. 
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That s what I m sayin the case that he has right now. well ya know ri°ht there is 
where he was living at the time. 

PJ It : s still (inaudible) though for our end.... 

Right. Right. 

PJ Okay, he's here, this happens here, we still got to (inaudible). 

And I’m (inaudible)...

You got the 
guy. I m sure they should be able to—they’ve given up to where they give 

composite drawings. They’ll identify that guy. Once that thins starts openin’

KM You gonna help w'ork with uh...

Friend of mine?

Man, 
I don t want to get into that, then I got no choice. ] mean I’m gonna have to take 
the drawings and sav, hey look it here man, uh...why would you have brought 
this to me if you didn’t w'ant me to fuck at least try and get somethin’ goin’ here.

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KM You won t give it a name now. 

1,1 will but let me, let me deal with this lawyer thing first. 

KM I gave you a lot of infor—a lot of stuff there already. 

They woulda done, they wouldn’t of got this. All this is savin’ that we’ll 20 to 
the judge and we’ll say he was instrumental here. Well if they would did that to 
a parole board, 1 mean not that I’m in mind that you know, I, I, ] appreciate cuz 
tins, this is shown that you know, you guys are wantin’ to, to help. Now that’s 
what I m lookin’for. You know what I’m savin’? 

PJ So you’re gonna contact us? 

I will call you or I’ll call him. 

PJ Alright, or somebody...

So if your eyes - if you keep your eyes open and focused then your eye is 
going to get real heavy, but it’s not because you're getting sleepy. It's because 
the muscles getting tired out in the eyeball. Um. the other - the other thing that 
w ill happen is that we’ll just get you focused so eventually you may just want 
to close your eyes or I'll suggest that you do and what well do is just little bit 
of deep breathing. Get y ou into some progressive - just relaxation, not 
tightening it and tensing like that, but just progressive and then a little 
deepening and then - that may be a metaphor for time. Kind of go back over 
the bridge, over the river of time, the calendar, um, and just get yourself back 
into - it doesn't seem like it’s very hard for you to go back to that night. 


It’s pretty accessible to you. I'm actually quite surprised how accessible it is. 
Um, some people I’ve hypnotized or work with, uh, you know, 16, 20. 30

years - the can’t - it’s not there. They can't grasp it. You grasped it. Actually it 
was very detailed recall of what happened that night for being 11 years old. 

Do you remember many other things about that year? 

Urn, 1 remember... 

Let’s go back a little bit. Do you remember that summer before this 
happened? 

The summer before it happened, urn, 1 know we spent a week down at my 
Uncle Eds and Jake was there and he ended up getting pneumonia so he had to 
go home. Um, like that picture - have you seen that picture where he’s on the 
horse? I don't know if you've seen that. That’s at my grandma’s. At Uncle 
Eds. Um, I remember we both decided... 


...we were gonna play the dumb trombone. Um, 1 remember we w ere in 
different classrooms which wasn't very fun. 1 remember I got that day was I 
got - some place in the multi state in the run. punt and pass. 

Oh, the day that this happened? 


Mm-hm. 


Was Jacob w'ith you? 

Mm-mm. He didn't make it. Um, what else about that year. My grandpa died. 

I think it was the same year. 

Okay. All right, well we need to get there, let’s just go there. Um, get yourself 
comfortable. It’s a little bright in here. I can't do anything about that, but. uh, 
(unintelligible) like that. Might want to find a spot right above you. And 
reaching down a little bit here. Just a little bit. Bring your chin down a little bit 
here. 


I'm gonna stretch your eye balls a little bit there. And y'ou just take a deep 
breath and just pay attention to my voice. And we are just gonna do what 
y'ou’re used to or what you’ve learned about before. Just some relaxation and 
just focusing on a particular spot. And knowing that by focusing in a 
particular area one can become much more attentive, much more vigilant of 
those things that may, uh, be recalled, be available, be accessible. Then I 
would suggest to you that at this point we will go ahead and try to remember 
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those things as you recall them from October 22, 1989. The idea of just being 
able to relax and focus and allow yourself to slowly drift off into a deeper, 
sounder, more relaxed state. 


Easy and comfortable, but feeling safe and secure and then I would suggest 
being able to objectively recall those things and being able to be able to feel in 
full control of your emotions as it relates to this very significant period in your 
life. And if you notice that your eye lids get a little heavier as you blink very 
good, very good. You begin to feel just a sense of quiet, a sense of security in 
allowing yourself to kind of go back in your own mind’s eye to a fairly private 
time and a private place into a deeper, sounder, more relaxed state. Easy and 
comfortable and let your eye lids get a little more heavy, a little harder to 
hold. That you my friend are in control and in control of everything... 


...that you recall and everything that you see and feel and think. That this is 
just an exercise in being focused and relaxed. Easy and comfortable. Just 
allowing yourself to let your eyes close and feel a little sense of relaxation. Go 
back over the top of your head, down into your neck and into your shoulders. 
Into your arms and chest, muscles feeling looser, muscles feeling heavier, into 
your waist, your thighs, your knees and your calves, into the tips of your toes. 
Feeling much more relaxed, much more easy and allowing yourself to give 
yourself permission to go back in time and to focus very attentively on this 
period of October 22, 1989. And just if you will just allow your eyes to close 
for a second taking a very deep breath. 


That’s it. Just let it go a second. Remaining very much in control into a 
deeper, sounder, more relaxed state. And I would suggest to you that you’ll 
notice now that with each breathe that you take, with each inhalation and 
exhalation you feel a little more deep and relaxed. Very easy, very much in 
control, feeling very secure. Then 1 would suggest to you as 1 mentioned 
earlier as you listen to my voice, and 1 count backwards from 10 to 0 you will 
find yourself becoming more deeply relaxed and much more focused. Almost 
as if one was taking an elevator or an escalator from the very top of a building 
and going downwards w ith each floor, with each floor representing a greater 
sense of attention and a deeper sense of relaxation. Beginning with 10, 9, a 
little deeper. 
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8, a little further back, more in control, focused and attentive with no 
expectation but to allow much like 1 said earlier bubbles from a glass with a 
beer or a pop to float to the very top surface - 8, 7, 6, deeper, sounder, more 
relaxed, into an easier, more comfortable state, 5, even deeper. Descending 
further, 4, 3, 2, deeper now, deeper, 1, 0. And as if you’ve arrived I want you 
to imagine. Imagine in your mind’s eye some place personal to you, unknown 
to me that is very private and safe. Perhaps it may be in your woods. Perhaps 
it’s on your property by the lake. 


Perhaps it’s a snow field where you are snow shoeing or skiing but it’s a place 
where you feel the safest, most secure and the most comfortable. And 1 want 
you to find that place and 1 want you to settle there. At least for now. Feeling 
yourself in that place. As we begin to move backwards in time. As I said I 
want you to imagine perhaps the calendar with today being February 22, 2006 
where you can see the numbers and the month and you find the pages of a 
calendar slow ly falling off like pages off a pad as 22 goes to 21, 19, 17 and 
faster and faster as the pages go off we move in our mind's eye... 


...backwards in time. In our mind’s eye for what we can see back from 2005 
faster and faster, 4, 1, 1999. Back faster and faster. ‘96, 5, 4, deeper, sounder, 
more relaxed, all the way back to 1989. All the way back to 1989. And in your 
mind’s eye from a very safe place it’s as if you could just take a walk across 
the river or bridge. A bridge over time, a bridge over time that takes you back. 
Back to a place that for you w as 16 and a half years ago. Something that feels 
like it’s today. Like it’s every day, but it’s something that we ask you to focus 
on now, That I suggest to you and l suggest to you that you will be... 


...able to see things and describe things as you see them now' in 1989. As you 
saw them in 1989 and perhaps feeling moments w here you’re in the moment 
and finding yourself watching the video, to being part of the video, being in 
the game versus w atching the game. Deeper, sounder, more relaxed. Finding 
that it’s very easy to talk naturally in a focused state and that 1 want to ask you 
to go back to that time where you w'ere with Jake, Carmen and at the 

Wetterling house that Sunday evening. You were off the next day. There w as 
no school. And 1 want you to pay attention to what you see and to tell me as 
w'e move forward in time allowing things to unfold. What you see, w hat you 
hear and what you’re thinking. 
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Take me back with you. You being my escort. You being the one who were 
both my eyes and ears and describe to me everything that is happening. 
Knowing that you are in a safe and a secure place. Being able to move 
forward and backward like watching a video moving forward and backward 
much like one would do with a remote control into a deeper, sounder and 
focused state now. Tell me what you see going on around you that evening, 
October 22, 1989. Just what you see. 

I see their dog, Marcus. 

Nice dog? 

Mm-hm. He was a very good dog. 

Where are you? 

In their house. 

Where in the house? 


Downstairs in the basement. 

Very good. Who’s with you? 

Me, Jake, (unintelligible) and 
What are you doing? 

And Carmen. We're w'atching TV. 

Oh, can you see what’s on the TV? Anything that looks familiar? 

Mm-mm. 

Let’s move forward in time. Tell me what you are talking about, what you are 
thinking about, what’s happening. Focused and relax and deeper. Focusing. 

I think wx need something to do. Because we don’t have anything to do and 
we’re bored. I think we might have saw a commercial for the movie Major 
League. 


Oh, you're getting ideas. 
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So them we wanted to rent Major League. 
What happens next? 


Moving forward in time. In a safe and secure place. Doing very well, 

Just letting things unfold. Where are we now? 

We go downstairs to call Tom Thumb to see if they had Major League and 
they didn't have it. 

Anyone else have any ideas? 

Tin not sure. had said we should watch Naked Gun. 

Okay, so what happens now? 

We ended up trying to figure out how to (unintelligible) upstairs and into the 
kitchen.

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Deeply relax. Listening to my voice now 1 suggest as we go up and down. 
Counting backwards from 5 to 0, feeling deeply relaxed, 4, 3, even deeper, 2, 

1, 0.1 want you to go forward in time, and I want you to tell me - 

describe to me everything you see and hear and think as you get ready to leave 
the house. And tell me when you find yourself ready to leave the house. Tell 
me what everyone is doing, saying and what you are thinking. 

I remember Rochelle came over and she knew it wasn't very' long to get to the 
Tom Thumb so she wouldn't have to be there very long. We went out to the 
garage, after we got all our stuff ready and the vest and the flashlight.

I remember he walked - he was behind us and before I went 
in the ditch he came up behind me and he put his arm over my right shoulder 
and he - we just had - 1 think I just had sweatpants on. 

And then we - we ended up 
going in the ditch. I think it was me and then Jacob and I was in the 

middle. And he - we all were lavin’ there and I remember he told to 

look at him and he asked age. told him he was 10. And then 1 

think he asked me and Jacob our ages too and we were both the same age. 

And I remember he told me to - and he told to run as fast as he could... 


...into the woods or else he would shoot. Uh, so was gone and then he 

told us to both look at him. And I don't remember - a mask but 1 couldn’t see 
his eyes or anything so - and I couldn't - didn’t get a look at his face or 
anything. But his voice was really gruff like he was a smoker. An older guy 
that was really - just almost sounded like a smoker and he couldn’t talk real 
good. And I remember he told me to look at him and he had Jacob look at 
him, and then he told me to run as fast as I could into the woods or else he 
would shoot.

Was freaked out of even somebody even 
looking in the window and seeing us in the window. And then she called her 
dad. And so he came over and I’m pretty sure he’s the one that ended up 
calling 911.

...it didn’t take maybe five minutes that the police were there. And ended up 
calling Patty and Jerry and they ended up coming home immediately.

Because he had his gun up. And besides that I almost couldn’t see - it was - he 
had dark clothes on. And so 1 couldn't - he was probably -1 mean I guess 
height w ise - 5’ 9", 10”, 11”. I don’t know. 1 guess I was five feet tall at the 
time. Um, and besides that 1 didn’t - all I remember is right away it was the 
gun.

Actually run behind the eye ball. The muscle. 

Mm-hm. 

So if your eyes - if you keep your eyes open and focused then your eye is 
going to get real heavy, but it’s not because you’re getting sleepy. It’s because 
the muscles getting tired out in the eyeball. Um. the other - the other thing that 
will happen is that we’ll just get you focused so eventually you may just want 
to close your eyes or I’ll suggest that you do and what we’ll do is just little bit 
of deep breathing. Get you into some progressive - just relaxation, not 
tightening it and tensing like that, but just progressive and then a little 
deepening and then - that may be a metaphor for time. Kind of go back over 
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the bridge, over the river of time, the calendar, um, and just get yourself back 
into - it doesn t seem like it's very hard for you to go back to that night. 


It’s pretty accessible to you. I'm actually quite surprised how accessible it is. 
Um, some people I've hypnotized or work with, uh, you know. 16. 20. 30 
years - the can't - it's not there. They can’t grasp it. You grasped it. Actually it 
was very detailed recall of what happened that night for being 11 years old. 

Do you remember many other things about that year? 

Um, I remember... 

Let s go back a little bit. Do you remember that summer before this 
happened? 


The summer before it happened, um. I know we spent a week down at my 
Uncle Eds and Jake was there and he ended up getting pneumonia so he had to 
go home. Um, like that picture - have you seen that picture where he’s on the 
horse? I don’t know if you’ve seen that. That’s at my grandma’s. At Uncle 
Eds. Um, 1 remember we both decided... 


...we were gonna play the dumb trombone. Um. I remember we were in 
different classrooms which wasn't very fun. I remember I got that day was I 
got - some place in the multi state in the run, punt and pass. 

Oh, the day that this happened? 

Mm-hm. 

Was Jacob with you? 

Mm-mm. He didn t make it. Um, what else about that year. My grandpa died. 

1 think it was the same year. 

Okay. All right, well we need to get there, let’s just go there. Um, get yourself 
comfortable. It’s a little bright in here. I can’t do anything about that, but, uh. 
(unintelligible) like that. Might want to find a spot right above you. And 
reaching down a little bit here. Just a little bit. Bring your chin down a little bit 
here. 
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I’m gonna stretch your eye balls a little bit there. And you just take a deep 
breath and just pay attention to my voice. And we are just gonna do what 
you re used to or what you’ve learned about before. Just some relaxation and 
just focusing on a particular spot. And knowing that by focusing in a 
particular area one can become much more attentive, much more vigilant of 
those things that may, uh. be recalled, be available, be accessible. Then I 
would suggest to you that at this point we will go ahead and try to remember 
those things as you recall them from October 22, 1989. The idea of just being 
able to relax and focus and allow yourself to slowly drift off into a deeper, 
sounder, more relaxed state. 


Easy and comfortable, but feeling safe and secure and then I w'ould suggest 
being able to objectively recall those things and being able to be able to feel in 
full control of your emotions as it relates to this very significant period in your 
life. And if you notice that your eye lids get a little heavier as you blink very 
good, very good. You begin to feel just a sense of quiet, a sense of security in 
allowing yourself to kind of go back in your own mind’s eye to a fairly private 
time and a private place into a deeper, sounder, more relaxed state. Easy and 
comfortable and let your eye lids get a little more heavy, a little harder to 
hold. That you my friend are in control and in control of everything... 


...that you recall and everything that you see and feel and think. That this is 
just an exercise in being focused and relaxed. Easy and comfortable. Just 
allowing yourself to let your eyes close and feel a little sense of relaxation. Go 
back over the top of your head, down into your neck and into your shoulders. 
Into your amis and chest, muscles feeling looser, muscles feeling heavier, into 
your waist, your thighs, your knees and your calves, into the tips of your toes. 
Feeling much more relaxed, much more easy and allowing yourself to give 
yourself permission to go back in time and to focus very attentively on this 
period of October 22, 1989. And just if you will just allow your eyes to close 
for a second taking a very deep breath. 


That’s it. Just let it go a second. Remaining very much in control into a 
deeper, sounder, more relaxed state. And 1 would suggest to you that you’ll 
notice now that w ith each breathe that you take, with each inhalation and 
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exhalation you feel a little more deep and relaxed. Very easy, very much in 
control, feeling very secure. Then I would suggest to you as I mentioned 
earlier as you listen to my voice, and I count backwards from 10 to 0 you will 
find yourself becoming more deeply relaxed and much more focused. Almost 
as if one was taking an elevator or an escalator from the very top of a building 
and going dow nw ards w ith each floor, with each floor representing a greater 
sense of attention and a deeper sense of relaxation. Beginning w'ith 10, 9. a 
little deeper. 


8, a linle further back, more in control, focused and attentive with no 
expectation but to allow much like 1 said earlier bubbles from a glass with a 
beer or a pop to float to the very top surface - 8, 7. 6, deeper, sounder, more 
relaxed, into an easier, more comfortable state, 5, even deeper. Descending 
further, 4, 3, 2, deeper now, deeper, I, 0. And as if you’ve arrived I want you 
to imagine. Imagine in your mind's eye some place personal to you, unknown 
to me that is very private and safe. Perhaps it may be in your woods. Perhaps 
it’s on your property by the lake. 


Perhaps it’s a snow field where you are snowshoeing or skiing but it's a place 
where you feel the safest, most secure and the most comfortable. And I want 
you to find that place and I want you to settle there. At least for now. Feeling 
yourself in that place. As we begin to move backwards in time. As I said I 
want you to imagine perhaps the calendar with today being February 22, 2006 
where you can see the numbers and the month and you find the pages of a 
calendar slowly falling off like pages off a pad as 22 goes to 21. 19, 17 and 
faster and faster as the pages go off we move in our mind’s eye... 


...backwards in time. In our mind’s eye for what we can see back from 2005 
faster and faster, 4, 1, 1999. Back faster and faster. ‘96, 5, 4, deeper, sounder, 
more relaxed, all the way back to 1989. All the way back to 1989. And in your 
mind’s eye from a very safe place it’s as if you could just take a walk across 
the river or bridge. A bridge over time, a bridge over time that takes you back. 
Back to a place that for you was 16 and a half years ago. Something that feels 
like it’s today. Like it’s every day, but it’s something that we ask you to focus 
on now. That I suggest to you and I suggest to you that you will be... 


...able to see things and describe things as you see them now 1 in 1989. As you 
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saw them in 1989 and perhaps feeling moments where you're in the moment 
and finding yourself watching the video, to being part of the video, being in 
the game versus watching the game. Deeper, sounder, more relaxed. Finding 
that it's very easy to talk naturally in a focused state and that I want to ask you 
to go back to that time where you were with Jake, Carmen and at the 

Wetterling house that Sunday evening. You were off the next day. There was 
no school. And 1 want you to pay attention to what you see and to tell me as 
we move forward in time allowing things to unfold. What you see, w hat you 
hear and what you're thinking.

You might like this experience. You've done relaxation exercises before? 
Yeah. 

And again, you know, the - might be a little more descriptive with you 
because of your professional interest, so there’s nothing, uh, hypnosis is, uh, 
really nothing more than an attempt to get the mind very focused. What occurs 
is pretty much an up and down kind of cycle. As you’ll notice, w'hat w'e’ll do 
is pretty much some relaxation... 
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...stuff. Um, I’ll have you do a little exercise that physiologically is oriented 
towards enhancing relaxation because it causes a tiring in the muscles of the 
eyes. That’s where getting sleepy comes from. Um. but the muscles, like the 
eyelid muscle, runs, um. the eyelids here. 


Mm-hm. 


Actually run behind the eyeball, the muscle. 

Mm-hm. 

So if you - if your eyes - if you keep your eyes open, focused, then your 
eyelids get real heavy, but it’s not because you're gening sleepy, it's because 
the muscles being tired out in the eyeball. Um, the other - the other thing 
that’ll happen is that we’ll just get you focused, so eventually you may just 
want to close your eyes, or I'll suggest that you do, and what we’ll do is just a 
little bit of deepening, get you, you know, do some progressive, just relaxation 
- not tightening, any tensing like that, but just progressive and then a little bit 
deepening, and then - and maybe a metaphor for time, kind of go back over 
the bridge, over the river of time. 

Mm-hm. 

Calendar. Um, and just get yourself... 


...back into the - don’t - doesn’t seem like it’s very hard for you to go back to 
that night. It’s pretty accessible to you. 


Mm-hm. 


I'm actually quite surprised how accessible it is. 

U’h-huh. 

Some people I’ve hypnotized or worked with, uh, you know, 16, 20, 30 years, 
can't - it’s not there, can't grasp it. You grasped it. 

Mm-hm. 

Actually it was very detailed recall of what happened that night, for being 11 
years old. Do you remember many other things about that year? 
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Um, I remember... 

Let's go back a little bit like do you remember that summer before this 
happened? 


1 he summer before it happened, um, I know we spent the week down at my 
Uncle (Ed) s, and (Jake) was there, and he ended up getting pneumonia, so we 
had to go home. Um, like that picture - have you seen the picture where he's 
on the horse? I don't know if you've seen that, that’s at my grandma's, like 
down on Uncle (Ed)’s. 


Um, I remember we both decided we were gonna play the dumb - dumb 
trombone. Um. 1 remember we were in different classrooms, which wasn’t 
very fun. I remember I got - that day was -1 got 7th place in the multi-state 
run. punt, pass. 

Oh, the day that this happened? 

Mm-hm. 

Was (Jake) with you? 

Hm-mm. He didn’t make it. Um, what else about that year? 


Mm-hm. 

My grandpa died. I think it w as the same year, 6th grade. 

Okay. All right, well, we’ll need to kind of get there, let’s just go there. Um, 
get yourselt comfortable. It’s a little bright in here, we can't do anything about 
that but. uh. yeah, cross your legs or anything, that’s fine, just like that. Might 
want to find a spot right... 


...just by the... 

Yeah. 

...reaching dowm a little bit there, just a little bit, or maybe just bring your chin 
down a little bit here, and it’ll stretch your eyeballs a little bit there. Now you 
just take a deep breath, and just pay attention to my voice. And w'e’re just 
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gonna do what you’re used to, or what you’ve learned about before, it’s just 
some relaxation and just focusing on a particular spot. And knowing that by 
focusing in a particular area, one can become more much attentive, much 
more vigilant of those things that may, um, be recalled, be available, be 
accessible. Then 1 would suggest to you that at this point, vve will go ahead 
and try to remember those things as you recall them from October 22, 1989. 
The idea of just being able to relax and focus, and allow yourself... 


...to slowly drift off into a deeper, sounder, more relaxed state. Easy or 
comfortable, but feeling safe and secure. And then 1 would suggest being able 
to objectively recall those things, and being able to be able to feel in full 
control of your emotions, as it relates to this very significant period in your 
life. And if you are beginning to notice that your eyelids get a little heavier as 
you blink, very good. Very good. You begin to feel just a sense of quiet, a 
sense of security, allowing yourself to kind of go back in your own mind’s eye 
to a fairly private lime in a private place. Into a deeper, sounder, more relaxed 
state. Easy and comfortable. I’d assume that your eyelids get a little more 
heavy, a little harder to hold. But you, my friend, are in control, and in control 
of everything that you recall, and everything... 


...that you see and feel and think, that this is just an exercise in being focused 
and relaxed. Easy and comfortable, just allow ing yourself to let your eyes 
close and feel the sense of relaxation go back over the top of your head, down 
into your neck and into your shoulders, hit your arms and your chest, muscles 
feeling looser, muscles feeling heavier, into your waist, your thighs, your 
knees, you calves, the tips of your toes. Feeling much more relaxed, much 
more easy, in allowing yourself to give yourself permission to go back in 
time, and to focus very attentively on this period, October 22, 1989. And just, 
if you will, just allow your eyes to close for a second, taking a very deep 
breath. That’s it. 


Just letting go a second, remaining very much in control. Into a deeper, 
sounder, more relaxed state. Then 1 would suggest to you that you’ll notice 
now that w ith each breath that you take, with each inhalation and exhalation, 
you feel a little more deeply relaxed. Very easy, very much in control. Feeling 
very secure. Then 1 would suggest to you, as 1 mentioned earlier, as you listen 
to my voice and I count backwards from ten to zero, you will find yourself 
becoming more deeply relaxed, and much more focused. Almost as if one w as 
taking an elevator or escalator, from the very top of the building, and going 
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downward to each floor, with each floor representing a greater sense of 
attention, and a deeper sense of relaxation, beginning with 10, 9. a little 
deeper...

5, even deeper, 
descending further. 4, 3, 2, deeper now, deeper, 1, 0. And as if you've arrived, 

I want you to imagine - imagine in your mind's eye someplace personal to 
you, unknown to me, that is very private and safe. Perhaps it may be in the 
woods. Perhaps it’s on your... 


...property by the lake. Perhaps it’s a snow field, where you’re snowshoeing or 
skiing, but it’s a place w here you feel the safest, the most secure, and the most 
comfortable. And 1 want you to find that place, and I want you to settle there, 
at least for now. Feeling yourself in that place. As we begin to move 
backwards in time. As 1 said, 1 want you to imagine perhaps the calendar, with 
today being February 22, 2006. where you can see the numbers in the month, 
and you find the pages of the calendar slow ly falling off, like pages off a pad, 
as 22 goes to 21, 19 to 17, and faster and faster as the pages go off. We move 
in our minds’ eye, backwards in time. 


In our mind's eye, for w hat we can see back from 2005, faster and faster, 4, 1. 
1999, back faster and faster. '96, 5, 4, deeper, sounder, more relaxed, all the 
way back to 1989. All the way back to 1989. And in your mind's eye, from a 
very safe place, it's as if you could just take a w alk across the river, a bridge, a 
bridge over time. A bridge over time that takes you back. Back to a place that 
for you was 16 and a half years ago, but something that feels like it's today, 
like it’s every day. But it’s something that we ask you to focus on now, and 
that I suggest to you - and 1 suggest to you that you will be able to see things 
and describe things as you... 


...see them now in 1989, as you saw them in 1989. And perhaps feeling 
moments where you're in the moment, and finding yourself watching the 
video, to being part of the video.

And 1 would suggest to you that you allow yourself to 
drift off good, into a deeper, sounder, more relaxed state, and that the muscles 
in your eyes become heavier, and the sensation of being able to relaxing will 
begin to take over your whole body. And that by coming today and becoming 
focused and relaxed... 


...you’ll be able to re-visualize, re-experience those experiences of October 
22, 1989, while though painful and distressing, to some extent allow' you to 
maybe achieve some clarity, knowing that you’ll be able to recall everything 
that you w'ere even able to perceive, at that point in time, during that particular 
moment in your life, into a deeper, sounder, more relaxed state. Easy and 
comfortable. And allow ing perhaps the sensations to move back over your 
head and into your neck, down into your shoulders, and taking a very deep 
breath now, into a deeper, sounder, more relaxed state, listening to my voice 
while finding yourself drifting off into a very focused state. As your 
shoulders, your arms... 


...become heavier, your chest, your thighs, your calves, your knees, into a 
deeper, sounder, more relaxed state, and being able to slowly allow yourself to 
become very, very focused. What I would suggest to you now is you’re 
feeling relaxed and focused, and that you can hear my voice. You will find 
that you in fact can feel very' heavy and relaxed, but yet you can talk, you can 
move, and that there is no magical sensation that comes over you. But 1 will 
suggest to you that if y ou can hear my voice very clearly now, that 1 want you 
to listen as 1 count backwards from ten to zero, allowing you to feel even more 
relaxed, easy, and comfortable, and suggesting to you that you are being able 
to focus your attention in a highly focused manner. Counting backwards 
now'... 
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...ten, a little bit deeper, a little sounder, nine. Even deeper, eight. Feel 
yourself sort of falling back, six. More relaxed, five. Four, even deeper. 
You’re sounder, more relaxed, three, two, one, zero. Into a deeper, sounder, 
more relaxed state. And as just you’re gonna notice that you’re gonna be able 
to feel and experience things that have happened in the past, that these 
experiences may be very similar to watching a movie or a video. And being 
able to control that video, where at times you may feel as if you're watching 
the video, and other times... 


...feeling as if you were in the video. Deeply relaxed. What I'd like to do now 
is to suggest that together, the purpose of what we're trying to achieve today, 
that we go back in time. That we go back from today in 2006, February 23rd, 
back in time, back in time, as if one could visualize, as 1 suggest you do now, 
a calendar on the wall. And the calendar has numbers and months on it. It says 
February 23, 2006 - 22, 2006. And that we’re gonna go back in time now, and 
as, uh, we go back in time, the pages of the calendar come off faster and 
faster, as you see February 22. 21... 


...as we go backw ards in time, faster and faster. January, back into December. 
Back faster and faster into time, and that we use this as a bridge. Bridge over, 
if you will, a river. That river of time as we go backwards, to walk over that 
bridge as the pages of the calendar come off, faster and faster, and walking 
over that bridge, back into 1989. All the way back to October 22, 1989, almost 
as if now, from what we just spoke about, we are returning to. Returning to 
experience things that perhaps have been kept in the back of the mind for a 
long period of time, but that is readily accessible. 


And what I'd like you to do is to push yourself back in October 22, 1989, and 
you see yourself back in your house, back in your home, where 
still live. And you see (Jake), and you’ve come home from 

hockey, and you were there. And I want you to slowly take a moment to get 
there, and give me a nod w hen you see yourself back in the house. You're a 
10-vear-old boy. It's October. You don’t have school tomorrow. It’s Sunday 
evening. (Jake) is there. And I w ant you to just let me know' you can see him - 
you can see (Jake) now, and you can see yourself there, and I want you to tell 
me everything that’s going on and everything that you’re seeing.

Tell me everything you're saying and thinking. Everything that you're seeing. 
You must be my eyes and ears, but you also must share with me your 
thoughts, things that are running through your head, like you're excited to see 
What's happening now? 

And I start talking about 
a movie, and a movie that me and Jacob had seen it, but hadn't seen it. 

What are you saying to ?

...it was, uh, unseasonably warm. 1 believe. And I don’t know. It seemed 
like it was really dark. But I don’t know if I’m just -1 don’t know if that’s 
really how it was or for some reason I remember it being really dark. 

Go on. 

And then, uh, we were biking - and we biked there. I don't really remember 
any cars passing us on the way there. There might have been one but I can’t 
really remember. 1 know at one point I think it was on the way there we kind 
of heard a ruffle in the bushes but it was probably - it was way up the street 
from where the actual abduction happened. But 1 know that we kind of heard 
it and like kind of lost our way for a little bit, because it was right before we 
got towards the development where there were actual houses. Because there’s 
like a stretch w here there’s - where it’s kind of scary, because there’s no 
houses. There's nobody around. 
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But then we went to the store. Or we get to the store and don't really 
remember too much of being in the store. Urn. there was - I can't remember 
being in the store very well - long. Urn, yeah. 1 think we just pretty much left 
and -1 think for some reason 1 think I got a blow pop.

Just let them sort of- 
just pick a spot. A little bit. I want you to be looking like this. A spot. Okay, 
and just listen to my voice. And what 1 want you to do is just, uh, just as 
we’ve been talking here, you know, in a very, you know, relaxed and 
comfortable way. Um, pay very close attention to a particular spot on the

ceiling. 1 want you to almost as if you can focus all the energy at this point in 
time in your body into that particular spot. And you will be able to notice that 
yeah your eyes are back a little bit and you're starting to get very, very 
focused and when we become very focused we're able to pay particularly 
close attention to small things. 


Things that, uh, you may otherwise dismiss and trying to pay attention to a 
bigger picture. And then I would suggest to you that as you begin to stare at 
that spot and as you begin to be very, very focused you begin to feel a little bit 
more relaxed. That you can hear talking, feeling comfortable with each other. 
And the idea of being just committed to settling into a very focused state. Into 
a easier, more relaxed state. And perhaps noticing that your eye lids begin to 
feel maybe just a bit strained. Or occasionally maybe now might help you 
being to realize a little bit of those strange sensations. Then as you focus you 
begin to notice that you’re breathing. Headache begins to feel a little bit 
easier. That your whole body begins to feel a little bit heavier. 


And that you're eyelids in particular start to feel heavier representing the 
whole state of relaxation that slowly starts to come over your body. And I 
would suggest to you that you allow yourself to drift off into a deeper, 
sounder, more relaxed state. And that the muscles in your eyes become 
heavier. And the sensation of being able to relax will being to take over your 
whole body. And that by coming today and becoming focused and relaxed 
you'll be able to revisualize - re-experience those experiences of October 22, 
1989. Although painful and distressing to some extent allow you to maybe 
achieve some clarity in know ing that you will be able to recall everything. 
And that you will be able to perceive at that point in time. 


During that particular moment in your life into a deeper, sounder more relaxed 
state. Easy and comfortable and allowing perhaps the sensations to move 
back over your head and into your neck. And down into your shoulders. And 
taking a very deep breath now, into a deeper, sounder, more relaxed state. 
Listening to my voice while finding yourself drifting off into a very focused 
state as your shoulders and your arms become heavier. Your chest, your 
thighs, your calves, you knees, into a deeper, sounder, more relaxed state. 
Being able to slowly allow yourself to become very, very focused. What I 
w r ould suggest to you now as you’re feeling relaxed and focused... 
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...and that you can hear my voice. You will find that you in fact can feel very 
heavy and relaxed but yet you can talk, yet you can move and that there is no 
magical sensation that comes over you. But 1 will suggest to you that if you 
can hear my voice very clearly now, that I want you to listen as 1 count 
backwards from 10 to 0. Allowing you to feel even more relaxed, easy and 
comfortable and suggesting to you that you are being able to focus your 
attention in a highly focused matter. Counting backwards now, 10, a little bit 
deeper, a little sounder, 9, even deeper, 8, feeling yourself sort of falling back, 
6, more relaxed, 5, 4, even deeper. 


Sounding more relaxed, 3, 2, 1, 0. Into a deeper, sounder, more relaxed state. 
And the next thing that you are going to notice that you are gonna be able to 
feel and experience things that have happened in the past. That these 
experiences may be very similar to watching a movie or a video and being 
able to control that video. Where at times you may feel as if you are watching 
the video and other times feeling as if you are in the video. Deeply relaxed. 
What I'd like to do now is to suggest together the purpose of what we’re 
trying to achieve today. That we go back in time. 


That we go back from today in 2006, February 23rd, back in time, back in 
time, as if one can visual as I suggest you do now a calendar on the wall. And 
the calendar has numbers and months on it. It says February 23, 2006, 22, 
2006. And yet w-e’re going to go back in time now and as we go back in time 
the pages on the calendar come off faster and faster. T, February 22, 21, as 
w ; e go backw ards in time faster and faster. January, back into December. 

Back faster and faster into time. And that we use this as a bridge. Bridge 
over if you will a river. 


That river of time as we go backwards. To walk over that bridge the pages of 
the calendar come off faster and faster. I’m walking over that bridge back 
into 1989. All the way back to October 22, 1989. Almost as if now from 
what we just spoke about we are returning to - returning to experience. 

Things that perhaps have been kept in the back of the mind for a long period 
of time. But that is readily accessible. And w'hat I'd like you to do is to put 
yourself back to October 22, 1989. And you see yourself back at your house, 
back in , where still live. And you see 

Jake and you’ve come home from hockey and you are there. And I want you 
to slowly take a moment to get there. 
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And give me a nod when you see yourself back in the house. You’re a 10 
year old boy. It’s October. You don't have school tomorrow. It’s Sunday 
evening. Jake is there. And I want you to just let me know. You can see- 
you can see Jake now. You can see yourself there and 1 want you to tell me 
everything that’s going on and everything that you're seeing. And 1 want you 
to know that you can move forward in time, back in time in this moment 
much like you can take the remote control and move a video forw ard and 
backward. Deeply relaxed, into a deeper sounding more relaxed state. 


Tell me what it is that you see. 

I see myself w alk in the house. And w alk directly dow nstairs. And I see 
and Jake and Carmen. They are playing a board game. 

Do you say anything to them? What do you see yourself doing? Tell me 
everything you see and hear. 

I just see myself cornin' home. And as soon as I see that there. 

Really excited because we kind of all hung out together. 

You are excited aren’t ya? 

Yeah. 

This is fun. 

Yeah. 

This is good. 

Yeah. I’m excited. 

Tell me everything you are saying and thinking. Everything that you are 
seeing. You must be my eyes and ears but you also must share with me your 
thoughts. Things that are running through your head.

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And they're playing a game and I'm super excited. And I start talking about a 
movie. And I believe me and Jacob had seen it but hadn’t seen it. 

What are you saying to ? 

Just asking him about Naked Gun and going over some of the funny parts of 
the movie in my head. 

Good. Deeply relaxed and focused. Going forward in time now. 

And then I’m talking about the movie and then I go -1 tell them that we 
should go rent it because it's that good. And so we go and talk about the idea 
of getting a movie.

And he just 
said, "Stop, I have a gun.” And, uh, had a - he told us to lay down in the 
ditch. And so we laved down in the ditch. Um, and he went and asked us all 
our ages and I remember looking at at the time cause I thought that it 
was like a neighbor kid or somebody like almost tryin’ to disguise their voice. 
But kinda sounded like it was, uh, like we just - it didn’t feel real. I didn’t 
really feel a genuine threat at that point because I mean it’s just a shock. Um, 
but then he asked us all our ages and then he told - he told me to run to the 
woods as fast as I could or else he’d shoot. 


So then I got up and did that. And then he told - apparently he told the 
same thing. Um, and I think said that he saw him grab - grab Jake and 
then - and then after that I just remember the whole time thinking that there 
was somebody else in the woods where we were running to, so we had to cut 
across the field cause I didn’t want him to -1 just didn’t understand why he 
was just letting us go. So I figured that there was somebody else in the 
woods. And then we just cut across the field and then, um, and then we went 
in like - told, uh, told Rochelle, neighbor, to call 911 and she called her 
dad. Her dad came over and then I think her dad was the one that called 911. 
And then from then on I don’t really remember too much else.

It’s actually pretty cool, okay? Let's try that a little bit and see - see what you 
can see. Don’t fight w'hen your eyes get really heavy. Just let them sort of- 
just pick a spot. A little bit. I want you to be looking like this. A spot. Okay, 
and just listen to my voice. And what I want you to do is just, uh, just as 
we've been talking here, you know, in a very, you know, relaxed and 
comfortable way. Um, pay very close attention to a particular spot on the 


Okay, but just for the fun of it let’s just try this. See the spots above your 
head on the ceiling? 

Uh-huh. 

Yeah. Is it all right if I touch you here for a second? 

Yeah. 

Just (unintelligible) why don’t you touch over here, okay? And what I want 
you to do is just focus - keep your chin down a little. What else you could do 
here, look at me for one second. 1 want you to look at a spot and what I’m 
gonna do is - this is not magic, okay? What I am gonna do is I’m gonna put 
you in position for the eye muscles. Right? Um, and I’ll show you a little 
trick. You can do this for yourself and long afterwards. The eye muscles are 
very, very sensitive and if you turn your eyeballs up they are connected to the 
eye lids and so as they get tired the eye lids get tired. And so your eye lids get 
heavy. Little sensors. Highly - highly embedded with sensors so that when 
you do relax it’s got a profound relax sensation. 
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ceiling. I want you to almost as if you can focus all the energy at this point in 
time in your body into that particular spot. And you will be able to notice that 
yeah your eyes are back a little bit and you’re starting to get very, very 
focused and when we become very focused we’re able to pay particularly 
close attention to small things. 


Things that, uh, you may otherwise dismiss and trying to pay attention to a 
bigger picture. And then I would suggest to you that as you begin to stare at 
that spot and as you begin to be very, very focused you begin to feel a little bit 
more relaxed. That you can hear talking, feeling comfortable with each other. 
And the idea of being just committed to settling into a very focused state. Into 
a easier, more relaxed state. And perhaps noticing that your eye lids begin to 
feel maybe just a bit strained. Or occasionally maybe now might help you 
being to realize a little bit of those strange sensations. Then as you focus you 
begin to notice that you’re breathing. Headache begins to feel a little bit 
easier. That your whole body begins to feel a little bit heavier. 


And that you’re eyelids in particular start to feel heavier representing the 
whole state of relaxation that slowly starts to come over your body. And I 
would suggest to you that you allow- yourself to drift off into a deeper, 
sounder, more relaxed state. And that the muscles in your eyes become 
heavier. And the sensation of being able to relax will being to take over your 
whole body. And that by coming today and becoming focused and relaxed 
you’ll be able to revisualize - re-experience those experiences of October 22, 
1989. Although painful and distressing to some extent allow you to maybe 
achieve some clarity in knowing that you will be able to recall everything. 
And that you will be able to perceive at that point in time. 


During that particular moment in your life into a deeper, sounder more relaxed 
state. Easy and comfortable and allowing perhaps the sensations to move 
back over your head and into your neck. And down into your shoulders. And 
taking a very deep breath now, into a deeper, sounder, more relaxed state. 
Listening to my voice while finding yourself drifting off into a very focused 
state as your shoulders and your arms become heavier. Your chest, your 
thighs, your calves, you knees, into a deeper, sounder, more relaxed state. 
Being able to slowly allow- yourself to become very, very focused. What I 
would suggest to you now as you’re feeling relaxed and focused... 
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.. .and that you can hear my voice. You will find that you in fact can feel very 
heavy and relaxed but yet you can talk, yet you can move and that there is no 
magical sensation that comes over you. But I will suggest to you that if you 
can hear my voice very clearly now, that I want you to listen as I count 
backwards from 10 to 0. Allowing you to feel even more relaxed, easy and 
comfortable and suggesting to you that you are being able to focus your 
attention in a highly focused matter. Counting backwards now, 10, a little bit 
deeper, a little sounder, 9, even deeper, 8, feeling yourself sort of falling back, 
6, more relaxed, 5, 4, even deeper. 


Sounding more relaxed, 3, 2, 1,0. Into a deeper, sounder, more relaxed state. 
And the next thing that you are going to notice that you are gonna be able to 
feel and experience things that have happened in the past. That these 
experiences may be very similar to watching a movie or a video and being 
able to control that video. Where at times you may feel as if you are watching 
the video and other times feeling as if you are in the video. Deeply relaxed. 
What I'd like to do now is to suggest together the purpose of what we’re 
trying to achieve today. That we go back in time. 


That we go back from today in 2006, February 23rd, back in time, back in 
time, as if one can visual as I suggest you do now a calendar on the wall. And 
the calendar has numbers and months on it. It says February 23, 2006, 22, 
2006. And yet we’re going to go back in time now and as we go back in time 
the pages on the calendar come off faster and faster. T, February 22, 21, as 
we go backwards in time faster and faster. January, back into December. 

Back faster and faster into time. And that we use this as a bridge. Bridge 
over if you will a river. 


That river of time as we go backwards. To walk over that bridge the pages of 
the calendar come off faster and faster. I’m walking over that bridge back 
into 1989. All the way back to October 22, 1989. Almost as if now from 
what we just spoke about we are returning to - returning to experience. 

Things that perhaps have been kept in the back of the mind for a long period 
of time. But that is readily accessible. And what I’d like you to do is to put 
yourself back to October 22, 1989. .And you see yourself back 

And you see 

Jake and you’ve come from hockey and you are there. And I want you 
to slowly take a moment to get there. 
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And give me a nod when you see yourself back in the house. You're a 10 
year old boy. It’s October. You don't have school tomorrow. It’s Sunday 
evening. Jake is there. And I want you to just let me know. You can see - 
you can see Jake now. You can see yourself there and I want you to tell me 
everything that's going on and everything that you're seeing. And I want you 
to know 7 that you can move forward in time,, back in time in this moment, 
much like you can take the remote control and move a video forward and 
backward. Deeply relaxed, into a deeper sounding more relaxed state. 


Tell me w'hat it is that you see. 

I see myself walk in the house. And w r alk directly downstairs. And I see 
and Jake and Carmen. They are playing a board game. 

Do you say anything to them? What do you see yourself doing? Tell me 
everything you see and hear. 

I just see myself cornin’ . And as soon as I see that there. 

Really excited because we kind of all hung out together. 

You are excited aren’t ya? 

Yeah. 

This is fun. 

Yeah. 

This is good. 

Yeah. I’m excited. 

Tell me everything you are saying and thinking. Everything that you are 
seeing. You must be my eyes and ears but you also must share with me your 
thoughts. Things that are running through your head. 


Like you’re excited to see 


W'hat" s happening now? 
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And they’re playing a game and I’m super excited. And I start talking about a 
movie. And 1 believe me and Jacob had seen it but hadn’t seen it. 

What are you saying to ? 

Just asking him about Naked Gun and going over some of the funny parts of 
the movie in my head. 

Good. Deeply relaxed and focused. Going forward in time now. 

And then I'm talking about the movie and then I go -1 tell them that we 
should go rent it because it’s that good. And so we go and talk about the idea 
of getting a movie. 


Good. Very good. Everything that you see slowly moving forward. 

And then we walk upstairs and then we walk up onto two flights of stairs at 
house. 

Very good, very good. 

And then we go into kitchen and on the refrigerator is the phone number 
of where are at. 

Good, very good. Can you see the piece of paper?

I can’t remember.

In a deeper, sounder, more relaxed state. Moving fonvard now. Telling me 
everything that’s happening as you’re looking at the phone number or as you 
were going to the refrigerator to make a call. Let’s go forward. 
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So we call. I don’t remember if it's a restaurant or a family friend. That’s 
where are at. They were at, uh, not (unintelligible) party that they' 

did the entertainment for. 

Okay, very' good. Going forward. 

And, uh, I had to ask for her parents and her mom came on the phone and I 
remember -1 think we had the conversation of which parents to ask.

Moving forward now what do you recall? 

I don’t recall him (unintelligible) so we got the okay from the parents that 
we’re all really excited. And so w'e were just kind of runnin’ around and 
grabbing all the stuff that w'e said that w r e would use. Like the vest. Trying to 
find it and then the, uh, flash light. 

Very excited. 


Very' excited. 
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I want you to begin to see yourself falling into the scene and telling me the 
things that you see as you were there that 1 suggest to you in a deeply focused 
state that you are there. Although you may be thinking as an adult or perhaps 
feeling as if you are 10 at the moment, you were there and I ask you to tell me 
everything that you are thinking and doing. 


Deeply relaxed and focused. Allowing it to unfold as the bubbles leave the 
glass of the soda. Deeply relaxed. Going forward now.

I don’t remember if we called or we just ran right next door. But she came 
over, so we're all set and ready to go.

Very good. Going slowly now. Telling me everything you see and 
everything you hear going forward.

Q And looked over all their statements again, just to get a good perspective on ah, what happened 
and of course, refresh our memories because (inaudible) some time too. 

A Yeah 

Q Okay, um, you talked with the doctor and (inaudible) write that down, it’s pretty much irrelevant, 
it was maybe within a week after Jacob was, was taken, went down I think, someplace in the 
cities, 

A Yes, okay yeah, they took me down for a hypnotized 

Q Right, yeah, that’s the one we kind of summarize a little bit here. 

A Okay 

Q Um, and some of this is kind of maybe irrelevant too, I just kind of took an overview of what 
was, um. They were talking (inaudible) your system, a couple over earlier in the day of the 
injection. Um, 

A Okay 

Q That afternoon you indicate you went running, 

A I went running yeah, 

Q Just talk about how you know the area well, and you must run a lot, various different paths or 

A Right, yeah. I remember that day I ran through, I ran through the Del Win parking lot, 

Q Okay, 

A Did a loop around, up around there and then kind of picked up the mail and the paper on the way 
home, I remember that. 
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Q Y ep, you indicate you went by, picked up the paper, you arrived, talked with Phil Rogosheske, 
am I saying that right, Rogosheske 
A Rogosheske, okay, what, on the phone or something? 

Q I think when you’re picking up the paper, you said you saw them or something and spoke with 
him real quickly 
A Mm, okay, 

Q Um, (Jensen) or was he down by the horses, the (inaudible) the horses or something. 

A Okay, they could have been down there, by the horses 

Q Yeah, I think that’s what it was. (McDonald) it was, all right. 

A Yeah 


Q You waved to a lady who was walking by, um, and you went to the club to shower 
A Okay 

Q Just out of curiosity is there a shower in the farmhouse? Or 

A Well at the club, I probably, I wonder if I went to, I go to the club a lot, 

Q Okay 

A And yeah, we have a shower, at that time, I think we probably had a shower in the milk house. 

Q Oh, okay 

A We didn’t have a shower in the basement yet, but I always go in the milk house anyway. 

Q Again, it’s, I was curious on why you go to the club take a shower, 

A A lot, a lot of times I think, even back then I would, on the way into St. Cloud I would stop there 

to take a shower, because it would be just more pleasant, maybe, pop in the whirlpool for a little 
bit or something, 

Q Okay, all right, you went to church, the church was full, you stood in the hallway and I was a 
little confused which church it was, was it the one at the hospital? Or the one on campus? 

A It must have been Newman Center. 

Q The one on Campus? 

A I, I’m thinking that’s where I would have been going at that time. 

Q Okay you quick (inaudible) church and you re the first one gone, you had planned to be home at 

6 PM, 

A I ate at church, it says I ate at church? 


Q Yeah, (Jensen) That’s what you said, 
A I did, I can’t remember. 
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Q (McDonald) Again, we’re just trying to (inaudible) 

A (inaudible) they might have had pizza at church or something, yeah, 

Q Just trying to bring you up to speed, so we can. 

A (inaudible) I had forgot. 

Q Yeah, you began typing some cards (inaudible) getting ready for school that began Monday 
morning, you had to be there at 7:30 AM, that wasn’t the first day of school was it? (Jensen) no, 

A It was, it was the first day for, as I recall, for band, or band lessons were going to get going and I 
had a ton of stuff to bring to school. 

Q (McDonald) Okay 

A And, yeah, and the cards that were typing were, I was typing, my typewriter was by the window. 
No computer yet. And I was typing index cards for, for record collection. 

Q All right, 

A It’s tunny thinking about this. 

Q Yeah, it says you were planning things, everything would be perfect, you indicate that makes you 
feel better, are you pretty, I don’t know if anal is the right word, (inaudible) does everything have 
to be just so for you? 

A Well I, I like to have, I like to know where I stand, (inaudible) I like to be organized even though 

I don t look organized. You know, I mean, like my room is you know, even my office at school I 

think I’m organized but it doesn’t look organized. 

Q As long as you know where things are, right? 

A Yeah, 

Q I guess, you kind of made a point there that you like to kind of be perfect in everything, made, 

feel good and there’s nothing wrong with that, it’s just, um, you indicate you lost track of time for 
awhile, you didn t have any phone calls or anything um, you kind of indicate you’re in a time 
warp, 

A I said that? 

Q Yeah, and 

A (inaudible) something I would say probably, yeah, I mean, I was alone there and I turned it, or I 
probably was just, when I do these cards it’s like, you know, keep doing them and you want to get 
done and you just lose track of time. yeah. 

Q So there’s a time period there where you lost track of time for awhile, um, you indicate a Tom, do 
you know Tom Petick? 

A Yeah, yeah 


Q You still (inaudible) or 
A Ah, I haven’t talked to him lately, yeah 
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Q Okay, you indicate he (inaudible) might have been a jam session with you but you didn’t want to 
at that time? 

A You mean that evening? 

Q Yeah, that’s what it kind of sounded like. 

A Could be, at that time, he was getting into that, and I, I never really cared for that. 

Q Was he like, a jam session I assume, is when you get together and play some music or something? 

A Well he plays trumpet and then we have guys come and play guitar or whatever, and, 

Q Do you, do you play I assume something? 

A I play trumpet, my major instrument is trumpet. I, I didn’t ever really get into that. 

Q All right, um, you indicate you kind of have a spotlight thing that you use, once in awhile, um, is 

it like a spotlight you have up in, your house? Or 

A I use a what? 

Q You said you have a spotlight that you use. 

A Oh, 

Q (Jensen) That you’d shine at your brother and stuff when they’d come home. 

A I, I the reason I remember what you’re talking about there is because I remember the night that it 

happened and I had, you know, just a, you know, one of, with those bigger batteries, so it’s, you 

know, (inaudible) 

Q Uh-huh 

A Yeah, it’s like a spotlight, and I, I remember going, my memory tells me I, that night I, when the 
police officers were out by the wood pile and I called 9111, you know went up there, (inaudible) 
after I found out what happened, then I went around the buildings and looked with that spotlight, 
I think that’s my memory 

Q (McDonald) Okay, um, then you hear your dog Smoky bark, I imagine Smokey’s past on since 
then though huh? 

A Yeah, yeah, it’s been some time now. Yeah. 

Q Bet Smoky must have been a hell of a dog, huh? 

A She was a, she was our, kind of our favorite, 

Q You, you kind of speak fondly of Smoky like, well if something in the driveway, Smoky knows 
about it, huh? 

A Yeah, well she would, yeah, she barked that night, yeah, when the car turns around and I turned 
off the light, turned off the light in my room thinking well, then I could see you know, 


Q Uh-huh 

A (inaudible) You know 
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Q Y ou talk about Smoky bark and you knew long before you could even see a car, one was coming, 

so. Smoky must have been an outside dog? 

A Yeah, Smoky didn’t, she, if I remember, she was outside more than our dog and 
Q What kind of dog was Smoky? 

A She was a, what would you call that now, kind of a white, white, she was, she’s not a husky but 
she was kind of, I, I can’t think of the correct term. 

Q Uh-huh, bigger dog? 

A Bigger dog, yeah. 

Q I think I know what you’re talking about. Kind of looks like a husky but I don’t know, 

A It's just white. 

Q Okay, was Smoky tied up at all? Or she run around? 

A No, 


Q Farm dog? 

A Yeah 

Q Okay, um, okay, Smoky barked, you turn all the lights off, you look out the upstairs window and 

saw a vehicle drive in the driveway, um, (inaudible) indicate that the dog knew the vehicle was 

coming before you could see it. um, then a couple photos here, obviously you would recognize 
that, is this the farm place and the driveway coming in? 

A Yep 

Q Um, this kind of a little bit of a hill on, just a little bit of grade in there correct? 

A Oh yeah, there’s a hill. 

Q Okay, 

A Yep 


Q So I’m assuming Smoky can, saw a vehicle was coming here, and has time to come up in there? 

A Yeah 

Q And you know it’s coming? 

A Yeah, she’s, she’s probably seeing or hearing it when the lights are, when the light you know, the 

lights are shining, this way when it’s coming down the hill. 

Q Okay 

A And, I mean, the lights are on, it didn’t turn around without it’s lights, um, and you must know 
that one of my big points was that the car that turned around at night was a different car than 
turned around the same way during the day, 
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Q Uh-huh 

A That was my big, kind of (inaudible) 

Q Uh-huh 

A Had to be the same driver, with a different car. 

Q Okay, 

A You know, it was like, it turned around so fast in the afternoon and, and the same way, same 
direction you know, fishtail kind of thing. And it did the same thing that night. But it was a 
different car. 


Q Okay, um, you look up the driveway you saw the vehicle coming, um, at this time you, you 
become somewhat emotional um, in fact, you spoke maybe show a little bit here, you start to cry 
a little bit, and you’re indicating you wish you could describe the car 

A Yeah 

Q Ah, you probably thinking at that point that it was ah, you know maybe Jacob was in there, or 
whatnot, 

A Yeah 

Q Um, you indicate that you kind of ran from room to room to watch the vehicle leave, 

A Yeah, yeah that sounds right. 

Q And at this time, again, you’re pretty upset with this, you’re kind of shaking and things like that, 
um, you kind of wish you’d got in the vehicle and chased it, 

A Yeah 

Q You kind of talked about you thought whoever took Jacob eventually, if he wanted Jacob would 
have got him eventually, um, talk about maybe him, Jacob having a flashlight in the car, and 
when the car leaves, goes down the driveway and kind of leaves, goes out, back on the road, ah, 
Smoky quits barking and you could not sleep, go to bed, not there long after you hear Smoky 
barking again, 

A Okay, yeah, I think it was (inaudible) yeah, 

Q You jump up and you see out in the driveway behind the woodpile 

A Yeah 

Q And eventually it turned out to be squad cars. Um, you indicate you’re very nervous when getting 
dressed, 

A Yeah 

Q Don't seem, you’re very scared, (inaudible) trouble, um, 

A Yeah I was, I, I remember I I mean, I was, I remember my heart pumping, yeah, I remember 
thinking, looking out the front door I, in my memory, it’s, look out the front door and seeing guys 
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up by the woodpile and I was convinced you know, that somebody was stealing wood because 
my parents were gone and 

Q Uh-huh 

A You know, ah, 

Q You call 911 and of course you talk to them, and Smoky kept barking outside, um, you kind of 
wondered why they weren’t looking in the outbuildings, you talk about going outside and, that, 
little (inaudible) you talk about going outside to look in the outbuildings and then you said you 
look in the tree house. 

A I, I did what? 

Q You looked in the tree house? 

A At that point we had a tree house, an old tin, I probably did, I can’t, just couldn’t really remember 

too much. It, it’s in the woods, closer to the wood pile, 

Q Oh 

A Further away, 

Q Okay, 

A It’s not there anymore. 

Q And then they ask you to look later on, if you could, if you knew Jacob and you said you didn’t 
you got emotional about that, 

A When I went up the, in the interview, (inaudible) 

Q (inaudible) so, that’s kind of an overall um, of, of the, of the tape. Okay? 

A Yeah 

Q And we looked at that, ah, we also looked at you know, I don’t know how much 

you know about that, but, 

A No 

Q Um, 

A I don’t, I don’t know 

Q Okay, um, what we’d like to do is, we’d like to show you some of the, some of that interview. Of, 
of you at the time, you’ve never seen, I presume? 

A No 

Q I, I, sometimes I give you copies of interviews and other times they don’t, I don’t know if 
(Jensen) they probably might not have did it back in ’89 (inaudible) (McDonald) (inaudible) um, 
the reason we want to kind of show you the interview is, is the information we have now is that 
vehicle that turned up, around? 

A Uh-huh 
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Q Okay, we figured out who that vehicle was. 

A Really? 

Q Yeah 

A You mean the one at night? 

Q Uh-huh, yeah, and what happened there is, what happened was you know, after the boys ran 
home they called 911 or had 911 called, it went out on a scanner that boys were abducted at the 
end of your driveway. 

A Oh 

Q So the people got in the car, drove to that place, drove up your driveway drove around quick like 
and left. (Jensen) they heard it on a scanner so they wanted to see what was going on. 

A Huh 

Q (McDonald) so, what we learned is they went and told the law enforcement officer that, you 
know, I was the guy that turned around in the driveway but that didn’t talk, get documented 
properly and the people that you know, they just assumed all this time that it did get documented 
properly, we didn’t know about it of course, cuz we been working on it since 14 years. But, um, it 
came up again, (Jensen) out of the blue this guy came forward with that infonnation. That he was 
the one that was in, him and his girlfriend were in your driveway. 

A And turned around, and sped out of the yard. 

Q Yeah, yep. (McDonald) any effect, described his vehicle and he described it quite well, cuz they, 

you know, the vehicle 

A It, it seemed so, that that was the car that turned around in my memory was that it was right at 
that, when (inaudible) that first few days, that that car turned around right at the time that it 
happened. 

Q (Jensen) It would have been, it would have been not that long after, by the time the boys got over 
to make that phone call, 

A Yeah 

Q So then the 911, and then it came over the scanner and this guy happened to be a St. Joe fireman, 
so he had a scanner, so then he jumps in his car and he drives down there and he’s down there by 
Dr. Cotton’s office, 

A Yeah 

Q So, he, it didn’t take him too long, and we know that that was true, because he described where 
those bikes were. Ele had saw the bikes, came up in your driveway, turned around, came out, 

A He turned around in our yard, 

Q Yeah, just like you said, and then he came out and he was at the end of that driveway and his 

lights are shining on the bikes and he couldn’t see any deputies yet, so I'm not sure, the deputies 
are probably already over here by Wetterling’s, so it wouldn’t have been that much longer after 
the boys had ran that he would have got up there from, by Dr. Cotton’s office. 
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A So if he turned around in our, in our yard, 

Q Uh-huh 

A I mean, that’s the only car I saw turn around, so 

Q Right, so that’s the big, big part of the new information we got. 

A It had to been like, the car that turned around, the same way the car turned around 

Q So the one in the morning we still don’t know, but this one he gave us that infonnation and his 
girlfriend who’s no longer his girlfriend, that’s also married in St. Joe, and we talked to her and 
she says yeah, they just never thought anything of it, they just thought the cop blew them off back 
then, so, then all of a sudden for some reason, he talked to somebody, they said you better make 
sure that they know you guys are the ones in the driveway, so then he doesn’t even live here 
anymore, lives down by the metro, so we went down and talked to him and (inaudible) talking to 
you. 

A Mm 

Q (McDonald) you know, you’re not life, I mean, even though the vehicle’s gone, we started 
looking at this in a new perspective, and we looked at the interview here and went back and 
looked at your again, and there’s a few things we’d like to show you and talk about a little, okay? 

A Okay 

Q Urn, might want to turn a little bit, we’ll key it up here. (Jensen) now you don’t have to be 
embarrassed or anything about, 

A Yeah, I’ll be embarrassed no matter what you say. 

Q No, you don’t have to be, I know, but you don’t have to be. 

A Cuz I know I was kind of a wreck. 

Q Yeah, well we haven’t all been in the situation before, so, 

A Oh boy 

Q (inaudible) 

A I had a lot more hair then. 


From video: “I lost track of time, (inaudible) I think, I, I don’t even think I had the radio on, I was so, 
mom and dad were gone, I was into myself, just trying to really I enjoy getting everything perfect. At 
least (inaudible) so that I think is perfect. So that I feel good about it. and remember thinking I, I don’t 
even have the radio on, that’s where, Tom wanted me to go out to his place, for a jam session it was 
suppose to be really a good one, I shouldn’t miss it, but I wanted to get this stuff done. So I guess, 
(inaudible) a time warp, where I just knew I have to be at school at 7” 


Q One point I wanted to show you a little bit there, 
A Okay 
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Q (inaudible) 


From video: “this is all my time” 


Q Before we talk about this, in your, your busy and you’re in a time warp for a period of time there, 
A Yeah 


Q Um, couple other things I’ll show you real quickly here, 

A Okay 

Q Hope that’s the one, (Jensen) yeah, that one’s labeled. (McDonald) Really, we’re not trying to 

embarrass you, we’re just trying to get you the same (Jensen) you can remember (McDonald) 
Show the same things so we can relate to it. 

A Y eah, 


From video: “I wish I, (crying-inaudible) 


Q Right after you were saying you (inaudible) he’s talking about the end of the driveway, coming 
up. 


From video: “(inaudible) for once, okay, by the time I get to my car they’d be gone. (Male) Sure, 
(inaudible) (Rassier) yeah, I couldn’t stop it from happening, (male) what could you have stopped from 
happening? (Rassier) that’s all. (male) what did you think you could have stopped from happening? 
(Rassier) if I were to shine the car, (male) (inaudible) could you have stopped from happening when you 
shine the car? (Rassier) the, the person in the car would have, (inaudible) somebody saw. (male) do you 
think the person in that car did something wrong that they wouldn't want to be seen? (Rassier) yeah, 
(male) what do you think they did? (Rassier) (inaudible) (male) (inaudible) person in that car did 
something to Jacob? (Rassier) Because it (inaudible) he turned around so fast, and I, it’s so weird, it 
turned around like before in the afternoon, it turned around fast. If I would have followed that car or 
something, (male) (inaudible) that car at any time (inaudible) did you see (inaudible) about it? (Rassier) it 
was, it was a little car. (male) it was a little car. (Rassier) uh-huh, (male) and would you see anything 
about it that told you what? (inaudible) what car it is? (Rassier) a, a small shaped car, (male) so you don’t 
think it was a big car in the afternoon? (Rassier) no it’s a little car. (male) okay, and ah, could you see 
what shape it’s headlights were when it turned around? (Rassier) just (inaudible) lights. 


Q You talk about the car a little bit here. 

(Rassier) didn’t have brights on. (inaudible) I never seen the car, the car, it wasn’t the light, it wasn’t a 
light car. It was a dark car. (male) it was, (Rassier) or a blue or black, it seems like I saw something white, 
on the driver’s seat, but it doesn’t make sense that I saw white, (male) what doesn’t make sense Dan? 
(Rassier: Well 
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Q Y ou talk a little bit about that, and you talk about, you ran into (inaudible) urn, (inaudible) can 
you, look, 9:40, can you see it there, 9:46, up here, see it? (Jensen) 9:33 yet, (McDonald) not the 
easy way of doing this. 

A Yeah, I think it was 14 years ago. 

Q (Jensen) You remember any of that now that you watch it? 

A I try remember it, yeah, yeah I try to remember it. 

Q (Jensen) You remember that day’s name, was it, started with a KI think, 

A I, I don’t remember his name, no. 

Q (Jensen) You re at 9:39, (McDonald) it’s not real fast is it? (Jensen) uh-huh, now these you 
probably do on a DVD or something. 

A Yeah, 9:40, 

Q (McDonald) just like when you stop it in fast forward, don’t know where it went. Let me show 
you one more part, then I think you probably, going to show you more, (inaudible) 

A (inaudible) now you’re going by 45, 

Q (Jensen) 44, 


(Rassier) I was awake and I heard Smokey bark, I didn’t go to sleep right away, Smokey barked and then 
I would swear he’d, why was Smokey barking now, another car must be coming down the hill, but no car 
came in the yard, no car came in the yard, that’s weird, and I thought maybe he’s turning around up on the 
hill, sometimes they do that, they don’t come in the yard, they turn around on the hill. And I was out the 
door and I don t know, (inaudible) spotlight shining, the wood, (inaudible) I jumped out of bed, 
(inaudible) but I jumped and thought oh boy, what’s going on now, I better find out, no one’s home, they 
probably knew mom and dad weren’t going to be home, and that would be a good time they probably 
don’t know that I live at home, they think no one’s here, but that probably doesn’t, they think nobody’s 
home, I try to find pants to put on, or something, I can’t remember what I put on, I couldn’t get my shoes 
on, I had them wrong, it was all mixed up, I just couldn’t get anything on right. I was so nervous. My 
heart was going you know, I looked out again and there were lights there again. What are they doing up 
there, oh boy, this could mean trouble. Scaring me. Should I call 911, no, I don’t want to, I never did that 
before, that might make a big, 


Q (McDonald) We went through this and you know, point out a few things with, point out to you 
today, we went back also we watched video and, and, and also we listened to the 

911 tape that originally came in and we learned a few different things from one, um, him 

and pretty much had very similar statements, um, when they drove by the end of your 

driveway on the way into town, 

A Uh-huh 

Q They heard some rustling, kind of the weeds there. 

A Mm 
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Q And it startled them, they pedaled faster and rode into town 

A Okay 

Q When they came back from town they’re riding their bikes, or scooter, when they first encounter 
this abductor they hear him walking down the gravel driveway. That’s what they hear first, 
someone walking down the gravel driveway, and that’s the driveway to your farm site there. 

A Yeah 

Q The man appears at the end of the driveway and you know, and starts them to do what they do, 

um, when they are there they look up the driveway then as far as they can see, they see your yard, 
farmyard light there, they don’t see a vehicle. There’s no vehicles there. 

A Mm 

Q The abduction occurs, told run in the woods, Jacob’s taken back walking toward your farm. 

A Okay 

Q Okay? Um, this vehicle (inaudible) vehicle turn around in your driveway is, is not in the picture 
anymore as far as being the abduction. Okay? 

A Okay 

Q So I’m thinking you think what we’re getting at here is the person that took Jacob came walking 
down from the driveway of your fann. 

A I, can I say something? 

Q Sure. 

A If they’re behind a mailbox there, that road they wouldn’t, they really don’t see or, unless it’s fall, 

are there leaves on the tree yet, what was the date of this? 

Q (Jensen) October 22 nd . (McDonald) all the leaves are gone. 

A Yeah 

Q (Jensen) you thought, you were thinking they might be able, not be able to see that fann light? 
(McDonald) it would be 

A Yeah, it would be real, real tough to see (inaudible) I mean I wouldn’t see it, I really don’t think 
he would have seen the light and the car could definitely be down the road and you wouldn’t see 
it. 

Q (Jensen) Or you would have saw it, or the dog would have saw it, if it would have been down in 
your yard. 

A Well, in our, in our yard but, 

Q Past, past you know, if they’re here and you’re looking down here, if they, if they don’t see a 

vehicle here, your dog sure would have been barking right? 

A I would think so, 
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Q (McDonald) You know, and that’s the other question that comes to our mind is where is Smokey 
when this man s walking down the driveway and, and the boys are abducted, Smokey’s not 
barking then. 

A No 

Q Well why, if this happened, way up here, it’s a quarter mile, I mean, you know, again, the 
probably is that the vehicle we focused on, you know, obviously, pretty intensely for a long 
period of time for just reasons. Right now that’s eliminating and you know, I’m not gonna 
(inaudible) again, it looks like somebody came from your farm place. 

A Mm 

Q I mean, the vehicle, you would have obviously seen it, a vehicle come up and turn around, 
Smokey definitely would have been barking, um, Smokey wasn’t barking during the abduction, 
um, 

A Yeah 

Q And you know, we think logically, why is that. The only reason Smok-Smokey wouldn’t be 

barking if it was either you or somebody he knew, somebody at your place there. What you talk 
about later then we certainly can show you too, you say Smokey barks when someone comes into 
the driveway. I mean, Smokey knows. Can hear a car pulling in you know, we lay this outline out 
and, and basically we look at it in a different light, when you were interviewed there you were 
interviewed in the content of giving a description of a vehicle. 

A Yeah 

Q I guess, we do a lot of interviews and we, and there are so many classic things that, that people do 
in interviews. And we (inaudible) some of that stuff, cuz I’m gonna just lay this out. And, and 
logically, and, and see what you think, okay? 

A Okay 

Q Um, with already knowing that the person walked down the driveway we don’t really feel there 
was a vehicle involved, we never really has, the boys have never said there was a vehicle 
involved, the only vehicle was the one that turned around which has been eliminated. Okay? All 
the other stuff is, is gone. Um, the dog barking I think is real crucial that, you know, why wasn’t 
it barking there, during the abduction. But we’ll look at your interview, you were pretty calm, 
methodical, going through the interview, when it comes up to the point (inaudible) Jacob was 
taken, um, you indicate, you talk about you lost track of time, there’s a time warp, 

A Yeah 

Q And then when you begin talking about the actual period of Jacob being, the abduction, that’s 
when you become very emotional, begin crying, things like that, it’s upsetting to you. 

A Yeah 

Q And, and then when you get back to a topic of the car, you calm down, talk pretty calm, evenly, 
and then when we get back to things as, the vehicle coming into your driveway and turning 
around, um, you know, shutting off the lights, running room to room, um, you, you’re pretty, 
pretty nervous about that car. Okay? 

A Yeah 
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Q And what we’re looking at is, that car came in right after the abduction, within minutes, 

A Yeah 

Q You know, so, from our perspective is, that car comes in right afterwards, boy you’re really 
worried about that damn car. And we’re thinking why is that. 

A Yeah 

Q Why is that? We’re thinking is, because maybe you or somebody who was with you, have 
knowledge or took Jacob. You’re thinking holy shit. Here comes a car right away. 

A Yeah 

Q You know, and you’re nervous, you shut the lights off, you look out the windows and again, you 
become very emotional about that, and then when it leaves, you know, when that car leaves, the 
squad cars come within minutes again of that, you really don’t have time to go to bed and start 
going to sleep and all that kind of stuff, this kind of happening like that, now, and then you start 
talking about, oh you’re very scared, I’m in big trouble, I, I can’t get dressed, and you’re really 
shaken, 

A Yeah 

Q We’re thinking, one, you didn’t have time to go to bed, two, is you’re changing clothes, versus 
getting dressed you know? You panic because now there’s another damn car in the driveway and 
again you, you hype yourself up to be, to being really, really nervous. You say in trouble, big 
trouble. You know, and you know, are you getting dressed or are you changing your clothes? I 
don’t know, and then you know, you go back outside um, you know, with all the information we 
have now, we’ve pieces everything together, who else, who else could it be with Jacob. 

A Well I, the deal with how long was it when they went back to their, I was told that it took awhile 
for them to call and (inaudible) the Wetterlings to decide let’s call the police, 

Q Yeah, but that’s before all this is happening. They go back, they do take a little bit of time, but 
that’s still, that still is all before the car turning around in your driveway. Once the, once the 911 
call comes in to dispatch, that’s when the Hamilton gets started, that’s when it comes in the 
driveway and that’s 
A (inaudible) Hamilton car. 

Q (Jensen) That’s the person who was driving the car. (McDonald) the one that turned around. 

A Oh, okay, 

Q And that’s when the sequence of time begins as far as them, they didn't, and then the squad cars 

come and things like that, and 
A Oh, what time did they turn around then? 

Q It was shortly thereafter it was dispatched. They got in their car and started 
A What time was it dispatched? 

Q Um, (Jensen) 9, (McDonald) I don’t have an exact time as far as (Jensen) little after 9, sometime, 
A It happened at 9:15 or something right? 
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Q (Jensen) well it was happening, would be about the time that they called 911. (McDonald) we 
don't know what happened, the abduction, then they went home, then they came back, then there 
was a time period before 911 was called. (Jensen) okay yeah, right, cuz I don’t know exactly what 
time it happened, however long it took them to get from point A to point B. 

A Yeah, you go all the way across the field, 

Q Uh-huh 

A And did they call it in right away? 

Q (McDonald) No, it, they took a time period, what we’re getting at Dan here, is the time period 
from the, the car turned around in your driveway 

A Yeah 

Q That was you know, after, after the call come in. you know, so, 

A It, it had to be, if they were the people that turned around. 

Q Right, and it, it actually makes a little more sense is, you talk about the time warp there, 

A Yeah 

Q And when we talk to people it’s a classic, they’ll either say well I can’t remember having a time 
period, we just did one the other day where the guy said he (inaudible) wrong side of the road, he 
said well drove the car up, parked, we kind of got out, then I can’t remember, I was too drunk, the 
guy got back in and then they drove away, I don’t remember the time period between there. The 
time period, time warps, or time people are drunk or whatever reason they say, is usually when 
the incident happens. Okay? 

A Yeah 

Q When you're talking, you talk about you know, doing your, your school work and things like that, 
and you lay out your day, boom, boom, boom, boom, boom, you went to church, you went 
running, boom, boom, boom and then when it comes to the point where Jacob was taken you have 
a time warp. And then again you’re very specific when a car comes in, you give you know, great 
detail on that, 

A Uh-huh 

Q And then about leaving again, but then when it comes as far as ah, going to bed, getting 
undressed, going to bed and things like that, um, there isn’t all that much time where you would 
actually get undressed, go lay down, blah, blah, blah, before the squad cars come. 

A The squad cars never came. I mean, they never came in the yard. 

Q Well yeah, they came up the one, out by the wood pile, those, those were squad cars. 

A Okay, 

Q And what we’re getting at here, and we’re hoping you can see this, is that some of the things you 
describe are more indicative of (inaudible) you know, 

A For me, the time warp is the idea that I’m doing this repetition task and it’s like, the time, 
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Q I can understand that too, um, 

A Yeah 

Q You know, but from our perspective is, is the time period in which Jacob was taken. And you 
look at the video and watch you during this time periods where you know, either questioning 
even though they’re questioning you about a vehicle there’s still a time period in which Jacob was 
taken and you get very upset and very emotional which happens routinely when people do things. 
A Uh-huh 

Q And again, you know, we showed you, you were almost shaking there, and then they get off to 
the vehicle and it’s like, oh, that’s something that doesn’t really bother me, you calm back down, 
um, you know, you go back into you know, you’re very nervous, very scared when the police 
show up, I mean, you're shaking again, you can’t get dressed, you said you’re very scared, you’re 
in big trouble. 

A I was, 

Q Um, 

A I was scared. 

Q From that point where, you know, you, we don’t think a person should be that scared, when 

someone comes into your yard or driveway or whatnot, the other ones you know that came up in 
there, you weren’t that scared, I’m sure 
A (inaudible) when they turned around? 

Q Yeah, I’m sure there’s been other times when people have come up, when they’re, when they’re, 
when they’re around your equipment, the woodpile, and you, and you see more than one, you 
kind of get all, (inaudible) 

A I remember, almost headed, I almost started going up there and thinking no, I better not, 

Q Dan, you also made comments in there too, that you know kind of throw up a little flag for us, 
you indicate that whoever took Jacob, you know, probably had to plan this a little bit, 

A Oh yeah 

Q And it, if they wanted, they would have eventually got him, we look at other things too, is, is we 
think Jacob was taken as, as a opportunist, took advantage of something, um, it happened, we 
don’t feel somebody really knew that he was going in and planned it out that much. We feel that 
somebody saw him go by or knew they went by and had an opportunity knew, knowing they were 
coming back. We don’t believe that it’s just somebody that drove off the interstate, I mean, they 
knew the boys were going up, probably knew they were coming back, the person that did this 
walked right down your driveway, there was no vehicle seen, he was taken right back up towards 
your driveway, um, you know, you look at Jacob’s prints from there, they go right back up 
towards your house. Um, 

A Yeah, you know, I 

Q You look at other opportunities, not to interrupt you, but, you know, you’re home alone, your 
parents are gone, 
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A Yeah 

Q Do you see Dan, where it all, where we’re coming from here? 

A I, I know you’re basically, I have to you know, I don’t know if you're giving me a, you know, if 

you’re, the people that interviewed me before were trying to play games with me. 

Q Uh-huh 

A Where they would, they would say something to me, basically, and I found out later the guy was 
(inaudible) we never, we never, it was a lie. I don’t know, to me I think you’re you could possibly 
be lying about the car turning around being some other car that you know about. 

Q Well you know, Dan, that’s a very interesting point you bring up, is some people think they were 
lying, I, I’m not lying, I don’t, I never lie because you know what happens when you lie? You get 
caught in your own lies. It’s the same with police. If I sit and lie to you eventually you know, 
you’re no dummy, you could catch me in that, that’s one of the reasons we brought a lot of things 
with us. We brought video tapes of you, cuz we wanted to point things out to you, that’s why we 
played all that stuff, to show you what we’re talking about is actual. We have other things, the 
911 tape. And we don’t, um, typically share a lot of inside information but if there was something 
on there that you thought was bullshit and you go, we could play that. You know, I 

mean, if he, we could pull it up there and I could tell you that he walked down, the first thing he 
heard, was someone coming down your driveway. You know, if you want I don’t know, Pam 
took a statement from this person or not, but (Jensen) Hamilton? Yeah, we have a statement from 
him. (McDonald) the thing is (Jensen) You might even know him from that time. (McDonald) the 
thing is, I guess, is at least when I interview people, you know, I try to treat them with the same 
respect that I would be wanted to treat myself. We’re not lying to you by anything. 

A Okay, well yeah, I that I’m not, 

Q (inaudible) 

A (inaudible) you, I, I’m just saying 

Q No 

A Could it be that guy, the guy I can’t remember, it was an FBI guy or, he was, he was ah, he, he, he 
made it sound like he, he was saying things and he told me after the interview, (inaudible) 

Q (Jensen) well there was so many different people in that investigation back then, and 

A And so I’m thinking, maybe if I knew (inaudible) 

Q (inaudible) I don’t even know who you talked to 

A Are you, are you saying that the car that I saw was 

Q Not, the car 

A (inaudible) thing like that could get my, get a spin out of me you know, 


Q No, (Jensen) no 

A I don’t know. 
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Q (Jensen) No, we’re just telling you that, that these people came forth with this vehicle and 
because of that new information and because we looked at everything else, we’re at a different 
point in this investigation than they were when they talked to you originally. Because no one 
knew who that vehicle was, 

A And you’re absolutely sure that car was the car that turned around and, 

Q Uh-huh 

A Turned around just like the car in the afternoon. 

Q Well see I don’t know about the car in the afternoon. But we’re absolutely sure that that was the 
vehicle that turned around after that 911 call, absolutely. That guy described it to a T, and this gal 
that he, doesn’t even date anymore, she’s described the same thing, they haven’t talked to each 
other for 14 years. There’s no way that that would have, I mean, why would they say that if that 
wasn’t them, you know? They didn’t, there’s nothing to it, so what, they drove around in your 
driveway 

A So they came forward, they were, out of the blue, and they came forward and said yeah, we 
turned around in that driveway? 


Q Well what he did, he was talking to a friend of his and he was saying yeah, talking about this 
because of all the abductions in the, in (inaudible) he had, yeah they were actually up there and he 
goes did you ever tell anybody that you were up by that crime scene and he said yeah, we told 
some cop that night, cuz they’re questioning about the bikes, or something and he kind of just 
blew it off, and because of all the cops there, no one ever documented that this guy said that he 
had, actually, that he saw the bikes, that he actually turned, and that’s kind of how it got that he 
saw the bikes. And they turned around and that’s how they got on that conversation is that yeah, 
we saw the bikes at the end of your driveway. So then we went and talked to him. 

A So, could have he been the guy that turned around in the afternoon? 

Q He said not, you know, he had his girlfriend with him, he had another couple with him, actually, 

they were playing cards, so actually two cars drove, but one did not go in your driveway the other 
one went out by the Delwin, turned on Lancer Road there, (McDonald) and according to your 
accounts, they’re totally, two different vehicles. (Jensen) Yeah 

A Yeah, they were. 

Q (McDonald) No, we’re not, we’re not lying about that. Um, 

A And you’re ruling out that that person had anything to do with it. 

Q (Jensen) right, (McDonald) Because it was after the abduction. 

A It’s after the abduction. How do you know that? How do you know when 

Q Because he 

A That guy turned around. 


Q 

A 


Because he listened to the scanner, okay. 
Yeah, but if he did it, 
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Q Because he had his girlfriend with him, his sister-in-law, or the girl’s sister-in-law and husband, 
and mom, mom are all sitting in this residence in St. Joe, so, they got all these people there, 
they’re all together, they, they listen to the scanner cuz the brother is on the fire department, okay, 
let’s go see what’s going on, this 911 call that comes in, oh it’s down the road. So it was after the, 
you know what I mean? It was after the boys called the 911 call in. 

A But, but I mean, if he did it, he would be there before that. 

Q Well he couldn't have done it because he’s got 5 or 6 other people that are with him. (McDonald) 

He’s sitting at home is what he said. (Jensen) yeah, (McDonald) and too Dan, you look at the, you 
talk to and you know, there was no vehicle. 

A They didn’t see a vehicle. 

Q (McDonald) I guess that the vehicle doesn’t drive away, all the other accounts, they’re known 
about. Smokey knows are there. 

A They, I mean, a car was, the car was down here’s the mailbox, if the car is down here I don’t 
think Smokey you know, he doesn’t get a chance, she might not bark. If there’s a car out of sight 
there, and 


Q (Jensen) You have this guy if there was a car there, and there’s all this commotion, why wouldn’t 
the dog bark? (inaudible) 

A (inaudible) 

Q (McDonald) You talk about that Smokey barks when someone comes into the driveway. 

A Yeah, yeah, but if, if a car 

Q A car comes in here turns around, stops gets right before there, and is there, going down here 
abducting a child, coming back up here, I think, Smokey’s gonna know that. 

A I, no, I, I think I could be pulled off without anybody noticing it, including Smokey. I’m talking 
about like when it, a car turns a turns on our driveway and is, you can hear the, the crackling of 
the rocks and, I mean, I remember (inaudible) I can, I’m thinking back that she would bark before 
we even know the car was 


Q Uh-huh (Jensen) (inaudible) it’s October, so the, you can hear tires on the, on gravel roads. 
(McDonald) Even the kids say, they hear this person walking down the driveway before, before 
the that was the first sense of them, 

A Yeah, on the way out, 

Q On the way back 

A On the way back, 

Q On the way out they hear someone out there, rustling in the, the leaves and whatnot, (Jensen) 

Could have been the dog or something. (McDonald) Could have been a deer, for all that, they 
hear something. 

A Yeah, in my mind I, of course I’m thinking you know, all the deer are going a guy had turned 
around at night, it’s the guy that turned around in the afternoon 
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Q (Jensen) Exactly 

A And if that's, if you know, in my mind, what I am, I’m still doubting that. And 

Q (McDonald) Still doubting what? 

A If, if what you told me is if they’re telling you the truth that they really turned around in our yard, 
after the 911 call. 

Q (McDonald) Well, (inaudible) substantiated that. Okay 

A Yeah, and it, there’s nothing I can, what do I know? I mean, except what I experienced and I 

mean I, I, I thought, I thought that they went back you know, I’m hearing this why couldn't the 
paper, whatever, that they, they went back to the, the Wetterlings and that the babysitter and the, 
by the time they called the Wetterlings 

Q There was a timeframe. There’s no, there’s no doubt about that. And (inaudible) 

A And from what I remember, is that I was so convinced that that car turned around right at the time 

they said Jacob was taken. And so I’m going 

Q (Jensen) so you would have, why would it make you think that though, cuz you’re watching your 
clock? Or you know what I mean? 

A Yeah, I, I know I, I’m thinking how does, 

Q How would you put them, that two together? 

A At the time I thought it was close enough. 

Q Uh-huh 

A I thought, you know that 

Q But you know, when you’re talking probably 5 to 10 minutes in the realm of things, and the 
excitement, (McDonald) and how would you know when the kid’s abducted? (Jensen) Yeah, you 
don’t know, we don’t know exactly when they’re abducted, they didn’t look at their watch, they 
ran, like you said, so 

A So it wasn’t like an hour, 

Q Oh 

A Between it was like 10 minutes between the 

Q We’re just guess, guesstimating, you know 

A 10 minutes. 15 minutes, they had to go all the way across that field. 

Q Uh-huh, probably ran pretty dam fast. If they had to ran across that field. 

A Call, call the parents, and then they debated what to do, and didn't they come home? I mean the 
Wetterlings came home? 

Q No, the cops were there (inaudible) (McDonald) Do you see what we’re kind of getting at as far 
as 
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A Well 

Q (inaudible) 

A I mean, if you’re thinking that I did it. ah, what can I say, I, obviously the, the police, the police 
were very, very sloppy, I mean, they were so sloppy that yeah, I could have done it, and gotten 
away with it. 

Q Uh-huh 

A Because they were so bad. 

Q How, how, how so, do you mean? How bad 

A Well they didn’t, see they didn’t come down in our yard, they didn’t, they didn’t come in our yard 
for a whole week, and check our buildings, I was the one that went around the buildings and 
looked that night. They didn’t come, they, you know, like, to me it was a joke. That they, they 
didn’t check things out better. 

Q (McDonald) That’s the trouble we have now, is, is you know, we look at all this yeah you could 
have easily done it. 

A Yeah, and, and they, they were so, so what sloppy, 

Q Uh-huh (McDonald) and I guess 

A They, they, they came out to my school that day, the next day and, and they, they looked at my 
car, and opened the trunk or something, and then it was a week later that they actually, parents 
were home already and, and they I was playing in a wedding that afternoon, and 

Q So Jacob could have been on your land the whole time. 

A Yeah, I mean, yeah. 

Q Cuz they didn’t check the land. 

A They didn’t, I mean, they went down into the, the gravel pit with a, I guess, (inaudible) you know 
a scoop and they messed up the gravel pit, and like, just, just enough to make a mess and then that 
was it, and I was like, well, if you're gonna really look with something, you’re not gonna find it 
by doing that. But I, I, 

Q (McDonald) Dan, I guess, that, that’s the trouble we have here. Is I guess, as you well know, 
we’ve tracked down some thousands, hundreds of thousands leads, 

A Yes 

Q And typically to work these cases, it’s usually right in your back door. Okay? When, when we 
eliminate this vehicle 

A Uh-huh 

Q It sure does look like you have some involvement in it. and I’m not gonna pull any punches with 
you. 

A Yeah, yeah 
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Q And we start looking at things, as far as the person walked right down your driveway, and the 
dog, I think is very important, we can argue that until we’re blue in the face, but, the person 
walking up, walking down and then looking at other things as far as, I think your interview is, is 
real crucial, you show all the classic signs of, of being, having, the time that the child is taken not 
real concise in your layout of your time, your outline of your event of the day, you’re very 
emotional, you calm down again, other things you can remember, a car coming into the driveway 
you shut off the lines around, room to room, looking at the vehicle leaving, um, that’s you know, 
I, I think a little bit, overboard a little bit, and knowing you know, we’re thinking, you know, 
Jacob may be there. And again, the cars come again, you know, are you really in bed sleeping? 
You know, I’m more inclined to think that you’re changing your clothes. 

A I think I said I wasn’t sleeping, 

Q Well, you went to bed, but you know what I meant, 

A Yeah 

Q And again, you start shaking again, this is big trouble, and you’re very scared, you’re heart is 
pounding, you know why would that be? 

A I get nervous, you know. 

Q We think that because maybe Jacob’s in your house, 

A Yeah 

Q You know, that’s, that’s where we’re at Dan, I mean, I’m being very, very straight forward with 
you. 

A Yeah 

Q I, I think that’s why we laid things out for you, to show you that it makes sense. And we’re not 
you know, playing word games with you, we’re not doing anything, (inaudible) almost all the 
stuff we presented is from your lips. And you know, from the actual boys that were actually being 
abducted, and that’s what we have to work with. 

A Yeah 

Q And, (Jensen) Dan, did you have something to do with Jacob? 

A No, I, I’m just kind of like, you know, 14 years later, come on, I, what I'm thinking right now is 

that you know, it might sound real what’s the word, but, if the police would have done their job 
right, I wouldn’t be sitting here like this now. You know, if they would have come down there 
right away and said hey we got to look in the house and they would have seen that I was clean, 
you know. 

Q (McDonald) We wish that too Dan. But you and I, and Pam, we’re stuck with what we have here. 

A Yeah 

Q And you know, it also came up too, you mentioned something else, the personality, 

A What? 

Q You mentioned to somebody that you have a split personality? 
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A I mentioned to somebody? 

Q Yeah, (Jensen) Some old girlfriend? 

A Here we go with that FBI thing, 

Q No, we don’t mess up. 

A No, split personality? Well, I didn't do it, and I have, I act different ways I guess with different 
people, I, I'm not sure what you mean by, what I meant by, (inaudible) that to somebody, split 
personality, 

Q (Jensen) What do you mean, you act different with other people? 

A I, I know that I, I can act, act different when I’m talking to the principal it’s, like opposed to 
talking to a friend, you know, 

Q Uh-huh 

A I mean, you do it too, I’m sure 

Q (inaudible) 

A (inaudible) 

Q (Jensen) yeah, yeah, (McDonald) but, that, you know, that’s why we’re just point blank asking 
you, I mean, some people say they have a split personality where they’ll say well, that side of me 
did it or that side you know, they may do something like steal a candy bar from the store, or 
something pretty minor example here, but let’s say well I wouldn’t have normally done it but my 
split personality that, that’s the deviant side of it, and 

A I don’t have that kind of split personality. 

Q So you can if someone mentions they have a split personality it could see where we would be a 
little bit interested in that. 

A Yeah 

Q You know, 

A Yeah, I mean, you don’t have anything better to go on, I don't know. 

Q If you did do it, would you, would you tell us? 

A If I did do it I would know that I did it. and I, it’s not like something that I did and I don’t know 

that I did it you know, I could never, I couldn’t have done everything that would have been 
necessary to do and then not have, have something physical evidence I think. You know what I 
mean? 


Q (Jensen) Mm, (inaudible) 

A If I, if I, you know you see the movies where the somebody does something and they don't know 
they’re doing it, I mean, there’s no way I could have done that, because 


Q (laughing) 
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A You’ve seen the movies where the, the serial killer or whatever is, does stuff, and doesn’t really 
know he does it until it’s over with, 

Q Right 

A Or like 

Q But they soon realize that they did do it 

A And they realize they did it and 

Q But, again with that, you would have ample time to 

A I would have ample time, yes, I would have had the time to I mean, 

Q (Jensen) to take Jacob, bring him back somewhere on the farm, you said yourself the cops were 
sloppy, they didn’t come ‘til 4 or 5 days later. 

A Yeah, it was a joke. 

Q You could have put him anywhere on the farm. 

A Uh-huh, yeah, yeah, you’re one to, you know, you could have, 1 mean, even that day when I left 
the farm, they didn’t, they didn’t check my car. 

Q (Jensen) oh, the next morning when you went to school you mean? 

A Yeah, they didn’t, I mean, 

Q Were you thinking they were sloppy at the time? Or are you just thinking they’re sloppy now 

when you think back about it? 

A I, I had no idea what was happening at the time, I mean, that morning I left 1,1 got in trouble with 
the, kind of trouble because I, I had taken off for school and when I got to the top of the hill and 
was it, I think there was a yellow tape across the, the road and god I got to get out of here, and I 
couldn’t drive the (inaudible) cuz it was a cornfield I think or something, and, and then I ran, 
there was a sheriff car over there I think, and I ran over there and I, he, he was kind of yelling at 
me because they had, I crossed that line. And then he, he let me drive in the ditch and but they 
didn’t like that way or because (inaudible) incriminate it, or what’s the word, (inaudible) 

Q Disturbing their crime scene or something? 

A Yeah, but, I mean, you know, these times that, I mean, I’ve come in here at the time, where I, you 
know, to try to help, help solve the thing and, and, and then I mean, I know that sometimes when 
they gave me the lie detector test, and stuff like that, I thought well god, you know they think I 
did this, (inaudible) they got to make sure that I didn’t do it, 

Q Uh-huh 

A You know, and, and, and ah, think well I’m gonna get it, they’re doing their job, so as far as 
thinking, think they did a sloppy job, yeah, I later on I thought well, if I really did it you know, 
they sure didn’t, they sure didn’t cover their bases right from the beginning, 
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Q I mean, that’s, could have very well be, I personally wasn’t there, but, the trouble we have now is, 
we really can’t put you out of the picture. 

A I can see, 

Q and in light of this new information about learning the car and going back and, and watching the 
you know speaking about the person walking down the driveway and the dog barking, 

your parents are gone, and the (inaudible) show ‘em your interview during the time frame, the 
time warp, again, at the end of the interview they ask you if you know Jacob and wham you’re 
back crying again, and up and down emotions, all (inaudible) around you know, Jacob, it just, in 
our mind any reactions to cars in the driveway shutting lights off, running from room to room, the 
cops come your heart’s pounding, you’re in big trouble, you’re fumbling with your clothes, 

A (inaudible) 

Q That, you know, when you say you’re going to go check the outbuildings, and you say to check 
the, the tree house, yeah, Dan you could have easily walked down the driveway and taken him, 
walked back up, had him in the house there and those are the reactions we’re getting. And yeah, 
they didn’t check your house for 4 or 5 days later he could, he could be anywhere on the farm. 

A Or elsewhere. 

Q Or elsewhere 

A Yeah 


Q And they didn’t check your vehicle when you were leave, I mean, 

A Yeah 

Q Yeah, we look at you know, if you look at all that, that you’re pointing out, we’re probably 
forgetting a few, you know, in our mind, at least in my mind, I can’t speak for Pam, I think you’re 
a real good suspect, I’m not going to lie to you Dan, and 

A I, I knew that, I knew when they gave me the lie detector test, yeah, I mean, they were asking me 
now did you have anything, I mean, what, what did my lie detector test show anyway? You must 
have looked at that. 

Q Right, well it, it said that you didn’t show any signs of deception. 

A Okay, 

Q And, you know, and in I don’t put a lot of merit in those, I mean, we’ve had a lot of people that 
have killed people and passed polygraphs. 

A Yeah 

Q I mean, I think they were interviewing (inaudible) some people they work with, others don’t. I 
think if you some, had somebody that isn’t real (inaudible) but, somebody that really believes in 
them, that maybe it works more. How do we know you didn’t do it? 

A How do you know I didn’t, how can I prove that I didn’t do it? 

Q Would you have a conscious? Would it bother you? Would your, would you eventually tell 

somebody? Or 
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A If I did do it, if I did do it would it bother me? I mean, okay, I would have killed him, that really 
is odd, I mean, Eve, I don’t go deer hunting, I, I, I to prove that I didn’t do it, how can I prove 
that I didn’t do it, 

Q Would it bother you? 

A Would it bother me that I did it? 

Q uh-huh 

A oh yeah, I mean, if I did it, I mean, if I did something like that, I, I would want to be dead. I 
would want to be dead. I mean, if I, found out that I did it, and I didn’t know that I did it, I would, 
I would say put me away and you know, kill me. 

Q Is that possible you think? 

A What? 

Q That you did it? 

A No, like I said, I, I would know if I did it, I mean, I was working on those cards and, and I’m not, 
I, I might be a little bit strange or you know, doing you know, the perfect stuff that I do, re-record 
keeping and stuff, but, 

Q That’s the other thing too, the person at the end of the driveway that took Jacob, I can’t give you 
the details, urn, he, the person was very and if I use the word anal, but wanted things done in a 
certain order. 

A Mm 

Q And when they got out of order, it had to be no, go back and do it in this order. And that’s why I 
kind of brought up the point of doing the cards and things have to be in certain order, makes you 
feel well, (Jensen) anybody want anything to drink? Like a water? 

A Yeah water. 

Q Or coffee? 

A No, no coffee. 

Q Okay, (McDonald) I’m fine. I was just pointing out all the things that seem to correlate and go 
back ah, to why we’re looking at you. 

A Why, you know, I, I guess I, I kind of feel like this, you know, it’s 14 years later, um, and I kind 
of came in here thinking they said my dad (inaudible) he doesn’t believe that I was going down 
here, (inaudible) and I, I, I made the comment about the car and I go that car that turned around at 
night I mean, it’s obviously that somebody had access to two cars and then you know, I, I talked, 
I talked with about the, all the stuff that happened, in fact I was on the track running yesterday 
and I just on the TV about the, the girl that was found dead now, or something, in Florida. And 
they, and I slowed down, talked to another runner that I’ve noticed up there and we’ve started 
talking about stuff like that but, but god you know, how they can take, take this girl and just go 
kill her you know, and, and then ah, and then we talked about the idea that Josh out at St. John’s 
how he never was found, and, and you know, just the idea that in my mind back you know, the 
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idea that maybe the person that did that to Josh was taken if he really was taken, the same guy did 
that to Jacob, you know, or, you know, a local person. I, 


Q Yeah, we don’t think it’s anybody driving off the interstate that did this, I mean, these boys, it 
was, it had to be somebody local, right there, and, and 

A but, but you, assuming you know that, that car at night is accounted for, it’s like then I’m thinking 
okay, who was the guy that turned around in the afternoon? Who was the black turkey, you know, 

Q (Jensen) why does it have to be related to though? 

A I, no, it s way too weird, it’s just I’m still in my mind, I’m going to have a hard time 

Q Can I ask, can I ask you something back to when you’re talking about, you said something about 

your dad and cops and come there later with that gravel pit business, 

A Yeah 

Q And they brought, when I was out there this summer, and talked to you and your dad, your dad 
the only thing I think he was upset about basically from Charlie Graff, to the Sheriff, was we 
brought a front loader, evidentially in, and was pushing some brush pile, 

A No, they pushed the, they turned, all kinds of stuff in our gravel pit, 

Q Okay, was there something about a burning pile, what was that all about? Did somebody in your, 

has your dad, or had you burnt some stuff right around the time that Jacob was taken? 

A I can’t remember that, but, 

Q Cuz I thought that’s what your dad was talking about, about that he pushed that burning pile away 
and they didn’t put it back where it was. 

A They, they pushed, there was metal and stuff, and garbage basically and they, they got all kinds of 
ground mixed in with it and 

Q You don’t remember any burning pile? I thought that’s what your dad said there was 

A There could have been 

Q Bum 

A There could have been a burning pile, because I’ve been down there and recycling like, I think I 
recycle like 14,000 pounds of metal from that gravel pit. 

Q Oh, but you don’t remember anything about a burning pi-pile? 

A Oh I, I mean, we bum stuff down there too, yeah, 

Q I think (inaudible) thought of that, he seemed kind of inquisitive about that time. About the time 
that Jacob was taken, why is it that you were so concerned about that time, of a time? 

A Well, because I, I’m thinking it, you know, this is the way I am, I'm not trying to, well I am, I 
know I am by saying it, I think that in my mind for 14 years being convinced that the car that 
turned around that night, that was, that was at the time that it happened and just thinking now, 
now I’m hearing something that just blows that away and, and in my memory, my memory banks, 
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I’m thinking but it happened night, it just so close to the time it happened, it actually happened 
that I just don’t think that car, that, I’m, I’m still not convinced that that car that turned around 
was that guy maybe it was the guy, but what, he wasn’t just responding to the 911 call, 

Q So that would have been, did you, did you think it was around 9 o’clock or something? That you 
saw that vehicle come in your yard? 

A I thought it was that, that approximate time that it really did happen. 

Q What time was that again? 

A 9:15, but that person in the car was sitting home with other family members, friends or whatnot, 
after, in the evening, listens to a scanner, then it was a, why would he, why would he I mean out 
of the blue, that’s not being, (inaudible) why would he even bring it up that he um, ah, 

Q (McDonald) Because it was broadcast right away that they were looking for a vehicle that turned 
around in the driveway, that’s when he reported initially to the police just didn’t, 

A That he was the one that turned around. 

Q (Jensen) Yeah, (McDonald) Just to, and then assumed that 

A I wonder if he, I wonder if he turned around in the farmyard though, 

Q (Jensen) yeah, he said he came in, came around, he, he remembered how you told me that he 

turned kind of quick, that’s exactly how he said it. that yeah, we came in there, and we didn’t 
know where that road was going, didn’t even really know who lived back there, I asked him if he 
knew who lived back there, turned around really quick, came back out, came to the end of the 

driveway, sat here, looked to see if they could see the cops anywhere, the lights are shining on 

bikes, and he never did see any law enforcement now I’m assuming the law enforcement was up 

here, already out of sight, you didn’t see the light, the cars go, the squad cars go by your house 
with the red lights either, right? 

A You can’t see that 

Q Yeah, 

A No, that’s why I, for those, the, the, the two boys, whatever, 

Q and 

A Yeah, the two boys for them to see our yard light, you know, it’s too dark, I mean, you, 

Q You know and, talking about those two boys, okay, we’ve got the 911 tape, and they actually get 
on the line, on the, on the telephone, which I was very impressed for back in 1989, a 
dispatcher have that person come on the line, so you have this little boy, just happened, right 

A Yeah 

Q He’s got there, he’s got that neighbor, I can’t remember his name, Mr. whatever, the one 

that called, and um, well what did he look like, where did you see him, well he came up out of the 
driveway, what did he look like, well you ask all year old boy his size and then he said sort of 
like this neighbor guy that was on the phone and then that’s where they come up with 5 10, and 
this neat voice, and this dispatcher asking this little boy these questions, well, that was the, the 
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best, clearest information at all, is because that’s just happened, it’s 911, and that’s when 
said he came up your driveway, nobody had an opportunity to tell this kid, the cops haven’t been 
there, Dan this was right after it happened and this kid’s voice is 
A What time, what time was that call made? 

Q I see it’s on the date, but do you understand what I mean, he says right then, before anybody else 
could give him anything, the guy came up the driveway. And then um, and statement, 

the boy, then he turned around and he saw Jacob, the guy with his arm on, on 
Jacob and going towards your residence. You know? That, that’s clear, that’s something from the 
boys that no one else had anything to do with, that’s the best evidence we have right there, is 
those boys right when that happened, right when they’re, you could hear they’re excited, 

A What, I want to know that time that call was made. 

Q But, (McDonald) what, I don’t understand the time, what does that matter? 

A Well, I want to know how long, well, it was between their call and quarter after 9, 

Q (Jensen) Well let me go see if I can find the time, (McDonald) Well the time, (Jensen) of the 911 

call, that’s the only thing we have, (McDonald) but the point we’re making here is, is the person 
came from your driveway, went back up your driveway and no vehicle was seen and we have the, 
the time doesn’t matter, (Jensen) let me see if we can find that, just so we can, 

A To me it does, because I mean, I, in my mind, I’m thinking you know, this car that turned around 

Q (McDonald) Well, 

A It, it didn’t happen at quarter to ten, the car that turned around at quarter to ten, you know, so I, 
I’m just, I, I’m just real it’s not because it’s, it’s wrecking my whole story, it’s, this is like in my 
mind I’m going well maybe that, maybe it’s actually a clue, 

Q It doesn’t do anything to your story, your story’s accurate, that the car did go up and turn around, 
A The car turned around, yeah 

Q Right, the, (inaudible) 

A And I didn’t see it, 

Q Car turn around, the point is, what was the purpose of the car, was it the abductor or wasn’t it? 
we’re confident it’s not, the time’s that doesn’t that doesn’t matter. (Jensen) We’d have to almost 
turn the, I d have to turn the tape on to get the exact time, if you want to go there, you want to do 
that? (McDonald) He wants to know the time because of the, I mean, 

A You guys, you know I mean, I, I’m just like, okay, what am I trying to, I'm trying to, I, in my 
mind okay, it happens, it ha-the, the car didn’t have anything to do with it. 

Q (Jensen) and it didn t Dan, it really didn’t. They couldn’t have, that car that we’re talking about 
couldn’t have had anything to do with it. because it was after the fact and we have, we got five 
people. 

A No, I just, did my car, my, my description of the car was it a smaller dark car? 


Q It was a smaller, Grand, Grand Am, or Grand Prix, whatever it would have been in 1989, 
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A What color was it? 

Q A dark gray. 

A Dark gray, 

Q (McDonald) The, the point is, is yeah the car turned around, you saw it, it left, (Jensen) and 
you re right on the (McDonald) we can establish that (Jensen) uh-huh (McDonald) it was after 
that it happened, after it happened, (Jensen) yeah, (McDonald) so, during that day before hand is 
when it happened, it, you know, and and for the purpose of this, you know, this afternoon, the 
time is as far as when they ran to call dispatch and that, it doesn’t matter. 

A To me it does. 

Q Well to you, because we’re going right back to that vehicle, we don't want to go right back to the, 
you know, the vehicle we think, is something we’ve established and kind of moved from, and 
what we’re trying to do is, is I think there’s 10, 15 points that show that the person that took 
Jacob was either you or someone at your place there. And that, that’s what we’re struggling with 
here. 

A Yeah, 

Q And 

A And I’m doing my, I guess you would call it the classic thing of trying to pin in on that car, 

Q Right, (Jensen) right, (McDonald) and that’s what we’re, that’s not what we’re all about today. 

A Well what are you all about, are you, you want me to just you know, 

Q (McDonald) I want you to tell me where you put Jacob so 1 can go out and find him and we’ll be 

done. 

A Boy, you know if he, if 

Q Part of it is, we don’t, we don’t really, you know, I don’t know you from beans, Dan, I don’t 
know if you have a, I mean, you could be a, a person that’s a psychopathic killer, or you could be 
someone that’s (inaudible) or you could be someone in between, you know, 

A Yeah 

Q You might be somebody that did something really stupid, way back when and, and knew it was 
stupid and 

A Ifl 

Q Rest of his life and is, is trying to live, you know, move on with life. 

A No 

Q And for you, for example, if you did do it, tell us, yeah, there’s a lot of things that would be 
fearful and tell us after awhile, you know? Right now you’re, you’re leading a de-decent life and 
going to school and teaching and running and doing your things, and, and to give that up would 
be 
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A I m 4-I’m 48, if I would die tomorrow, I, and it would be quick, I wouldn’t, I really wouldn’t 
care. Don’t even get my life insurance money, 

Q (Jensen) Why is that? Why would you say something like that? 

A I, I’m 48, my dad, my dad’s grandpa, and his dad died when they were 56, 

Q Uh-huh 

A And I know that from my last blood test that I, I better change my diet, but I, I’m saying that, that 
if I did something like that, like I said before, I would want to be dead now. I, I could not live 
with the idea that I killed somebody, or 


Q Oh, we asked you if you did it would bother you and, you really haven’t given a concrete answer 

A Well I 

Q Yet, 

A I think it’s such a, it’s such a, to me it’s such a, I mean if I did something like that it would have 

to, I would have to be nuts. I mean, 

Q (inaudible) 

A (inaudible) yeah you would have to be, well like they say, you know, people that plead insanity 
they, they lose it for that time and then they 

Q (McDonald) You don’t, you know, Dan, we work, at least, we work a lot of, a lot of death 
investigations. 

A Yeah 

Q I mean, that’s all we do. Every day of our life, and the number of people that kill somebody or do 
something like this, it’s not their norm, it’s something they just, something, something triggers it, 
and whatever it may be there’s so many different variables out there, it could be um, could give 
hundreds of different examples, for yours, you know, it could be just you know, experimental, 
and your parents are gone you have you know, you have opportunity you have things that could 
come along, and we all do stupid, stupid things, some things go a lot further than others of course, 
but, I mean, we’ve had people kill people and it was really stupid, and they’re next day, or next 
week thinking how could it be me, you know, 

A Yeah, well (inaudible) if you don’t think I answered the question I, I mean, would it bother me, 
yeah. It would. 


Q (Jensen) how, about religious are you a religious person? 

A Um, well I, I grew up as a religious person, right now I’m, I’m, to be honest with you I’m, I’m, 
I'm not, I’m not sure what I believe right now, 

Q (Jensen) Okay, because that would be something too, how a person would deal with it for 14 
years, if, where church was and with it, and some people to deal with it, that way different and, I 
know your brother’s really religious, isn’t he the one that plays volleyball 
A Yeah

Q Yeah, (McDonald) If ah, again, if you did do it would you, would you tell us today? 

A If I, if I did do it, I would, I mean, how would I, how could I answer that, because I didn’t do it, 

Q Well, if you did commit a serious crime, let’s say you stole a million dollars in 1989, 

A Okay 

Q And today we asked you did you steal a million dollars, 

A If I steal a million dollars would I tell you? I mean, I, I’m thinking, I watch too many movies but, 

Q If you took Jacob, 

A If I took Jacob 

Q And, 

A (inaudible) 

Q Would you tell us? 

A If I took him, would I tell you? You know, the simple answer of course is of course I would. But 
if I did do it, who knows what I would be thinking at this point, 

Q Right, 

A Right? I mean, but I, I didn’t take him, and if I did take him, would I tell you? Probably not. 
Because you don't have, you don’t have anything that’s evidence. True evidence. But I didn’t, I 
didn’t take him. 

Q What makes you think we don’t have anything that’s true evidence? 

A Well, what I mean by real, you don’t have any you know, physical evidence. I, I, so you know 

more than me, I’m just going by what I watch on TV, I mean, but, 

Q (Jensen) are you watching CSI is that? 

A A little bit, yeah, 

Q (McDonald) so, if we found something now by the boys that had DNA on it, it wouldn’t be yours 
then, is that what you’re saying? 

A No, it wouldn’t be mine. I mean, I, if you’re gonna put certain, put, if you pursue me as a suspect, 
I mean, obviously they did a little bit at the beginning there, I mean, they, they made me feel like 
I wasn’t a suspect, but I mean, I knew I was, I mean, it was obvious I got questioned, and you 
pretend that you’re not a suspect, but you are, but it’s like, I just tried to give infonnation that I 
could try to help solve the case, nothing helped, 

Q (Jensen) but see (inaudible) on that vehicle. And you’re talking about sloppy police work earlier, 

A Yeah 

Q But we think that’s (inaudible) police work, because you’re hitting (inaudible) to be perfectly 
honest with you, they weren’t looking at you as a suspect when they hypnotized you, they were 
just looking about them vehicles. That’s all they questioned you about was those vehicles. They 
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didn’t put any pressure on you, might have been a totally different story if they would have put 
pressure on you during that, but it was all about those vehicles. 

A Oh I see 

Q And, I mean, that was the whole thing, is what about the vehicles. And now we take that vehicle 
right out and if they would have known that at the time, they wouldn’t have been doing sloppy 
police work it might have been a whole different interview for you. (McDonald) (inaudible) 
positive look at it, when Pam says the vehicle is removed I mean, you classically show 
(inaudible) during the time period where Jacob was abducted. And when, even when (inaudible) 
the reactions you have of you looking in the driveway, um, 

A There was a car the other night, that, I was coming down the road, and a car was driving in our 
driveway probably about a hundred feet, very slowly and then I stopped by the mailbox and I 
thought I’ll check for the mail and (inaudible) you know, either keep going or, and he backed out 
real slow and I took the license down, just in case, and then they drove off. 

Q (Jensen) and there’s even though that’s built up a little bit around St. Joe, it’s still pretty quiet 
back in there, don’t you think? Compared to a lot of the other areas in St. Joe? 

A Well at that time, it was really quiet, but no, they, my brother lives up, up there (inaudible) 

Q But because you just said it was really quiet, that’s still a real hard thing for me to get through, is 

those boys left, they go walk down, they go to Tom Thumb, unless you lived on this road you 
would have no idea those kids were coming back. That’s a huge part of this case Dan, unless you 
knew that you were on this road there’s no way that someone at Tom Thumb knew those kids 
were coming back this way and knew to hide at the end of your driveway, there is no way. 
(McDonald) You say yourself a person had to have planned this out, 

A I (inaudible) the car that turned around in, in the afternoon it’s too weird that, that, (inaudible) 

Q (inaudible) 

A (inaudible) 

Q The car in the afternoon had nothing to do with it because 

A I think it does. 

Q The boys 

A I think you’re wrong. 

0 The boys, it wasn’t a planned thing to go out that evening. (Jensen) Yeah, they didn't know, no 
one knew that they were going to go to Tom Thumb to get that movie until about 8:35 that night. 
So, how could that car that came in during the afternoon know that Jacob, and are 

going to ask their mom and dad if they could go get a movie. 

A Well the car that came around in the afternoon, from my, my point of view is like, hey I mean any 
good crook is gonna scope things out. 

Q Okay but for what though? Not to abduct a child, 

A Sure 
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Q Because, 

A Why not? 

Q Because how would they know those boys were gonna be walking down there 8 hours later? 

A He, he, he knows that people are going to go up and down that, that driveway. I mean, if he 

scouts, turns around in that yard, and our yard, he, he knows a little bit more about the area, 

Q Yeah 

A (inaudible) 

Q But he doesn’t know if they’re going to go that night. See what I mean? I don’t think (McDonald) 
I mean, if he was sitting there for three days, (inaudible) that car in the afternoon I don’t think, 

A I think you’re wrong, I think that car in the afternoon had the, I mean. 

Q (Jensen)Well we would want you to think, you would, you would want us to think that, you 
would want us to focus on that morning car because now we’re telling you the other car 
A It was in the afternoon, 

Q Or afternoon, okay, we're, you want us to go to the more, afternoon car, because we’re telling 
you the other car (inaudible) right? I mean, that’s what I’m kind of getting at from you, otherwise 
I don’t know what, cuz we can argue all day about them going to get that movie, because no one 
knew they’re gonna get that movie. 

A Well if they were at, getting a movie, anybody that would have been in that situation, if they’re 
scouting things out for you know, (inaudible) somebody off, or, they’re gonna see the kids on the 
way to the store and 

Q How are they gonna know those kids live up here? 

A I’m just, they paid, (inaudible) see, see them 

Q Now that we know that’s not known until 

A And then they, well they see ‘em go and then they could just buzz up that road, get ahead of 
them, 

Q Here’s where I’m confused, if you didn’t have anything to do with this, 

A Yes 

Q If you had nothing to do with it, 

A Nothing to do with it, 

Q You would be making excuses or making other alibis, because you would just, you wouldn’t care. 
But you’re prepared to make an alibi for this car that turns around, or not alibi, but a suspect out 
of that vehicle that turns around in the afternoon, but if you didn't have nothing to do with it, 
what would you care about that? 

A If I didn’t 
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Q Confusing me a bit here. 

A Okay, if I didn’t have anything to do with it, 

Q Uh-huh 

A I, and I didn’t care about it, I would never come in today, I would have, I mean, I would have 

never, I mean I would have never spent that time 14 years ago going down (inaudible) if I didn’t 
care about solving the case, I mean, I, I mean there’s part of me that I think would love to see the 
guy get caught. 

Q Would you love that because you would love for the family to know? Or what, what do you think 
is the, the harshest thing about this what happened? 

A Jacob, the worse thing is well, he’s, probably, he’s maybe dead, um, and the family I can’t 
imagine, like Rick’s family having one of their girls being kidnapped and never knowing what 
happened, 

Q Rick? 

A Rick is my brother. Yeah, she knows Rick. 

Q (Jensen) Uh-huh (McDonald) had a girl kidnapped? (Jensen) No, he’s saying what, how bad he’d 
feel if his brother’s daughter was, 

A And so I, you know, I, I, I, I’m not making alibis, I’m just 

Q (Jensen) (inaudible) (McDonald) another part to this is, you know, the vehicle stuff, these boys 

were coming back and that person was already in your driveway and the first time you notice it, 
the persons walking down your driveway, and no cars has passed in coming back out. So, you 
know, 

A Oh I see, so, the, (inaudible) recall a car passing, 

Q (Jensen) no, and then there’s other people that were outside and they didn't see no cars pass down 

here further, 

A I mean, have you ever considered the idea that, that if they didn't see a car, let’s assume there’s 
no car, guy comes walking up our driveway and my, my parent’s driveway there, takes Jacob, 
tells those kids to get out of here, I mean, this person could have easily gone into the woods on 
the other side here, 

Q But your dog would have been barking. 

A I mean, if this is happening way up by the mailbox, 

Q (McDonald) yeah 

A I can see her (inaudible) I mean it’s not 

Q But still, the point we believe this person came from your farm site and went back (inaudible) in, 
you know, it had to be someone from the area and it’s your farm. 

A Well wasn’t there, wasn’t (inaudible) that a car (inaudible) left town or something, got to the 
point where they think Jacob was put in a car? Because the, the trail ended?

A Mm, well that’s in the paper. 

Q There’s a lot of things in the paper that weren’t right.

Q (Jensen) yeah, (McDonald) Did you ever meet Jacob? Know him at all? 

A I didn’t know Jacob. 

Q Did you ever meet him at all? Or see him anyplace or 

A I knew his dad, I played basketball with his dad, you know at Kennedy a few times and but Jacob, 
I didn’t know Jacob. 

Q Okay, (Jensen) Getting back to that um, us not having any physical evidence, would you have any 
problem if I went and got a swab and you give us a DNA sample? Would you be okay with a 
that?

A Um, well let’s see, since 89 I went to, I did a lot of traveling out west. Like in 80-no, I went out 
west a couple summers and then I went on a Minnesota State Park thing for one summer, like 91, 
and then 92 and 93 I did All City Marching Band, and 94 I went to Europe, 95 I, 95 ran a bunch 
of, my brother started running and then 96 I pretty much since 94 I, I went to a few short trips in 
the summer. 

Q (McDonald) You camp or what? 

A No, no I don’t camp. 

Q Where’d you go in Europe? 

A Everywhere. 

Q Everywhere? 

A (inaudible) Euro rail, 

Q Got it made huh? 

A You got it made. 

Q (Jensen) I would say, yeah, 

A I do that three summers, but the last summer I went my luck ran out I was, I (inaudible) on train 
(inaudible) you know, just make more efficient use of everything. What you put away on a train 
during Paris Frankfurt, yeah, got robbed.

A Because, I was always stupid, but, they cut my, I, it was so hot and I had got in this habit of 
putting my money, passport and everything into my pillow, and then I’d sleep on my pillow and 
then they, I was so gone that night I think I probably did something to me and I didn’t wake up 
and, Conductor woke me up in Frankfurt, you know, there was nobody around, and, I woke up 
and, I hit my, I went right through it, and they cut my pillow and took everything. 

Q Hm, (Jensen) so you basically been just hanging around and doing (inaudible) working the school 
year and then hanging and going traveling in the summer then? 

A I haven’t been traveling much in the summer since 90, 94 was the Europe the last time and then 
my passport runs out and I went to Saskatchewan for couple weeks in ’96, went to Mexico with 
my brother for a couple weeks a few years ago, but otherwise, pretty much, pretty much 

Q Are you kind of a loner? 

A Yeah, 

Q I mean 

A Between you and me, 

Q Yeah 

A I, I, I mean, I live with my parents and 

Q Yeah, that’s not that uncommon, 

A I’m incriminating myself, everything, so, 

Q No, I mean, we covered everything else I’m just kind of curious what you did the last 14 years, 
since we re focusing on whoever took Jacob and (inaudible) 14 years and stuff, and I’m just kind

A I mean, you know, the way things have gone here, now I, I’m sitting here going, god they don’t 
think I did it, you know, and, I mean I, Eve been honest with you, I how, and, I don’t know what 
to say. I mean, even with some of the stuff that I said 14 years ago, it turns out to be like a false 
lead,

A And it kind of you know upsets me that I always think someday I'll be able to put something 
together that I forgot about or something, but 
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Q Yeah, that car thing is what, unfortunate it was, they had to be snoopy, and go out and look for 
this, you know, scanner people and go out and look to it, that turned the whole investigation off, 
that I 100% agree with you, I mean, they didn’t realize even after we talked to them this last 
couple months ago that, he didn’t realize what he did. And Patty was very upset that this person 
finally came forth with this. 

A I mean, 

Q Very upset. 

A (inaudible) that, that what I said about this car turning around that that was 

Q We all thought that was the same thing that you thought that that’s who took Jacob.

name, he lives down in the cities, he’s a contractor, he's lives in this beautiful house, ya-da-ya-da- 
ya-da, and no, there’s no reason, the bad thing is, is this cop that he talked to about the bikes, cuz 
that’s what he talked to the cop about, then put two and two together and then they reported it and 
it’s what you said before, just sloppy police work, and it would have eliminated a whole bunch of 
extra work. (McDonald) Dan, if you were us, who, who would you be looking at? 

A I’d be looking at that guy,

A That guy that turned around and say 

Q Okay, if you were us and the car was eliminated, who would you look at? 

A Car’s eliminated and I thought it was, and the guy’s out of the picture, I, I

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Q Dr. and Mrs. Wetterling, this is Bobbi New, today the is Sunday, May 23, 2004. The time is 3:45 
PM, here at my home in California. This tape is about the disappearance of your son, Jacob Erwin 
Wetterling, bom February 17, 1978, and his disappearance on Sunday night, October 22, 1989 
from the rural area of St. Joseph, Minnesota, about or between the approximate hours of 9 and 
9:15 PM. Now before I get started, ah, I’m gonna stop the tape, I’m gonna, or check it and make 
sure it’s working alright, and I’ll be doing this on and off every once in a while, while we’re 
taping just so I can make sure the tape is, is working, alright? So I’m gonna stop just for a minute 
and I’ll be right back. Okay, I’m back, ah, now before I get started, ah, with the information on 
Jacob, ah, I need to tell you something about me, and who I am, and how I work and why I want 
to do this kind of ah, work. Ah, and there are reasons for me telling you this. First, you don’t 
know me, and you and the detective working Jacob’s case and listening to this tape needs to know 
some information about who I am. I’ll start out with the fact that I am college educated, I worked 
as an emergency medical technician on an ambulance for about two years. I went to nursing 
school, and I was a licensed vocational nurse. 1 was a reserve deputy sheriff for several years. I 
was employed by San Bernardino Sheriffs Department as a sheriff’s dispatcher before I became a 
deputy sheriff. I was a deputy sheriff with the San Bernardino County Sheriff's Office and I 
retired in 1992. I’m a wife, a mother, a grandmother, a great-grandmother, and I’m also a very 
private person. When 1 was a, a deputy sheriff 1 worked on some cases ah, with Captain James 
Stalnaker that is spelled S as in Sam, T as in Tom, A as in Adam, L as in Lincoln, N as in Nora, A 
as in Adam, K as in King, E as in Edward, R as in Robert, James Stalnaker. 1 worked with him 
when he was a homicide detective and ah, he is now a Captain. He is stationed at the Victorville, 
California Sheriffs substation, he can be contacted at area code 760-243-8720. That might be the 
dispatch office, or the main office, but they’ll get you in touch with him. Ah, and he can tell you 
who I am and how I work. As for some more information on me, 1, I like to work on cases of 
missing persons and murder victims and especially missing children. And I would rather work on 
the cold cases for several reasons. And ah, number one the case is cold and you usually are not 
gonna get in the way or be a bother to the law enforcement officers working the case, and when 
you work on a case like that they really have nothing to lose and ah, when you’re working on it 
and you may be able to help by giving them some clue or, or ah, new ah, new thought that would 
tie in with something they already know about. If s just giving them a new ah, perspective. Ah, it 
never hurts for them to listen unless you try to tell them something far out and weird, like ah, oh, 
like a spaceship came down and took the person away in a spaceship, ah, they’ll throw the tape in 
the trash before they even get any farther than that. Um, when the case is cold ah, the family will 
usually give you permission to try and help and euz all they want is their loved one home and ah, 
the sad thing is they’re so desperate they'll try anything to bring them back, um, and to let you 
know my reasons for doing this, pure and simple, hold on, my dog wants in. 
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Q Anyway, I'm back and 1 let my dog in and I think I was talking about ah, my reasons ah, for 
wanting to, to do these kinds of cases and everything and ah, I just tell you, it’s to me it’s ah, it’s 
a simple thing and a, I just want to try and help bring the missing person home to their family 
where they belong. I don’t want anything else except that, that’s all 1, that’s all I care about doing, 
just trying to help some family bring their loved one home. Ah, and I want you to know that ah, I 
wish to remain completely anonymous, ah, except 1 don’t care if the, of course the family already 
knows, I, 1 like to remain anonymous and I don’t mind except for the family and law 
enforcement, I, I don’t want ah, other people knowing ah, that I’m trying to help do this, ah, as 
I’ve said I like to remain completely anonymous, I don’t want a reward, or any money of any 
kind, and ah, I want no publicity' whatsoever, and this is the w'ay I choose to work and I just, I, I 
like to put that up front right away. Ah, so you know where I’m a coming from and, and 
especially for the detectives because those get skeptical and leery about psychics because for one 
thing they don’t know how psychic ah, honest genuine true psychics work ah, they just hear 
stories and then they, they used to working with facts and that’s all they care about and they’re 
taught a certain way to work and they don’t understand ah, a lot of things about psychics and ah, 
some of ‘em are pretty open minded. And, and willing cuz they’re psychic themselves they just 
don’t realize it a lot of times. But anyway, um, that’s the way I do that. And ah, how I work is ah, 
1 ask you or the, I should say I ask the family to give me no information, cuz I already know law 
enforcement ain’t gonna give you no information and that’s fine with me. Excuse me. I ask you to 
give me no information except what I ask for. Which is usually birth information and if possible 
an item belonging to the missing person. And the reason um, I like to have something that 
belonged to the person is ah, it helps me to tune in to the missing person’s vibrations. And that’s 
hard for people that don’t understand psychic stuff, to know what I’m talking about. And ah, and 
also if I’ve ever read something about the case I’ll tell you so. Um, I’m not gonna ah, lie about it, 
and Dr. Wetterling know’s that I read something about this ease, of course that’s a lot of times 
that’s where I get, pick up a name on somebody’s that been missing is because I’ll, I’ll read about 
ah, somebody missing in the paper and that’s how I ah, cuz he asked me how I come across his 
son’s name and I told him I was doing research ah, ah basically 1 was reading on Dru Sjodin and 
then I come across Erica Dahlquist, and that’s how (inaudible) to Dr. Wetterling did, I had seen 
something in Erica’s thing about Jacob but 1 didn’t know 1 that Jacob w ? as still missing when I saw 
this thing and I worked on Erica’s case and that’s how that simply slipped out cuz I don’t usually 
mention who or what or where I worked on another case. Anyway, that’s how 1 come to work on 
that case and ah, and everything. Um, um, I’m let me see. I’m gonna lose my train of thought 
here, ah, anyway, I also want you to know. I’ll never, never, never lie to you. Ah, never lie to 
anybody about anything, especially a case like this, ah, and I’ll never try' to tell you what I think 
you may want to hear ah there are some unfortunately there are some people out there, some 
psychics ah, that will just tell you what you want to hear and, and because they don’t want to tell 
you what they really feel or maybe they just don’t pick up the others. And ah, I want you to know 
that I’ll only tell you the truth about what I receive from my psychic impressions. Whether 
they’re good or bad, whether they’re right or wrong, that is all I can tell you, I can only tell you I 
can only tell you what I, I pick up, what I receive, what I feel, what I see, whatever, um, and ah, 
that’s the way 1 do that and you have to realize there are no two psychics that work the same way, 
ah, and this does not make ah, one psychic better or worse than the other, it’s just the one receives 
their information maybe different than the other one does but it’s just the way they, they receive 
their information in their own way, that’s the way it works and, and there’s also no psychic, 100% 
correct, never will be. And if a psychic asks you to give them a lot of information, ah, you just 
turn and run the other way because somewhere down the road ah, they’re gonna feed that all back 
to you and you’re gonna think they’re just the greatest person in the world and all the time you’ve 
been the one that gave the information in the first place. Um, that’s the crooked psychics 1 was 
talking about, ah, there are a lot of excellent psychics out there and ah, they’re famous and well 
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known and ah, and some of them charge a lot of money for their services, and that’s fine, ah, if 
that is what they choose to do and if the information is true and helpful to the case, I find nothing 
wrong with that. My choice is that I just like to work the way I told you 1 do, which is 1 don’t 
charge for nothing. Ah, now before we get started I want to stress again, to you Dr. and Mrs. 
Wetterling, and the detective already knows this but, 1 need to tell you this. I can be wrong, I have 
been wrong in the past on cases. I’ll be wrong in the future on cases. Ah, cuz that’s the way it 
works. A psychic work ain’t no 100% guarantee, ah, I’m not magic don’t work magic. Ah, but 
I’ve also been correct on some things. A lot of things and sometimes I ’ve been right down scary' 
correct. Sometimes I’m way off wrong, but if the detective ever contacts Captain Stalnaker he can 
tell you that. Ah, all Pm asking is that you just please keep this in mind as you’re listening to 
what I have to say. And ah, I’m asking you and ah, the, the detective listening to the tape who is 
more skeptical than even you are, ah, to him ah, and to a lot of law enforcement, this is just a 
waste of their time because they’re busy and they ain’t got time to listen to all this, they call it 
crap and everything. But anyway, ah, all I ask is all of you that are listening to this, to please keep 
an open mind and, and ah and just ah, listen to what 1 have to say you haven’t got nothing to lose 
except the time it takes for me to tell you this. And I also want you to know that 1 send a tape of 
what I rec-ah, what I receive when I, when I go into session, that’s what I call it, a lot of ah, 
psychics call it a reading, you can call it whatever you want to, um, and the reason I do this is like 
I said, for a couple of reasons, is ah, so you can review what I’ve said at any time you choose, 
when you’re in the car, or, or at home or whatever, but you can listen to me say it and if you want 
it transcribed you can do that too, but, and once (inaudible) and who I am, and I don’t try to be 
nobody else, and I ain’t, 1 don’t got anything to hide. I’ll tell you anything about me you want to 
know Pin honest about what I do. And I’m not gonna lie to you about nothing. So I just want you 
to know that up front. Now, I’m gonna cut this tape off for a minute and I’m gonna check and 
make everything is still working okay and then Pm gonna come back and we’re gonna go into 
Jacob’s disappearance. And I want you to know ahead of time. This is one of the hardest tapes I 
have ever had to do. Now I’m not gonna go into a lot of graphic stuff or details or nothing like 
that and in fact Pm gonna leave some things out. But I am gonna tell you just the way I see and 
what 1 feel and I’m not gonna lie to you about nothing. But it’s really hard, ah, mainly cuz Dr. 
and Mrs. Wetterling this is your tape and you, I promised you 1 would send it to you. And I know 
in my heart and 1 know from talking to you and emails that we’ve sent back and forth that you 
really have high hopes and expectations of certain things and ah, 1, I just got to have to tell you 
what I feel. I, I wish I could tell you something that you want to hear but I’m gonna have to tell 
you just the truth and I can’t make up, I can’t make up something and tell you something, 
something that I don’t feel. I only gonna tell you the truth, but anyway, I’m gonna cut the tape off 
just for a second. I’ll be right back and then we’ll start in on the information about Jacob. 


Q Okay, I’m back, and ah, we will now start on the ah, the information I have received about 
Jacob’s disappearance on October 22, 1989. I think I should tell you right up front before 1 go 
into a lot of things, so you’ll ah, understand some things that I feel Jacob is dead, and I feel his 
body is very', very close in the area. I feel it is within ah, no farther than four I’ll say five, but I’ll 
say no farther than truly I feel no farther than four miles radius from that area. And I feel that ah, 
it’s probably a lot, lot, lot closer than that. Um, I feel that the ah, that I feel his body will be 
found. I feel it can be found, um, if ah, believe it or not if you just do ah, searches like you, like, 
like they did for the Dahlquist, where they just went every week asking for volunteers to search 
the areas but just take a certain area and go around, around those areas and just look for whatever 
might look out of the way or what have you. Because he is there and he is very close to his home. 
Ah, I feel the ah, person that did this ah, lived in or around that area, he knew the area extremely 
well. I feel that he was around 42 years old and I pick up a birthday, now I pick up two months

but I m not sure which one is ah, I lean closer to the second one, I pick up the month of June, but 
I don’t really know why. But 1 really pick up September. And I think it’s, his birthday will 
probably be around the second week of September. I feel that his birthday is around September 
8 th , 1947 or 1948, 1948 feels strong also. But it’s, I feel that he was bom in 1947 or 1948 in 
September. Ah, 1 feel that ah, ah, he left something there at the scene ah, urn, not only his 
footprints which he did leave, ah, because he was, he was there waiting from, anywhere from a 
few minutes to lord knows how long he was there, but, ah, I, I keep picking up a shoe size of like, 
9 Vi, but I also pick up a shoe size of a size 8, but I don’t think that’s his shoe. I think the suspect 
shoe size is around 9 1/2. Ah, but he left something else there also, and I have the strangest, and I 
do not know what, what this means or where it comes in at and I did tell ah, tell you this Dr. 
Wetterling before, that this, the, the, the person that took Jacob something strange about his 
clothing. He was not wearing all his clothes, 1 don’t know what exactly that means, but he wasn’t 
wearing everything someone should wear. 1-I’m not really sure what I’m trying to tell you but his 
clothing was not correct. He was not wearing everything. Urn, also, I feel that ah, as I said, he 
lived in and around that area, I feel he knew the family, um, 1, I’m not sure if he worked for, with 
or near the family, the Wetterling family, but somehow maybe they didn’t know' him but he knew 
them. Ah, but he, he knew the Wetterling family, he knew about them. Ah, I feel that ah, he was 
the, now' he may not be now but I, he, he probably, he may still be, but I felt that he was married, 
I felt that he had children, whether they were his or adopted, or ah, or ah, step children but he had 
children, he could have had his owm children. Ah, I felt that ah, he, he worked with his hands, but 
not, not like mechanically he, not like machinery or, or mechanic or anything, but he worked with 
his hands. Um, he had a job. I even feel he’d been to school like college even, he’s into college, 
because then it’s been, I see flashes of him in a suit, flashes of him not being in a suit. So, I, I 
don’t feel so much like a uniform, but I feel like it, there are times that he wears a suit, 1 don’t 
know w'hy. Um, he’s a collector, he collects things. Um, and he has hats, lots of hats. And ah, he 
also wears many hats, now when I’m saying wears many hats. I’m not talking about cowboy hat, 
and then his cap, and then a business hat, I’m talking about he wears many hats. He, he, he does 
many different things. Um, he, he is many things. He is more than, he, I don’t know if it’s like he 
has more than one job or, or that he does more than one thing, but he wears many hats. Um, I 
don’t know if at the time but, but I feel that he wears glasses but he doesn’t wear them all the 
time. I also feel that he has a problem with his left leg. Ah, I also feel that he, he has a, a problem 
with ah, I don’t know what you would call it exactly, um maybe it’s hypo glucosemia or diabetes, 
or something because he gets, he gets shaky and dizzy every once in a while and he has to either 
sit down or um, have something to eat or something, because he gets shaky and he needs, he 
needs a certain, certain something before he will quit being shaky and dizzy. Ah, so he has some 
kind of problem like that. Um, I’m trying to ah, trying to make this as short as I can and, and I’m 
trying to leave out ah, some things, there’s, cuz I picked up on this case, I picked up so much 
information that it gave me a headache almost. I don’t usually pick up but especially one this old, 
I’ve never worked on a case this old, um, I also feel that he disguised his voice, he didn’t use ah, 
his real voice and I felt like he sort of, sort of tried to change his appearance not only with this, 
this so called mask but that he sort of tried to lean over so he did not look his true height, or he 
did something different in that way. Because he also disguised his voice and um, as well, as, as 
the other um, now maybe one of the, maybe one of the three boys wore a size 8 shoe, but that, I 
keep picking up a size 8 also, ah, let me turn the tape off just a second so 1 can check one of my 
notes. 


Q Okay, I’m, Pm back, ah, I’ve misplaced one of, one page of my notes and that’s alright because 
I ’m, I’m gonna make this very' short because there’s just a lot of things and a-a lot of information 
that came and, and like, when Dr. Wetterling asked me at first 1 told him that I had seen shadows. 
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the ver-when I first just started thinking about it I kept seeing shadows then I felt some kind of 
strange machinery, and then 1 saw something dark like a basement or, or, or some kind of 
building, and ah, things like that. Ah, but this 1 think, that I, 1 definitely wanted you to know but, 
you know basically ah, a lot of this stuff now I do want you to, to realize that that he took things 
of Jacob’s and he still has them, to this day. He kept certain things of Jacob’s, ah, poor kid didn’t 
have much on him but he, he kept something, like, maybe it’s his shoes, maybe it’s his clothes, I 
don’t know, but he kept something of Jacob’s, I can, I can feel it it’s cuz, he will look at ‘em so a- 
and he relives it. He goes over this more than once. Ah, and ah, because when he was waiting he 
knew exactly what he was waiting on. He, he as he was standing there waiting for those boys, he 
was getting so excited because he knew they were coming, it wasn’t like they stumbled up on 
them boys, he knew they were coming. He was so excited he, he could, he could hardly con- 
control himself. And he, he knew what he was getting ready to do, and he knew he could hear 
those, those kids laughing and talking and, and coming his way. And he knew that he was getting 
ready to - to turn their whole life completely around and change their, their wonderful night into 
unbelievable fear and terror. This, this person has a very sick mind. He may look just as normal 
as the day is long, but 1 can tell you he’s a very sick person. And ah, he wasn’t crazy or anything 
like, like some of these defense attorneys try to tell you, but he, he knew exactly what he was 
doing. This is old hand to him. Um, and I keep seeing something crooked, crooked, ah, like it’s 
bent or something. I don’t know' what that exactly' means, but 1 think that is more around where 
Jacob’s body is at, um, he, he 1 should, I, 1 should tell you that l feel that Jacob ah, died around, 
between 4:55 and 5 AM in the morning of October 23, it would have been a Monday morning, I 
could be wrong on this, as you-as I have tried to stress to you, 1 could be wrong on all of this. 
And 1, you know, prove me wrong, 1 pray to god, you prove me wrong. I would rather be wrong 
than right on this. On any of this. I don’t mind being wrong. I don’t, 1 don’t get no satisfaction 
from being right on something like this. But anyway, I feel that ah, around 4:59 was ah, close to 
the truth time and ah, he did something at Jacob’s grave, ah, something I couldn’t exactly tell 
what it was, ah, but it was something like he was marking the area, ah, where Jacob is and ah, and 
also at that same time that’s when I saw something crooked. 1 don’t know if it was the road or 
what, cuz he is ah, a close to a road um, he’s not that far off of a road. Ah, and I also ah, now I 
don’t know the areas real good, I, I’ve sent for maps and 1 can’t 1, 1 haven’t, 1 received one map 
but it w'as not the right one, and 1 still haven’t received the other one, but anyway 1 keep seeing 
something like a, a creek bed, or a stream bed, but it’s ah, it’s not like it’s got water in it all the 
time. It, it’s like it’s an old dry stream, creek bed, a ditch creek, thing, you know what I’m trying 
to say? Ah, I’m trying to say it’s like a, I can’t say a ditch but a ravine, but I, it’s sort of like a, a 
little creek or a little stream bed. Ah, cuz there’s like rocks where water has run there before. Um, 
and I also see some rocks that are formed in a strange way, now 1 don’t know if this is like an old 
ah, ah, place where maybe years, many, many, many, many, many years ago an old rock fireplace 
or rock fence or something was, but 1 see rocks and, and they’re sort of in a strange way. They’ll 
be strange rocks, I don’t know what I mean by that, but I can tell you there’s rocks and there’s 
some kind of strange rock, ah, around there. Ah, I don’t really see a house close by and yet at one 
time I did see some kind of a house, like there was cobwebs around the outside an old ah, not 
over brush, but weeds and things, that’s what the word is, weeds. 1 kept seeing weeds and just a 
comer of an old house, ah, and it was an old wood house, I think it was maybe it was a wood shed 
or wood, but 1 don’t know why that came I there, but really, 1 don’t see, I see trees, I see trees, 
um, ah, I don’t see a, like a lot of water or anything, you know, like a lake or nothing, 1 don’t see 
nothing like that. But I do see ah, trees and ah, and I don’t really see any animals so much around 
or, or a house, or anything but there’s a highway or a road, very close to where he’s at. He’s not 
that far off' and ah, I do think and I feel with all my heart that he’ll be found, excuse me, I do 
think that Jacob will, will or can be found before the year is over. But it’s gonna take some 
searching cuz you ain’t gonna find, he’s just not gonna walk up and I mean, nobody’s just gonna 
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walk up say there he is. But I do feel that the person that did this wants it, it got out that they were 
starting to do searches, that possi-alright, let’s say we’re gonna plant a story, okay? This is just an 
idea I, I don’t know where I come up with this at, but, say you planted a story in the paper or 
around town or just by word of mouth. That they had information that possibly he was ah, in the 
area somewhere. Because he is still in the, in the c-in the cou-in the state of, of a Minnesota, he’s 
not some far off country. Ah, nobody sold him to some ah, pedophile group or nothing like that. 
Ah, this person that took him wanted him for himself, but anyway, ah he’s still in, in the state of 
Minnesota. And he’s still very close to his home, within four miles. Ah, if, if they started doing 
searches it's gonna start wearing on this person’s mind cuz he’s gonna wonder where they found 
out but, he, I know the detectives going oh wow, this is too much, but I’m telling you it’s just a 
thought, y-you can do what you want to with it cuz you’re gonna do what you want to with, with 
the information I give you anyway. And all I can do is give you the information of what l picked 
up and you will do with what you want to with it. Ah, I feel that he’s possibly buried now, ah, but 
I feel there’s trees nearby and I still feel that s-that dogs oh the, the cadaver dogs, are, are dogs if, 
if, if the Wetterlings, if Dr. and Mrs. Wetterling still have something that has Jacob’s scent, hair 
or anything on it that that dog can smell and they take ‘em on these searches, I feel that he can 
help lead ‘em. I know it’s been a long time, but sometimes and also before I forget, I keep seeing 
an old, an old pickup truck, not a new one, an old one. And 1 don’t know what it means. And I see 
machinery, I keep seeing, I don’t know if it’s like dig, ah-ah, not just tractors, but it’s bigger than 
tractors, it’s like maybe not a skid loader, but a or a cotton picker, but or, something big, some 
kind of big machinery. It’s a little bigger than a tractor or maybe it’s a lot bigger than a tractor, 
but there’s machinery. I keep seeing all this machinery. 1 have no idea what this means, but 1 keep 
seeing a lot of machinery. And 1 also see some kind of business, like a store, but it’s not like that 
ah, 1 know' that he had been to this Tom Thumb, I’m not talking about that store. I’m talking 
about a store that has a lot of glass around it, I don’t know if it’s a car dealership, maybe it’s a 
machinery dealership but it’s something like that and 1 don’t know what that has to do with Jacob. 
And ah, anyway, I know I’m leaving some things out, and I know I’ve forgot some things to tell 
you, and 1 misplaced one of the pieces of paper but, at least you have an idea of what I’m talking 
about. This gives me no pleasure 1,1 get no pleasure from doing this. I, I don’t get off on doing 
this, I, I know how some detectives think you want your fifteen minutes of fame, or, or you try to 
imbed yourself in the case, or whatever just so you can be part of something. I don’t need that, 1 
don’t want that, there’s so many missing children out there and missing persons that 1 don’t need 
this. And the last thing in the world I want to do is cause any problems or great, extra grief from, 
for Dr. and Mrs. Wetterling. And I understand how she’s running for office, like she doesn’t need 
any extra stress on her and I’m not doing this because she’s running for office. 1 didn’t even know 
the lady was running for office. I didn’t even know who she was until I started try ing to find out 
who Jacob was. Ah, I don’t want nothing from any of these people. And I know what you’re 
probably thinking detective, but I’m gonna tell you right now, I want nothing. I only want to help. 
Maybe I’ve caused extra harm, maybe I’ve done something that didn’t help at all. But I’m gonna 
tell you that that person is still out there, if he hasn’t already died, but he’s still out there and 
there’s information left, he left, he left evidence at the scene, he did not go that far, he does have a 
vehicle, he drives cars, and he drives trucks and he, and he lived in a house not too far and he also 
went to motels, and ah, he rented motels and he, he traveled. And 1 telling you this, that-that boy 
is still in around that town. Now you do what you want to do, and you can throw my tape away, 
or whatever and 1 never bothered none of yous ever again. I’m sending you this to do whatever 
you want to with. And you can contact that detective that worked on the Erica Dahlquist case and 
he can tell you what I told him in the tape. And some of the things I told him came to pass. Or 
you can even contact Colleen Dahlquist, and I never, I never tried to tell somebody something, 
but I’m telling you. I’m not trying to be facetious, or nothing. I’m just saying, please keep an 
open mind, you have nothing to lose, the poor kids been missing for over fourteen years almost. 
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Let’s bring him home. Let’s get the boy home if we can find him. You ain’t got nothing to lose 
but trying. Anyways, and there is, one other thing that I did remember, and that is ah, i-in the 
paper I think I read where he said something about to ask each boy his age and, and then run 'em 
off or send 'em off or whatever, but 1 want you to know that he knew which boy he wanted ‘fore 
them boys ever got there. Because age had nothing to do with it, if you think back the age of both 
of them boys was 11, one was 10, two of ‘em was 11, so he knew that he was gonna take Jacob. 
Jacob’s who he wanted. And if you just as, just as a thought, and, and don’t mean it mean like in 
any kind of way, but if you just to get to thinking about it, ah, who all knew that them boys was 
gone to that store? Who all knew? The little girl that was babysitting? Her family knew, the, the 
other boy’s family, did they know? Did ah, Dr. and Mrs. Wetterling, was out thinking anything 
about it, mention it to somebody that, that the boys was going to the store? Wherever they was at 
it, it, ah, dinner party or wherever they is at. There’s a lot of people that knew where the, those 
kids were’s a going, and sure, there was people at those stores that saw ‘em too, but that area, 
where this happened, has a lot to do with this. That area, that person has been a watching them 
kids for a long time. It wasn’t just by chance that he was where he was and doing what he was a 
doing. He knew exactly what he was doing. He knew exactly who he was after.

Q ...of a, side A, as I was a-saying, urn, there’s someone out there that knows where Jacob’s at. 
And I feel there’s more than one someone that knows where Jacob is at. The reason I brought up, 
ah, the searching for his body, is because I don’t recall seeing in the paper anywhere um, about 
possibly looking for maybe his body. I do know you-when it first happened I’m sure, that there 
was all kinds of searches, but um, to look for a possible fact that he could have been killed, um, 1 
didn’t see anything like that, I’m not saying it wasn’t done, I just didn’t see it. And, you may 
think that’s a, a, a big waste of time and everything, but if you get to figuring back four-almost 
fourteen years here, you get to figuring up the, ab-man hours used in searching for him, the 
paperwork and everything, and, and all the money that ah, was spent and all the man hours and all 
the money that the family has spent, of course you can’t put a price tag on, on, on a person’s life. 
But, for, for someone to go out and try to find possibly his body within a four mile radius of, of 
the area, ah-and, and hopefully that you might find him it doesn’t hurt anything, and if the law 
enforcement don’t want to do it, ah, or maybe the family and friends can go out and search. You 
know one person makes a big difference, so, if just one person goes and looks, it maybe take him 
longer, but I feel that he’s gonna be found, I know, I just got a real strong feeling that you can 
find him, I, I really do, I know he’s out there. And ah, I’m not ah, trying to tell anybody how to 
do their job, I know that ah, you’re well trained and experienced and know your business and 
you’re doing a great job and it’s a hard job, ah, this is just an idea and I know that ah, psychics 
don’t solve these cases, that law enforcement solves them. And that they do all the dirty work and 
hard work and, and everything that goes with it, ah, psychics ah, just are, just like a tool to try to 
help. And ah, they may come up with something and they may not, but that’s just a thought there, 
and ah, I hope you’ll take it for what it is worth and thank about it anyway. And ah, good luck to 
all of you, and I hope that ah, you bring him home soon, I know he’s out there.

Darling. Just how it’s (inaudible) okay, yeah? 

KM Okay. 

DL O^y no Wj here’s, here’s where we go, Rob Darling has an uncle, he had, ah, 
Rob Darling also has a brother who works in some kind of securities, maximum 
security maybe in Minneapolis. It, it, it ah, seems to me that the brother in 
Minneapolis might not beware but the Rob Darling he is the friend of this Chad. 
His uncle Rob Darling’s uncle, is the guy that did it. As a matter of fact, I asked 
nm, I said well, I said why didn’t they catch the guy after he made the comment 
that the composite was perfect. He said it was right on the money, quote. I said 
what, what was the deal with that when after he did it. And then he goes on to tell 
me that they’re taking these kids and they’re selling them to rich people who use 
them as sex slaves and then they give 'em back to this Rob.Darling’s uncle. He’s 
m is mid-sixties to seventies ah, now, he’s between sixty and seventy years old 
now. The guy who did it, the, the composite that was out there, I saw it many 
times, that s the guy. It was right on the money. They never caught him.

I’m Ken McDonald, agent 
with the Minnesota BCA. Also present is Detective Dan Winkels of the 
Stearns County Sheriff’s Department. Also present in the room is Attorney 
Virginia Villa, I m sorry V-l-L-L-A. And Virginia is representing the 
individual who we’re gonna take a statement from, who is Robert Thomas 
Darling D-A-R-L-l-N-G, DOB: 6-22-75. Current address 23 Mesaba 
Avenue, Duluth, Minnesota. Currently we do not know the phone 
number. Robert, we came in here and we kind of briefly explained to 
you a little bit what we want to talk to you about. I forgot to put on here 
we are currently in the Federal Court Building in Duluth, Minnesota. We 
briefly told you verbally what we kind of want to talk about and we 
explained to you that we are investigating the abduction of Jacob 
Wetterling and kind of a spin-off of that, we’ve received some information 
that maybe an individual or other individuals that you know are in your 
family maybe involved in pedophile ring, is that correct? 

RD Yes. 

KM Okay. And I’ll remind you too just for the purpose of this tape if I catch 
you doing a head nod or something I’ll just remind you to use a verbal 
okay?

RD Okay yeah because that’s the only one I can remember. So, 
(inaudible) long time. 

DW And everything that you've got that you’re told about this pedophile 
is coming from Mike? 

RD Pretty much, yeah, yeah. 

DW No personal knowledge of anything that you have? 

RD No, not, no, it’s-that was the other stuff that’s icky. I just ah, i wish I 
could help yah, I know that. But go talk to Mike, I think Mike could 
maybe help you guys and stuff. Because I can’t believe that—you told 
me that he said stuff that ah, writes him off'as crazy. 
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DW Okay. 

KM Well, ah, we’ll probably have to go talk to Mike, I’m not gonna sit and 
ask him more questions that just gonna be back to hearsay so is there 
anything that we didn’t ask you that you feel we should know about or 
that wasn’t from Mike or— 

RD I would all I know is that Walter died an old man in a nursing home. 

And I would go talk to Mike and see about talking to him about 
Walter McKinnon, probably deny everything but it’s worth a shot 
because I know he is a bad—he's a bad guy. 

KM Okay. 

RD (inaudible) 

KM Any questions, Virginia? We’re gonna end this tape, the time is 11:26 AM. 
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Q This is Detective Winkels, along with Agent Ken McDonald of the BCA, today’s date is August 
10, 2006 we’re speaking with Michael Darling, at his property located at 53285 Falcon Avenue 
North, Rush City, Minnesota. What county are we in Mike? 

A Ah, Chisago County. 

Q Chisago, Michael would you state your full name for me? 

A Yeah, Michael John Darling, D-A-R-L-I-N-G. 

Q And your birth date? 

A 8/12/68 


Q And you own this property at this address, correct? 
A Yes 


Q How long have you owned the property? 

A I’ve had it officially since ’97, ‘98 

Q Okay, and are you living at this property? 

A No, I can’t live here cuz the house is pretty much been trashed and it’s in violation of county 
ordinance to live here so I’m not going to jail for that, 

Q Okay 

A And the county knows about it. 

Q Where are you living at Michael? 

A 1 pretty much stay wherever I can find a place, I go to my mom’s in Crosby, I got a friend in 
Lindstrom, and 

Q What, what’s the easiest way to contact you? 

A Easiest way to contact me? Is to either send me a letter in the mail or call my mother. 
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Q Okay (McDonald) where’s your computer at where you answer email? 

A In my car. 

Q Okay, 

A Yeah, that’s the easiest way to get a hold of me, is email 
Q (Winkels) Is email? 

A I try' to check them every other day, or every day. 

Q What, what email address do you use Michael? 

A Ah, you can use that Hotmail one 

Q Can you give me that? 

A Ah, BRUSHCITY@Hotmail.com you can use that. 

Q Okay, 

A I got a couple of them. 

Q And you understand that I’m with Stearns County Sheriffs Office out of St. Cloud, correct? 

A Yes, yep 

Q And that Ken is with the Minnesota Bureau of Criminal Apprehension 
A Yep 

Q Our primary mission today is in reference to the Jacob Wetterling investigation? 

A Yep, certainly 

Q Do you have information on that investigation? 

A The only thing I can tell you is possibly give you a few suspects from stuff we’ve investigated on 
other things. 

Q Okay, when you say we, who is that? 

A 1 and a Terrell Vick was working on stuff for awhile, that slain police officer, in St. Paul. 

Q Okay, 

A He was working on stuff 

Q With you? 

A Ah, we were, he was working on stuff with Russians, but it ties in to some stuff I was working on 
also. 

Q Okay, 

A There’s a few of us have been working on stuff. 
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Q Okay 

A A lot of us just volunteers. 

Q Okay, 

A So 

Q What can you tell us about the Jacob Wetterling investigation. 

A The only thing 1 can tell you about that, is this I gave you the one suspect there, possibly him, 

what people tied to him. 

Q Why don’t you give me that name again. 

A Ah, Dennis Frandsen 

Q And where is he from? 

A He lives over here, over more by, over more by the river. 

Q Do you know how to spell his last name? 

A 1 think it’s F-R-A-N-D-S-E-N. 

Q When you say by the river, where are we talking about? 

A Um, probably heading down south of Harris, getting closer toward the Wisconsin border, 

Q Okay 

A Somewhere over there he lives. 

Q South of Harris, Minnesota? 

A 1 think so, yeah 

Q Okay, 

A Somewhere over there. 

Q And what do you know of his involvement in any of this? 

A I don’t know if he would be involved but, we been investigating for years a group of people up 

here that sometimes abduct kids and molest them, and, they also try to put them in the drug rings. 

Q Do you have any, do you have any personal knowledge of that yourself? 

A I would have no personal knowledge of him being involved at all. 

Q Okay, 

A None whatsoever. 

Q Do you have any personal knowledge of this pedophile ring as you describe it? 

A Um, I do know that my brother was told at one point, years ago, at least this is what he told me. I 

mean, 1 wasn’t physically there, 
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Q Okay 

A I don’t know if you guys know my brother or not 

Q (McDonald) What (Winkels) What’s your brother’s name? 

A Robert Darling 

Q Okay, 

A I, you know, 1 don’t know, he’s in treatment 

Q Goes, he goes by Rob? 

A Yeah by Rob, yeah, he’s in treatment 

Q What did he tell you? 

A What he had told me is years ago, probably would when he was boy, 13, 14, 15 somewhere in 
there, he said that he had, he was with my dad in Chicago, he used to go on the truck with him, 
just as I have, 1 went with my dad since I was 10, 12 years old. 

Q Okay 

A But I never seen anything funny when I’m with him, you know, um, supposedly he claims that he 
was in Chicago, my dad was shacked up with some girl down there, who knows what the deal 
was, and some group of guys came up to him at some point and basically said you got three 
options, you can either sell drugs, you can, you know, we’ll call it going into kiddy porn, okay, be 
a sicko in other words, what we call, we call the sicko machines, 

Q Okay 

A Or you can get killed, now, what my guess is on the Jacob Wetterling deal um, I’m kind of 
thinking the similar thing might have happened to him, cuz they tried to grab these kids when 
they’re about 13, 14 in that age, I’m thinking that’s about the age he was, I don’t, you know, I 
don’t know 

Q Do you, do you have any knowledge of that yourself? 

A I have no personal knowledge of all. 

Q Okay, 

A No, but I know I had, there were rumors going around that I was possibly involved in it, cuz they 
were saying well you were in school over at St. Cloud, so, because of my step grandpa’s past and 
other things from family members of mine having happened to them, people just you know, they 
just start flying rumors around, so 1 thought, well you know what, since you guys are making up 
rumors about me being involved, guess what I’m going to go start doing, I’m going to go try and 
find the guys that did it. 

Q Okay, 

A Um, guys you know, Jerry 

Q Who is, who is making rumors about you? 
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A Just people come up to me and say they heard a rumor from somebody. 

Q Okay, 

A I mean, who knows where it started. 

Q What did you start to say and I interrupted you? 

A Um, 

Q You started to say Jerry . 

A Yeah, Jerry, as you know he’s Jewish, right 

Q Jerry who? 

A Jerry Wetterling, 

Q Okay, 

A He, he’s not Jacob’s dad, 

Q Okay 

A Just, we’ll just get that straight. Um, so Jacob’s a gentile, there is a certain group of Jews that are 
not actually Jews, they’re, they’re considered Jewish decent, and I don’t know what group it is, 
but they build, they build their own synagogues and stuff, their own churches, and there’s been 
stories for years, this just sounds off the walls, so, 1 wouldn’t go down this path, but it is a slim 
possibility that there is a, a sect of them, it’s not orth-orthodox Jews or nothing like that, 1 mean, 
they’re weird ones we’ll call it, okay? that when they build a new synagogue, or temple or 
whatever you want to call it, they claim, there’s people claim and I haven’t done enough research 
into it myself to validate it, um, there’s people claim that they, they have to have a male gentile in 

one of the cornerstones of their building. Now that seems kind of odd to you and me, okay? 

Q So you’re saying Jerry Wetterling’s not Jacob’s father. 

A He’s not his physic-his biological father. 

Q And do you have knowledge of that? 

A That’s just word I heard when l was in St. Cloud, back when that all happened. 

Q Okay, okay, when did you live in St. Cloud? 

A I went to school there from ’87 to ’91, at St. Cloud State. 

Q Okay, 

A So there’d be records there, so 

Q Did you have been abused by anyone? 

A The only thing I know about is when my grandma told me on her death bed that her, she’s, this is 
what she said, I have no proof of it, that her and her husband were with Dennis Frandsen at some 
point up here you know would have been what, 1970 I suppose going by the age, 
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Q (McDonald) Can you say names, like grandma, what’s her name? 

A Mary McKinnon 

Q Okay 

A And she’s deceased, 

Q And 

A And her husband Walter McKinnon 
Q How do you spell last name? 

A Capital M small C capital K I-N-N-O-N, is the last name. 

Q (Winkels) that’s Walter? 

A Walter and Mary, and Mary’s deceased, she was my grandmother. 

Q And where’s Walter living? 

A Walter is in a nursing home in Roseville. 

Q Do you know which one? 

A Lake Ridge, l don’t know the rest of the name, they change it, but it stays Lake Ridge for sure. 

Q (McDonald) And who owned this property? We’re standing on? 

A Before me it was my great uncle Clinton Newman Darling and he passed away in ‘96 

Q Okay, and how did you get it? 

A I bought it. 

Q Okay, that would, got the name straight in my head, get back to Walter and your grandmother 
were saying. 

A Yeah, what my grandma told me on her death bed, is that her and Walter, and I don’t know if this 
is true, cuz I, I was too little to know, were with Dennis and I that’s pretty much all 

she said. And I did go to the Sheriffs Department in Chisago County, shortly after that, well 
within a month or two once I rattled it out in my brain and went first I went yeah okay whatever, 
you know, cuz I don’t remember, I was too little, 

Q And you say Dennis? 

A His name is Dennis 

Q Dennis? 

A Dennis Frandsen was his name, is his name. He’s still alive to the best of my knowledge. 

Q Okay, (Winkels) and you, we met you at this property today, you had information 

A Yep

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Q That, what did you have information about this property? 

A Urn, 

Q What did you 

A There’s just a lot of rumors around the county that I’ve heard for years 

Q And what are those rumors? 

A That there’s a, there’s rumors that there’s a spot out here, this kind of a swampy area, that there’s 
been kids buried in. I’ve never went and checked. Fm not going to go check myself probably. 

Q Okay, (McDonald) Who’s telling you this? 

A It’s just rumors you hear from people, just various people they just, it just goes around. 

Q Can you name a few names? 

A Through the bars, I mean, you’re talking bar crowds and stuff, I don’t drink, but I mean, you 
know, people that go to the bars is, rumors fly. Fly, more ten years ago than now, I mean, you 
know, 

Q (Winkels) and far did these rumors, 

A 1 haven’t heard anything in the last few years. 

Q How far did these rumors go back? 

A I’ve heard as far back as 20, 30 years, and longer. 

Q (McDonald) who, who’s burying the kids out here? 

A Got me, I suppose whoever grabs them and they don’t want to cooperate to get molested or 
whatever, they say they’re gonna tell and they just you know, get rid of them. 

Q (Winkels) do you have any knowledge, 

A I don’t know 

Q Do you have any knowledge of Walter McKinnon ever abusing anyone? Sex, sexually abusing? 

A I don’t, I don’t have any personal knowledge like witnessing it, 

Q Okay 

A But I do know there’s a file in Aitkin County where my dad got prosecuted and his name’s 
Rodney, it’s in Aitkin County back in ’83, ’84 is when this prosecution was, and there are records 
in the file, I’ve seen them myself with my own eyes, that he and 

Q That Walter and 

A And be the, there’s 

Q Okay 

A So younger than me. 
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Q (McDonald) how’d your dad get prosecuted and then the Walter came in the name here? 

A You know, you got me how that all went down. 

Q Okay 

A I was, you know, what, what 

Q (Winkels) what, what’s your father’s name? 

A Rodney 

Q Darling? 

A Yes 

Q Where does he live? 

A Right about 5 miles from here. 

Q Okay, so he lives near Rush City? 

A Yeah 

Q Your mother’s name? 

A Ramona 

Q Darling? 

A Well yeah, Kay Helgremson, yeah 

Q And where does she live? 

A Crosby, Minnesota. 

Q Okay, 

A Yep 

Q And identify, let’s start with the oldest, who’s your oldest sibling? 

A Me, with my mother and dad, my dad’s got other kids, so 

Q Okay 

A 1 don’t know who they are. 

Q How about the next sibling? 

A There’s me and then Christy, 

Q And what’s her name? 

A Christina Louise Darling. 


Q Where, where does she live? 

A Well now her last name is Helmberg. I think she lives down in Buffalo. 
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Q Okay, who’s the next one? 

A Robert 

Q Robert Darling? 


Q And he’s the one that’s in treatment in 
A He’s the one that’s in treatment in Duluth? 

Q Currently? 

A Yes 


Q Okay, anyone else? 

A Then Danielle. 

Q Danielle 

A Her last name is still Shockman. 

Q Do you know how, what her middle name is? 
A Lynn, L-Y-N-N 


Q How do you spell her last name? 

A S-H-O-C-K-M-A-N 

Q And where does she live? 

A Right now she’s living with my mom in Crosby, but her and her husband have a house in 
Brainerd they’re trying to sell. 

Q Any other siblings? 

A Not between my mom and my dad. As far as any that my dad have, we know there are some, we 

just, I don’t know. 

Q Okay 

A I mean, I don’t you know, I can’t pinpoint them. We just know he’s got others. 

Q Do you have any person knowledge of anybody being buried on this property? 

A I have no personal knowledge of ever having seen it, other than what that Bruce at Simmons told 
me back, you know, ’92, ’93 

Q You’ve ever seen any evidence of it? 

A Never myself I’ve never went to look for it. 


Q Okay, (McDonald) Do you know of anybody that has any personal knowledge of somebody 
being buried out here? 
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A Not that would be alive yet. 

Q And who would it be that would be dead? 

A That were, I was told there was a guy buried by that pine tree. 

Q Okay, do you know of anybody now, that has any personal knowledge of anybody being buried 
out here. 

A Not that I would personally know, or any anybody has told me they know of. 

Q Okay, so who would know? 

A Boy, Clint’s dead, so, might be another guy by the name of Dewayne Pietsch, which is Rory’s 
dad and that’s the guy I’m fighting with over the property, is Rory, 

Q (McDonald) the land you showed us, that’s land maybe on Dewayne’s or that’s what you’re 
fighting over? 

A Well where the trees and stuff are is on this 32 on mine, the problem. But when you get out in 
them field areas, that’s on that 38 acres I’m fighting over in court with this Rory Pietsch. 

Q Rory? Or Roy? 

A Not fighting, Rory, R-O-R-Y 

Q What’s his last name? Pietsch? 

A P-l-E-T-S-C-H, yeah 

Q (McDonald) Where’s he live? (Winkels) his father is Dewayne? 

A His father is Dewayne, yeah. 

Q Where do they live? 

A I think Dewayne has an address up in Pine City somewhere, no, Pine County, out in the country. 

Q How about Rory? 

A Rory has a place, Rush City. As you take the government road out of Rush City, the main road as 
you head toward the river, he’s right out at the end on the government road as it goes to make this 
turn. 

Q How old of a person is Rory? 

A Rory’s probably 45 to 50 is my guess. If 1 had to venture, and Dewayne would be, you know, 
talking (inaudible) I suppose. He’d be older than my dad. My dad’s gonna be 65 soon, so, 

Q (McDonald) Does your dad know about this? 

A I doubt it, I doubt he was here. If there ever was anything. 

Q (Winkels) Does your father ever tell you of him being involved in anything? 

A No never. 
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Q (McDonald) Who first told you about this pedophile ring? 

A 1 got asked in 1991 in Galveston, Texas when I was working down there, a guy walked in to a bar 
where I was drinking, it was my birthday actually, it was August 12 of 1991, and he just sat down 
and started asking me some questions, if I’d worked in Glacier National Park and I said yeah, I 
just probably trying to identify who I was, maybe, and then he flashed out a badge, it looked like 
an FBI badge to me, 1 mean, I’d never seen one before so I just said, looked like one, to me, may 
not have been, and he just asked me if I would be willing to assist in an investigation looking into 
people, he just said people, it’s all he said, involved in drug rings, pedophilia, human trafficking, 
those types of things. And I said yeah, sure, no problem, why not, you know, never been paid, 
just and things just kind of get fed to me, and I go look into them, report them to other people, I 
don’t do anything. 

Q Who do you report to? 

A Um, 1 have a gentleman that I reported to for the last five years or so, 

Q What’s his name? 

A His name was Ted Seeman. 

Q Who’s he work for? 

A Ah, I think he’s still on contract with Ramsey County for some purposes, 

Q Ramsey County Sheriffs Office? 

A Not the Sheriffs Office, it’d be like their, their Department of Homeland Security, Judd Freed 

would have been his supervisor, is who it would have been. Judd may not know anything about 
some of this stuff, just to be honest with you, he may not. Um, 

Q What’s his number, how do you report to hint? 

A Judd has a phone number that I call, 

Q What’s that? 

A It’s ah, 651-775-8133, if it still works. I’m sure when his contract is done with Ramsey County, 

that you know, the phone number will go away. 

Q So he works for Homeland Security through Ramsey County and works pedophile rings? 

A No, he doesn’t necessarily work pedophile rings, what has happened is, I’ve reported some of this 

stuff to him, and I don’t know what he does, he reports it to other people in the federal 
government or where he reports things, as I report stuff to him, he passes it on to other places, 
what his status was, was he was an army counter intelligence, 

Q Okay 

A And that’s how I came across his path, as a matter of fact he used to be a director of Safety and 

Security at Flamline University that’s when I started doing guard work was March of ‘01, I got 
assigned over at Hamline and that’s how I came into contact with him, and I just told him a few 
things off and on, just stuff, you know, just stuff, and then he asked me if Fd be willing to work 
with those guys, 
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Q (Winkels) Who’s the person that you met in Galveston, Texas in ’91? 

A I don’t even remember who it was. 

Q Okay 

A Don’t remember his name. I don’t even know if I’d recognize him right now, I probably 
wouldn’t, but I thought he was FBI, he just asked me if I would, and I said sure, and he says well 
when we need stuff looked at we’ll know where to find you so I just went oh, okay, whatever. 
And I’ve been in contact with various people off and on through the years, just you know, 
different people. Like, ah I was working for two years, on a deal that pertained right to this 
county, different stuff, um, not pedophile stuff at that point, with an FBI agent, down in the 
Minneapolis office, who had been transferred up here from Texas, he got assigned to my case. 


Q What’s her name? 

A Her name is Tamara White. She’s, I think she’s still there. I don’t really talk to her anymore that 
much. 

Q Okay, 

A But I’d worked with her on some stuff. You know, for a couple years. 

Q Okay, you don’t, you don’t have any personal knowledge of the Wetterling investigation? 

A I have no personal knowledge of any eye witnesses, or nothing 

Q Involvement? 

A That anybody’s really told me about it, just hearsay and you know, 

Q Okay, 

A I’ve looked into stuff a little bit myself but, you know 

Q Were you involved? 

A Stuff, and huh? 

Q Were you involved? 

A No 

Q You said the rumors were out there before. 

A No, never. 

Q Okay 

A Went to college in St. Cloud, but, I didn’t even know who they were. 

Q Okay, what did you study in college? 

A Accounting. 


Q Okay 
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A That my minor was in economics 
Q Okay 

A And I graduated in February of ‘91 

Q Where did you live when you were in St. Cloud? 

A I lived in Benton Hall for 2 years, the dorms, 

Q Okay 

A And then the year after that I lived in the apartments called the Oaks, know where those are at 
down there? 

Q Yeah 

A And then the year after that I lived farther out on like 3030 Clearwater Road, somewhere around 

in there, out in that area. 

Q You spend any time in the St. Joseph area? 

A Very little. 

Q What kind of a vehicle were you driving in 1989? The fall of 1989? 

A Boy, it was a, there was only one car I had in college, other than a black Monte Carlo that was in 

my mom’s name, it would have been a Buick Century, it’s brown or tan, goldenrod colored kind 
of, and the car is still sitting at a friend of mine's up north of Crosby, sitting in his yard yet, 
haven’t junked it, so 

Q Okay, 

A It’s there. 

Q Okay, well 

A But other than that, I mean, it’s just you know, some you know couple suspects is about all I can 
give you and show you that spot up there, there was rumors people are buried, and 1 don’t know 

Q Okay, 

A Once this gets all cleared up and the property gets back to me which it will in time, I’m going 
through this probate mess, 

Q You said the property’s in foreclosure now, right? 

A This 32 Vi acres is with the bank 

Q Okay 

A But (inaudible) 

Q And you’re in a dispute with the neighbor? 

A Huh? 
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Q And you’re in a dispute, a property dispute 
A On this other

A But if I, if 1 hear anything I will, by all means, get a hold of you.

One of the important things, at least in my opinion is, you know, a guy like 
yourself who’s been through this whole thing, if you ever come up with 
something, you know, something that - another avenue, another something we 
need to think about, let us know. 

I would call you. 

Yeah. 

If I - if I ever, ever even heard somebody mention the Jacob Wetterling case 
and they said something that would... 


...catch my attention, 1 would be the first one on the phone calling, right now. 
‘Cause I would like to have this thing solved. First off, 1 would like to have 
my name off of all of this. You know, 1 didn’t do anything to deserve - you 
know, to even be questioned like this, but I am, so I have to deal with it. But 
yeah, I would be the first to call. I’d call you, I’d call you. Shit, I’d call the 
Marines if I had to. I’m serious, I mean I’m dead serious. 1 -1 cannot believe 
that we haven’t found something from that little boy, somewhere. 

Well, just for the - you know, just so you understand, we appreciate you 
coming in. Um, and sort of apologize for bringing you back in, you’ve been 
talked to numerous times. We appreciate you being a gentleman, you’re being 
treated like a gentleman. Um, and if you get frustrated, you walk out the door, 
but it’s just important that we have these conversations, uh, that we don’t 
forget, that we continue to work on this. 

Yeah, 1 - you know, like I said, I -1 know my memory’s getting a little bad. 
I’m getting up there in years. I just turned 59 in April, you know, and I’m 
starting to do... 


...dumb shit like leaving my keys places where 1 shouldn’t, you know, but - 
but I’m still trying to hang in there. 

Well now, is your back gonna let you go up and shoot a deer this fall? 


Did I? No. 
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No? 

No. 

I’ll be right back. 

Can’t drag it out anymore? 

I, uh, I go deer hunting, yeah, but I’m - let’s put it - I’m not real serious about 
it. If 1 get one, I get one, if I don’t, I don’t care, I just love being up in the 
woods, just camping out. 

Well, I’ve always heard it described as, you know, we go hunting, we don’t go 
killing. 

There you go. 

You know, we hunt because it’s part of the whole experience. 

Yeah. 

Let me - let me try to clarify something that’s come up numerous times. Um, 
you have that hunting place that you hunted with like with your father 
growing up, and then... 

Uh, yeah, well, we used to hunt there, yeah. But we - that’s Potlatch land, and 
Potlatch started this deal about five, six years ago where you got to lease the 
land from them. 

Well, tell - tell me where that - that is, um, ‘cause you - that was - that was 
that same place you were hunting back then? 

Yeah, it was about, uh, we hunted there... 


...well, we started over on Spider Lake Road, right off of Cass County 2. It’d 
be like to the - east of Cass County 2, or south of it. But anyway, yeah, we 
started there and we moved up the road about five miles to this, uh, it was a 
minimum maintenance road, it goes back in on Potlatch land. It’s, uh, let’s 
see, what the hell is - what in the hell did they call it? Bull Moose - Bull 
Moose and (Pommett) Road was to the left, and another road was to the right. 
And we’d just go straight down that road about a mile and a halfback and 
park our camper. 
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Right. Work - work with me here. Urn, I’m familiar with Minnesota, but not 
every gravel. Nobody’s that good. Um, so we’re on - take it from like what 
major roads? 

Okay. Well, we’d, uh, go - go up to, uh, 238 out to Little Falls, we get on 10, 
go out there to, uh, to (Motley), and then on (Motley) you take 210 over 
across that river, I think it’s the Swan River. 

Mm-hm. 

And then there’s 64 shoots north, Highway 64, it’s a two-lane. Go up 64... 


...through (Leader). I think that’s - it’s called (Pop L Wells). 

I think - 1 think, yeah. 

Mm-hm. 

Yeah, (Pop L Wells), it used to be anyway, it’s closed now, but (Pop L Wells) 
gas station, and there used to be like a little convenience store. That’s Cass 
County too, comes up to 64. We used to head right down that, and then... 

Well, County - County 2 - so we’re taking 64 where you get to Cass County 2, 
we’re making a what? 

Right. Making a right off of 64 onto 2. 

Okay. And then where do we go? 

Then you go down the road I would say - well, let’s see, 12 is about two 
miles. 1 would say about six, seven miles down, and if you look, uh, out there, 
there’s a sign on the left side of the road says Bull Moose and (Pommett) 
Road. That goes to the left. There’s another little - looks like a driveway, goes 
off to the right. It’s like a - a T road, and that's a minimum... 


...maintenance road, there’s one house on the left side, you just keep going 
back up to it, then you get onto Potlatch land. And right - right when you... 

So instead of the left on Bull Moose, you make the right out of the gravel? 
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Yeah, make the right onto the gravel. 

And that’s a minimum maintenance so it’s... 

Yeah. 

...fairly rugged? 

Yeah, it’s - well, you know, up until - pretty good up until that, uh, there’s a 
trail- there’s a trailer house in the pasture where a guy lives, then there’s a 
house up over here. It’s good up ‘til that house, then after that, then it gets 
rugged. You know, it turns into like a logging road. We used to go up that 
steep hill and come down, and just on the other side there’s another logging 
road that comes up to it on a T road, and we used to park our camper right on 
the comer there. And we hunted all - all of that to the - like the - to the, uh, 
southwest of it. We hunted that for about, oh... 

That the only T? 

Yeah, on that minimum maintenance road, yes. That’d be the very first T that 
you come to. And of course now it’s, you know, and Potlatch owns the land, 
and they logged it all off and - and of course another guy -1 don’t know his 
name or nothing - but he brings a big RV in there now, and he - he leases that 
every... 


...year, so you can’t hunt it. So we had to move off - off of that, shit, six years 
ago I think it was already. 

So he just has a hunting lease on it? 

Yeah. 

So only during that - you could go up there other times of year, or does he... 

1 don’t know how them leases work. I don’t know, ‘cause I know it says, uh, 
they can’t block like the road, you know, and you’d still be able to drive 
through the road, but you can’t -1 don’t know how - if it’s a year round lease 
or - I’m not sure. I think it goes from year - one year to another, I think. I’ve 
never been able to afford one, so I don’t really know how it works. 

Yeah, I have no idea. Why - why up there? There’s a fair amount of deer 
around here.

You know, shotgun 
and slugs are more limited, and then of course hunting area around here is 
hard to find, especially during deer season. A lot of...

...a lot of the local people, the farmers that own land, they’re not gonna let you 
hunt. Hell, they don’t even want to let you pheasant hunt on it before deer 
season, ‘cause they don’t want you to scare the deer with, you know, when 
you’re shooting pheasant, so - so we have - you know, we’ve always gone up 
north, my dad... 


...oh, shit, from when I was a kid that high, he went up to my uncle’s place at 
the time, uh, by Pine Center, west of Pine Center, and, uh, that’s when 1 
started deer hunting, when 1 was 12 years old. And then of course after, uh, 
they changed from, uh, either sex - years back you used to get nine days you 
could shoot anything, even a bear, you could shoot a bear back then without - 
with your deer license. Then they started this bucks only crap, and the hunting 
party just split up, everybody went on their own because it was too hard to fill 
- shit, there - sometimes there’s 21 guys in that bunch when I first started... 

Wow. 

...hunting, and can you imagine trying to get 21 bucks for - in nine days? I 
mean that’s tough to do. Even back then it was really tough to do, so 
everybody split up and went their own ways. My dad and 1, we started 
hunting, uh, we started out, um, by Pequot Lake, south Pequot Lake for two 
years, and we didn’t just squat there. Then it was just - my - when my brother 
moved back from Indiana, he - we started going up farther north. We started 
going up towards... 


...Pine River that way, and - and that’s where we finally ended up on that 
Spider Lake Road was, you know, when my brother and my dad one day took 
a long trip and went scouting around, and found all this State land that you can 
hunt up there. So that’s why we hunt up there. You know, you don’t have the 
hassle of having to talk or - and go around and begging the (CP) and hunting 
on somebody’s land. I mean it’s tough out there nowadays. People just don’t 
want you to hunt on their land anymore. Even though you’ll try to take care of 
it, they don’t want you to hunt on it. I -1 can understand that. 

But they don’t know that you’re gonna actually take care of it. Somebody’s

And I keep thinking to myself if- if it’s not me, it’s, I know I 
didn’t do it, you know? But somebody out there knows, somebody did it and 1 
don’t know who, I don’t know who, you know? I just can’t form an opinion 
and say well I think it was this and that because 1 don’t really have one, 1 
never have formed an opinion on it, never. 

Can you tell me what was going on in your family say the, uh, the week 
preceding?

Yeah 1 kinda told her, you know, I- I kinda told her it was kind of a waste of 
time ‘cause she had been through it once before and it didn’t seem to help her, 
you know? And that she should make more of a, uh, you know, effort on her 
own part before going to and expecting the hospital to do everything for you 
‘cause you know, in my mind people have this in their mind. 


You go to the doctor he’s got a quick cure, he give ya a pill and you’re gonna 
be better no matter what bothers you. And that’s, you know, and it’s, that’s 
not always true you know? Your cure has to come from within, you have to, 
you know, you have to believe you’re gonna get better before you can be 
better and, you know, I had told her at the time 1, you know, I said I didn’t 
really think it was a real wise move, first off I couldn’t afford it, you know? 
‘Cause we had, 1 think we had just finished not too long before that, paying 
off the other dam bill that the insurance hadn’t covered, you know? And it, it 
was just, uh, you know, financially it wasn’t a great time plus we were 
(unintelligible) apartments at the time, that meant I had to do all the building, 
cleaning and the maintenance and the lawn care and taking care of all the 
phone calls for whatever problems were, you know, would arise as far as 
repairing water faucets and crap like that, but I always did take care of, like, 
mostly the leaking water faucet, uh, Carol would do a few here and there if I 
had, say like I was at work and she had to do it then she would do it you 
know? But, um, and plus I’d have to cook for the kids, you know? 


While this was going on, while she was in the hospital, you know? But there 
again it, I wasn’t so pissed off about it you know, that she went in, you know? 
Like they’re saying that I was upset and everything, that Jerry was her sponsor 
and, uh, I got upset about it, I wasn’t, you know? I was just, it was just an 
extra load on me, yeah, you know? 1 was busy enough the way it was with 
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work and taking care of the lawn and doing building maintenance and 
everything like that, plus working at night I just didn’t need anymore, you 
know, work load laid on me and we were splitting it equally before until she 
decided to go back in again and then, you know, those things can drag on for 
shit, 3, 4 months or longer, you know? Depending on how a person is doing. 

How long was she in the rehab program? 

Oh, well, um, the second time, 1 wanna say, and this is just a guess now, 
maybe about 2 or 3 weeks but see once this happened and- and then I had 
called her after I found out who it was... 


...and told her, then she started spending a lot of time at the Wetterling’s, like, 
doing dishes and helping ‘em out and, you know, taking care of the house for 
‘em and stuff like that and doing whatever she could do to help ‘em so then 
she kinda just let that fizzle out later on, you know? Within I don’t know, 
maybe a week or so. 

When you say let it fizzle out, what are you talking about? 

Uh, you know the- the rehab, you know? She- she devoted more of the time to 
helping the Wetterling’s than she did to- to going through her rehabilitation is 
what I’m saying. 

Did she, uh, do anything at all at home or when she was in the rehab? 

Uh, yeah she’d come home you know and see the kids and stuff and- and do a 
little bit here and there but, you know, like I say, you know, she wasn’t gone 
that many days before this all happened anyway, you know? So there wasn’t 
really no, it wasn’t really different from what it was before, you know? Except 
that she wasn’t staying at- at home at night, she’d go back to the hospital and 
stay at night, you know? 


But I mean it wasn’t really that long of a time span. 1 can’t really remember 
exactly when she started the dam thing, 1 just, it just doesn’t come to me. But 
1 know it was around that time, like, within a week or so before Jacob was 
taken. 

Did that cost you a chunk of money? 

Uh, that one I don’t recall, I don’t really recall. You know 1 had, you know, 
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my insurance through work picked up, uh, it was like an 80/20 deal then but 
you know, and I always said, you know, the 20% seems to be more than the 
80% but, you know, that’s the way 1 was, you know, felt about it because it 
seemed like the more, if they paid 80% of a bill the 20% that l had leftover 
was my responsibility always seemed to be more than what the insurance 
company paid, you know ? 

So you got a significant bill out of that? 

Yeah, but 1-1 couldn’t give you a dollar amount, you know? I-1 don’t really 
know. 

But you didn’t have the money? 

No, not where I could pay cash no, you know, I had to make payments, like I 
do everything else. That’s the way most- most people do it you know? Make 
payments. 


But how long I paid on it I don’t know. 

How did it make ya feel when she, uh, checks out of the rehab program to, uh, 
to go to the Wetterling’s house? 

Trying to help out, hey, 1 was trying to help... 

No I’m talking about prior to? 

You mean prior to? 

Jacob’s abduction. 

Going to the Wetterling’s prior to? 

Mm-hm. 

If that, you know, like I said, if she was looking for support to get through this 
thing and if they were giving it to her, that was fine as long as something 
could be done. If she could beat the thing, fine, you know? That- that’s the 
bottom line is her cure. If she can kick it and get the monkey off of her back 
fine, if they can help her. 

How did your kids react to all that? 
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A: Uh... 

Q: How did Julie react to that? 

A: To Carol going in? 

Q; And just the alcohol problem. 

A Well, we discussed it a few times, the kids, neither of the kids liked it I mean, 

you know. I’m sure it was an embarrassment...

A: If you put yourself in their place and, uh, let’s see Jesse would’ve been what? 

Uh, roughly about 11 then, 12,1 don’t know. But, you know, it, you know, if 
one your friends would find out your mom’s an alcoholic wouldn’t you be 
embarrassed? You know? I’m sure that’s, I mean that’s what I got in my 
mind, it was an embarrassment you know? You know for both of ‘em, um, 1 
know I can’t really speak for the kids you know? As far as what they really 
think, you know? Just from what, when we did talk about it, what 1 picked up, 
you know yeah, it’s not good and they know it’s not good but, you know, like 
they say, you know we’re kids, who’s gonna listen to us? You know? But like 
1 always told ‘em, you always have a say-so in this family, you know? The 
four of us were in- in this world together, you know? We all, you all speak 
your mind to one another, don’t, uh, don’t- don’t hold something back, if 
something’s bothering you, fine, you know, say so- so that we can deal with it, 
we can talk, we can, or do whatever we have to do to take care of whatever is 
both- bothering you.

A: Uh, it did, well up until with Julie, when Julie was born she was bom with 

Eczema, Asthma, every fricking allergy that, uh, you can find on the allergy 
chart she probably has, you know? She’s been sick all of her life, ever since 
she was born, um, uh, she tried to commit suicide, okay? And this was after 
Jacob was taken. She tried to commit suicide and then I asked her why she 
did, she took an overdose of her, um, uh, I’ll say (unintelligible), I think that’s 
the pill that she was taking, I guess it’s supposed to be poisonous if taken too 
much, you know, but it does help people with Asthma. I asked her, I said, 
“Why in the hell did you do something so stupid?” And she said, “Dad I’m 
just sick of being sick all the time,” and then, you know, 1 thought, and then 
then when I- when I’m saying, uh, all right, you’re familiar with Eczema? 

You know, she, she’ll, her rash will, you know, raise up and it just, it weeps 
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and everything and I mean it looks bad, you know? 


And at that time, at her age, well-being a teenager any age, uh, you know, bad 
skin is not a good thing, you know? You- you just feel like you don’t belong, 
you know, people are laughing at ya, she, you know, she went through the 
ridicule all through grade school, like when we used to live out, uh, south of 
(unintelligible) she rode the bus, uh, to the Holy (unintelligible) school, kids 
on the bus, you know, would tease her about her rash, uh, call her leper and all 
this stuff, you know?

It seemed like kids are really good at it, they really got sharp tongues, you 
know? And so Julie, she just got fed up with it all, she- she just said the heck 
with it, you know? And she tried to- to take her life. 

Did you get counseling for her? 

Yep, well we got her moving the ringer so to speak on that one, she, we, okay 
when she was down at the, uh- uh, St. Cloud Hospital or in the intensive care, 
they put her in, uh, 2 South I believe it was, or whatever. 

That sounds familiar. 

Uh, she was there for 3 or 4 days and they had her, well like the deal that you, 
you know, in order to get in and out of that come through her room and 
through another couple doors and you know you couldn’t just come and go 
into the place, you know? You had to, like, go through check points and she 
said well I hate it here, I hate it here, it’s not doing me any good,” and she 
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said, “I’ll see a counselor, I’ll do this, I’ll do that.” Well she reassured Carol 
and I she would, you know, go to counseling and- and do her, you know, 
whatever it takes to get everything squared away with her so we took her out 
of there. 


Well I, somebody at the hospital called, uh, I guess it was a child neglect on 
us, you know? And then we had the county come out and investigate us and, 
you know, and at the time I was thinking, you know, what’s best for Julie, if 
you’re- if you’re locked away somewhere and they’re gonna force counseling 
on you and you’re not really taking that counseling, is it doing you any good?

You always knew where she was? 


Well I had a general idea, I’m not gonna say I knew exactly where she was 
but I know, yeah, when we lived in the apartment she was sneaking out of her 
bedroom window quite often, you know, to be running around with, uh, her 
girlfriends and I suppose the boyfriend from St. Joe, you know? And it took 
me a while to figure that one out but, oh I suppose about maybe, uh, maybe 
about 5 or 6 times after going in and out and then, you know, and you looked 
at the screens and the- the metal frame is bent because they’re taking in and 
out all the time you know? Or the screen is left off before bedtime you know? 
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And if I put it back on why shit in the morning I come, you know, it’d be 
turned around or some damn thing you know? Yeah, it took a while but it, you 
know, 1 don’t claim to be a genius but, you know, I figured it out I guess soon 
enough that she was running around of course you know, then she was, uh, 
with, I think it was 2 or 3 other girls, they were what they call car shopping, 
going into cars and these two girls took a... 


...bunch of clothes and a checkbook out of somebody’s car and then Julie 
came home, I guess they, she carried the clothes to our place and I didn’t even 
know it at the time and, uh, these girls went over to this other girl’s house, 
called Domino’s Pizza, wrote a check, paid for it and I think they wrote out a 
check some, at Target or something, I’m not sure and, uh, they got caught like 
that. 

How well did you know Jacob? 

Not real well, I mean, you know, 1 knew him if I saw him but, you know, I 
may have said a few words here and there but that was about it, you know? Hi 
and how are you doing and stuff like that but that was about it. Other than that 
I didn’t really know him, you know? 

How often did he come to your house?

And now, like tonight I had to call and tell Carol to go pick up Julie 
‘cause she gets off at 5 on Thursday, she works from 8 ‘til 5 on Thursday 
because I was coming over here, you know? So, but 1 mean, you know, that- 
that- that’s the point of my life.

You know and if they raise the taxes too much well I, if I can’t afford to pay 
‘em then they’re gonna have what 1 own because, you know, it- it’s just that 
way, uh, you know I can’t afford it 1 can’t afford it, you know?

What should happen? To be quite honest I think that person, whether it be a he 
or a she I don’t know, need help, psychiatric help first off, you know? I, yeah I 
heard people in St. Jose say oh, they find they’re get that fucker and walk him 
down the street and everybody stone him. Well, you know, what’s the point of 
that? He- he’s already hurt so many people I mean yeah, the Wetterlings 
suffered a big loss but all of us families, I mean everybody lives a family, we 
all suffer something, we lost something with this one too because first off, we 
all live in this area thinking this shit doesn’t happen here, it happens in 
Minneapolis, it happens in Chicago, it happens in California, we don’t have 
those kind of people around here. 


And then bang, right in our own fucking town it happens, well stone the 
person, what good does that do? It- it doesn’t make any sense, retaliating for 
what? Now 1 think if ya catch the person, when you catch the person, you 
know, he’s gonna have to be put in a psychiatric ward for the rest of life, I 
would-1 would assume anyway because 1,1 my mind that’s what I think is 
wrong, the person’s gotta be really unbalanced to do something like that.
